The Frank M. Stirling Collection 

I The late Frank M. Stirling was born in 1905 in Wakefield, Louisiana, and grew up on 
Wakefield Plantation. His life story reads like a true Renaissance man. The avid out- 
doorsman grew up keeping Wakefield stocked with firewood, and as an adult he would 
live off the land' for weeks at a time in the Louisiana woods. He started bird watch- 
ing as a youth and continued into his old age; he regularly concerned the neighbors 
when they spotted him lying still on his back in the front yard. The athlete played tennis 
competitively throughout his life, and taught his grandchildren to enjoy the sport. The 
savant played chess with state champions, playing games in their minds and calling out 
their moves while driving to New Orleans for meets, and again taught his grandchil¬ 
dren love for the game. The historian started young; as a teen, he paid local youth five 
cents each for all the arrowheads they could find. In his late teens he buried his cache 
under a notable tree. Shortly before his death, he took his grandsons out to recover 
them, but the landscape had changed so much that his archaeological hoard remains yet to be discovered and 
interpreted by a new generation (he would reflect that he wished he had saved all those early Buffalo nickels). 
A professional photographer, he worked for four decades for Esso, but put off his retirement due to concerns 
about his son-in-law's health. He was an impressive yet modest man, of deep intellect and quiet patience, 
such that two generations later he is still revered. 


After he discovered numismatics, he formed three different collections: patterns, silver dollars, and currency. 
He preferred enlarging his collection over holding cash or indulging in flashy expenditures. His wonderful 
collection of patterns, assembled during the middle of the twentieth century, passed to his daughter on his 
death in 1984. The collection is of modest size, but what collector favorites are included - it is a virtual type 
set. Such favorites as a Judd-63 1836 Gobrecht dollar, 1870 Standard Silver half dollars, 1871 Longacre's Indi¬ 
an Princess dollar, 1875 Sailor Head twenty cents, 1876 Liberty Seated At The Seashore dollar, 1877 Coronet 
Liberty dollar, 1878 Morgan dollar, 1879 Washlady dollar, and an 1882 Shield Earring half dollar. The patterns 
exhibit extraordinary quality; all are high grade, some the finest known. All are low pops, some even unique. 
Pedigrees like Farouk, Kosoff, Mehl, and Schulman can be found. 


A few regular issue gold coins are also included, and they are fine enough to constitute an impressive col¬ 
lection on their own: 1883 quarter eagle PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC; 1882 three dollar PR65 Star Ultra Cameo 
NGC; 1882 five dollar PR65 Ultra Cameo NGC; 1882 ten dollar PR64 Cameo NGC; and a Wire Rim 1907 
High Relief twenty, MS65 NGC. Clearly Mr. Stirling had an exceptional eye, and this is an opportunity to ob¬ 
tain treasures that have been off the market for more years than most numismatists have been alive.

grains. Crosby 3-E, Noe 3T, W-200, R.7. After the NE coinage was 
struck in 1652, the Willow Tree shillings began to be produced in 
the same year. The earlier varieties of Willow Tree shillings show 
how unfamiliar the coiner was with the rocker press. Most of the 
known examples from earlier dies display multiple impressions of 
the devices from multiple passes through the press in an attempt 
to more fully strike up the details in the dies. This is examined in 
detail in Louis Jordan’s book John Hull, The Mint and Economics of 
Massachusetts Coinage, page 296: 

“ ... the dramatic nature of these errors, such as the erratic 
alignment of bead segments and the presence of fully double 
letters and numbers, suggests the rockers were not sufficiently 
secure in the press. Possibly, the tolerance of the die shank 
was not accurate so that there was not a tight fit when it was 
inserted into the opening in the shaft of the press. It is also 
possible the pins fastening the die shank to the press did not 
fully stabilize the die.” 

By the time the Noe (and Crosby) 3 dies were used, the operator 
of the press was more familiar with his craft, and these pieces lack 
the multiple impressions seen on earlier pieces. The only doubling 
of details on this coin is seen by a slight trace of a second inner 
border on the reverse. 

Only eight or so pieces are known of this variety, and at one 
time Stearns owned three examples! The remarkable part of this 
coin is that it shows full legends on both sides. The centers are 
predictably lacking details, except for the slightest trace of the tree 
branch and roots on the right side. The surfaces are deep gray with 
blue around the margins. Several shallow scratches appear in the 
centers of both sides, accounting for the “Scratched” designation 
from NCS. It should be noted that for its Stack’s Hain Family 
appearance, this coin was cataloged as Very Fine. Listed on page 36 
of the 2009 Guide Book.

The grade distribution is interesting, as the 20 or 
so survivors include four pieces that are more or less Mint State, 
followed by five or six middle grade Fine to VF examples, and 
eight to 10 lower grade pieces. The following abbreviated census 
is certainly incomplete but it provides an idea of known coins:

In addition to those 16 pieces, there are eight other auction 
records that are unmatched to the above coins, and the present 
piece is an entirely new specimen that has never previously 
been auctioned, to the best of our knowledge. In fact, it has an 
accompanying brown envelope that indicates a grade of Fine, 
and a purchase price of $250. The price dates the transaction 
to sometime in the 1930s. 

The present specimen has been off the market for several 
decades, and it is clearly a new example to the present 
generation of collectors. What an exciting opportunity. 
We highly recommend that serious bidders give higher 
consideration to the coin than to the adjectives on the holder. 
The surfaces are deeply toned, about the color of a black olive. 
Most of the scratches are found at the center of the reverse, 
with the obverse having an exceptionally clean appearance. 
There is a single old scratch across the hair curls, but it is so 
well blended with the surrounding surfaces that most collectors 
will give it little attention.

Every so 
often, a specimen appears that has remained off the market for 
many years or even decades. That is the case with this example, 
acquired many years ago as a VF for $200, according to the 
accompanying envelope. Based on price records in the Guide Book 
and its predecessor, the Standard Catalog, this piece was probably 
purchased sometime in the 1930s, or possibly the early 1940s.

following close behind. According to Del Bland, this specimen carries 
a grade of VF25, and it is tied for the sixth position in his Condition 
Census, with at least eight other pieces that also grade VF25. 

The majority of the 904,585 large cents struck in 1799 were 
actually dated 1798, while the exact mintage of pieces bearing 
the 1799 date is unknown. However, that original production was 
undoubtedly extremely small, as few survive today, and most survivors 
are in low grades, being placed in collections when more common 
dates, such as 1798, were discarded. Today it is estimated that only 
900 to 1,000 cents bearing the 1799 date still exist. The current 
population implies an original mintage of 20,000 to 30,000 coins. 
Throughout the second half of the 19th century, several stories 
attempted to explain the rarity. One of those stories suggested that the 
coins went from the Mint to Africa, being traded for female natives. 

Both sides of this remarkable cent have mottled steel, tan, and 
maroon color with some weakness at the center of the reverse. Traces 
of deep green corrosion are barely visible. This important cent does 
have a few minor abrasions, but none of any significance. The surfaces 
have acquired a hard, glossy appearance over a long time interval. 
Highly unusual among the 1799 cents, the date and LIBERTY are both 
complete and full. The obverse is extremely sharp, and graded separately 
has the details of XF The reverse is a little blunt, with the sharpness 
of VF20. Overall, although the coin is graded VF25 by Del Bland and 
listed as such in Walter Breen’s Large Cent Encyclopedia, we prefer a 
conservative grade of VF20. Breen suggested that the 1799 Normal 
Date cents might have actually been struck in 1800, on the basis of a 
comparison of planchet quality with the cents dated 1800.

The present coin is a pleasing example, with a sharp, but not 
quite full strike.

Head cent is “a very tough date to find in all grades.” An oversight 
in the Mint Act of April 22, 1864 led to the large-scale melting 
of small cents and two cent pieces in the late 1860s. Because 
the act provided no redemption clause for those denominations 
and the legal tender limit for the cent was only 10 cents, banks 
could refuse to accept large deposits of cents and two cents from 
merchants. The merchants’ only recourse was to turn the coins in 
at the Mint to be melted and recoined. Snow reports more than 
55 million bronze cents were melted during the next 10 years. The 
availability of the 1869 cent, with a small mintage of 6.4 million 
pieces, was drastically reduced by this activity.

“much scarcer” than their similarly dated Bold N counterparts. 

The present Premium Gem is also important because it is 
a Condition Census survivor of this low mintage (5.2 million 
pieces), conditionally rare date. Only four MS66 examples have 
appeared at public auction (according to our records), all between 
2002 and 2006. This piece is sharply struck throughout, and the 
surfaces are aglow with orange-red hues. Even brighter suggestions 
of pale orange color are noted at the upper right obverse border and 
at the lower reverse rim. We cannot, however, find more than one 
or two tiny carbon flecks, none of which are distracting.

In addition to indifferent luster, many Mint State survivors 
are limited in grade by inadequate striking quality, with worn 
dies playing a role. Lest one despair of ever finding a high grade 
representative of this conditionally challenging issue, we call 
attention to the present example. Dave Bowers notes: “The 
advantage of being a smart buyer and cherrypicking is implied 
by David W. Lange’s comment that many coins certified as Red 
‘just barely make the cut.’

That is doubly true when 1909 VDB proofs have 
problem-free surfaces with good color. 

Lange notes in his The Complete Guide to Lincoln Cents that

The recorded mintage figure is only 420 proofs for the 1909 VDB, 
much lower than the 1909 “Plain” at 2,198 proofs. With the Mint 
release this year of the new Lincoln bicentennial commemorative 
cent reverses, prices for all 1909 cents have skyrocketed, with the 
present issue leading the pack. This example offers even, slightly 
mellowed red color overall. The strike is intricately detailed, with 
the high-squared-off rims and matte appearance characteristic of 
the issue. The piece appears problem-free and certainly looks much 
nicer aesthetically than the conservative PR64 Red and Brown 
grade might imply.

401 1796 MS66 NGC. JR-1, R.3. 1796 was a watershed year for 

the fledgling U.S. Mint, as it expanded its portfolio of coined 
denominations to include silver dimes and quarters with the 
Draped Bust obverse and the Small Eagle reverse, as well as 
Capped Bust to Right (or Turban Head) gold quarter eagles. 
The year is also memorable for the creation of some of the 
rarest U.S. type coins, including the aforementioned quarter 
eagles with the No Stars obverse, a one-year type, and the 
coveted Draped Bust, Small Eagle half dollars of 1796 and 
1797, a two-year type featuring the denomination “1/2” on the 
reverse. The 1796 Draped Bust, Small Eagle quarters are also a 
one-year type, but due to a somewhat larger mintage they are 
expensive, but slightly more available. 

The surfaces show rich blue toning over each side with deep 
rose color in the center of the obverse. The striking details 
are uncommonly strong on each side, with only the slightest 
softness evident on the eagle’s breast feathers. Slight evidence 
of adjustment marks can be seen on the rim on the right side 
of the obverse and on Liberty’s cheek, but they are mentioned 
for pedigree purposes rather than as a cautionary note for 
the prospective bidder. In fact, the only other ripples in the 
surface of this magnificent piece are the die clash marks that 
are expected from this late die state. 

While common as a variety, in such a high grade this coin 
is quite elusive as well as extraordinarily well preserved. The 
variety is distinguished easily by the bold cud die break (or is 
it a clash mark?) through the rim and two points of star 1. On 
the reverse, a leaf touches the third E only, and there are two 
leaf points beneath the A in STATES. Bold clash marks are 
visible from the reverse bow above Liberty’s head. This piece 
certainly appears to be near the top—or possibly at the top—of 
the Condition Census for the variety.

The obverse 
die shows clashing that was subsequently lapped, and various 
details on the obverse are weak or nonexistent, most notably 
at Liberty’s outer curls and her shoulder.

This is the second of just three NGC-graded MS66 
examples for the variety that Heritage has offered (the first 
being the specimen we offered in August 2006 at Denver), 
with no Premium Gems certified by PCGS and no coins finer 
known at either service (3/09).

The proofs were struck with the Large Date logotype and 
are distinguishable by the spur above the first T in STATES. 

In keeping with their distribution to noncollectors, many 
of the surviving proof examples are nicked-up or, worse yet, 
today even unrecognizable as proofs. Although more than 40 
examples are certified between NGC and PCGS, as many as half 
are duplicates. This piece is sharply struck and deeply toned in 
slate-gray that extends to charcoal in some peripheral areas.

Delma K. Romines, whom Gibbs identifies as the 
original discoverer of the 1942/1-D overdate, could not secure 
authentication for his specimen before military duty usurped 
his time for collecting. In addition, what Gibbs describes as the 
first publication of the overdate, the 1963 second edition of 
Frank G. Spadones Major Variety & Oddity Guide, might have 
raised more questions than it answered: 

“Page 53 of Spadone’s second edition features closeup 
photographs of the dates of the Philadelphia overdate and 
its previously unknown cousin from Denver. Crisp, clear 
photographic reproduction being somewhat less easily 
obtainable in 1963 than today, many photos in Spadone’s 
second edition appear to be heavily retouched, including the 
two overdate dimes; thus, the photographic evidence was 
inconclusive for some.” 

By 1966, however, many authorities had warmed to the 
Denver overdate, and the hunt was on. By that time, however, 
most of the D-mint pieces had become worn, leaving Mint 
State coins the exception.

This ensured that paper currency of one dollar 
or more would be backed by gold, and that the government would 
gradually reduce the number of “greenbacks” in circulation.

The silver 
twenty cent piece was introduced in that same year, even though it 
was confusingly similar in size and design to the quarter (the Susan 
B. Anthony dollar was still far in the future). 

This marvelous Superb Gem type coin, from the generous first- 
year S-mint production (it is not a coincidence that most examples 
were made in the West, at both San Francisco and Carson City), 
is one of only five coins so graded at NGC, with a single piece 
finer (4/09).

According to 
Steve Tompkins in the 2008 Early United States Quarters, 
all coins in the first warrant were delivered to the Planters 
Bank in New Orleans. Tompkins goes on to say that: “The 
coins contained in warrant 733 were most likely delivered to 
the Bank of the United States in Philadelphia.” The latter 
point is questionable, as the First Bank of the United States 
ceased operation in 1811 when Congress refused to renew its 
charter. The Second Bank of the United States was chartered 
by Congress only in early 1816. Were the warrant 733 quarters 
delivered to some other Philadelphia bank, perhaps the Bank 
of Pennsylvania or the Bank of Philadelphia? 

This is the finest example known of this popular and 
widely collected date. As a Die State II coin, the fields show 
evidence of die clashing. However, aside from light clash 
marks, the impeccably preserved surfaces reveal virtually 
nothing to interrupt the flow of the thick, frosted mint luster 
that liberally covers each side. Both obverse and reverse are 
deeply patinated, with gray, gold, and emerald-green centers 
surrounded by deep scarlet-gray, forest-green, and gunmetal- 
blue toning around the margins.

The flag of the 1 
is long and curved, the 8 is higher than 1 or 2, and there is a small 
lump above the dentils between 2 and 0. On the reverse all T’s 
are defective at the bottom right. In this die stage there is a small 
lumpy die chip in the lower part of the 2 in the denomination. 

Regardless of die marriage, the 1820 is rarely encountered in Mint 
State. Tompkins notes that while this variety is only “moderately 
scarce,” it becomes more of a challenge as the Mint State level is 
approached. We would call the variety “very scarce,” however, and 
it is worth noting that this example appears tied for second place in 
the Condition Census according to Tompkins’ enumeration. 

The design elements are strongly detailed on this near-Gem 
example. Orange-red patina occupies the centers, while electric- 
blue dominates the borders. Rotation beneath a light reveals just 
a few minute marks well concealed within the toning. Pleasing 
overall appeal.

The present example is a remarkable piece in all respects, 
from the blue-green, sapphire, violet, and rose toning that drapes 
each side to the considerable reflectivity that shines through the 
patina.

619 1853 Arrows and Rays MS67 NGC. For several years leading 

up to 1853, few U.S. silver coins remained in circulation, 
because they were worth more melted than in their coined 
form. The root cause for this was the immense discoveries of 
gold in California that lowered the market price of gold in 
terms of silver. As Walter Breen describes in the Complete 
Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial Coins, this “eventually (led) 
to a point where bullion dealers found they could make ‘endless 
chain’ profits by melting down silver coins bought for face 
value and reselling the silver. All of the mints’ output of silver 
vanished into hoarders’ hands, and most of it went to bullion 
dealers; less and less silver reached the Mint for coinage, 
reflected in the diminishing mintages of 1850-52.” 

The Act of February 21, 1853, reduced the weight of silver 
coins to a figure that would eliminate bullion dealers’ profits 
and thus discourage further melting. The Act authorized the 
coinage of quarters at 96 grains, compared with the former 
103 1/8 grains. Mint Director George Eckert realized that 
the new coins had to have an identifying mark to distinguish 
them from earlier ones. For the quarter (and half dollar as 
well), he placed arrows at each side of the date, with rays 
behind the eagle. (The dimes and half dimes included only 
the arrows.) This design format (for the quarters and half 
dollars) lasted only one year, with a reminder of the reduced 
weight carried on through 1855 in the form of arrowheads 
only. More than 15 million quarters were struck of the 
Arrows and Rays design. They were a smashing success. One 
Philadelphia paper reported that the Mint had “fully overcome 
the complaint among the small dealers of a want of change.” 
The new coins served their purpose excellently. For the first 
time since the establishment of the Mint in 1793, the nation 
had an adequate supply of fractional coins of uniform quality. 

This particular piece is one of the finest examples extant of 
this one-year type; NGC and PCGS have certified a mere five 
specimens, and unsurprisingly, none are finer. For an issue all 
too often found with heavily toned surfaces, this is a brilliant 
example with silky-smooth, satinlike mint luster. The strike is 
impressive throughout, and each side is nearly abrasion-free; 
small marks on Liberty’s cheek and on the left (facing) shoulder 
serve as pedigree markers. Die polish lines are evident on both 
sides, especially on the obverse.

Sooner or later, advanced collectors tire of having their various 
collections missing the key dates, or type assemblages that lack the 
true blockbuster coins that distinguish a “great” collection from a 
merely “good” one.

While collectors in the 1970s and earlier 
considered the 1870-CC a rarity in any grade, according to Rusty 
Goe’s The Mint on Carson Street , after the rumors of a hoard of 
nearly 100 1870-CC halves proved true, numismatists revised their 
estimates. 

Though the issue became “scarce in all grades” instead of rare, 
most of the survivors from that hoard were low-grade pieces, and 
the populations of high-end (XF and better) coins remained nearly 
stable. The 1980s also saw a marked rise in collector interest for 
Carson City coinage, and though this interest extended through 
all grade levels, the best pieces gained the most from the extra 
attention. Even in the past decade, one can chart the dramatic 
spike in price for better circulated pieces in general and About 
Uncirculated coins in particular. 

The present coin is surprisingly well-defined for an early Carson 
City product, particularly on Liberty’s hair and foot and the eagle’s 
feathers. Modest, yet distinct wear affects Liberty’s upper torso on 
the obverse and the eagle’s beak and arrowheads on the reverse. 
The fields remain softly lustrous beneath elegant green-gold 
and sage patina. The surfaces are minimally marked and highly 
attractive—a winning candidate for the discerning Carson City 
silver specialist.

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899 1794 — Repaired — NCS. XF Details. B- 1 , BB- 1 , R.4. The acquisition of a 1 794 silver dollar is the highlight of any advanced 

collection of U.S. coins. That said, few numismatists can hope to ever own this classic piece of Americana. Not only does its cost 
place it beyond the reach of most collectors, but there are precious few specimens that have survived to the present day. And 
of those that have managed to escape the ravages of time, many, if not most, are plagued with some sort of impairment. 

The 1794 dollar’s history dates to the early years of the Republic. Indeed, Jack Collins and Walter Breen, in their 
manuscript 1794: the History and Genealogy of the First United States Dollar, revised January 31, 1993, refer to Alexander 
Hamilton as the “Grandfather” of America’s first silver dollar, based on his seminal January 28, 1791 report to Congress. 

Collins and Breen go on to refer to Mint Director David Rittenhouse as the “Father” of the 1794 dollar. 
The authors state: “He provided the bullion, determined the fineness, supervised the production, and distributed 
all specimens struck. They then cite Adam Eckfeldt, “... the Mint’s factotum and mechanical genius,” as “Chief 
Obstetrician and Foster Parent,” because “without him, the strip would not have been satisfactorily rolled, nor the 
blanks accurately cut and prepared, nor the dies properly hardened, nor the press anywhere near fit to strike the coins.” 

Mint records show that Rittenhouse made two deposits of silver bullion on Aug. 29, 1794, one for $1,706.82, and another 
for $294.51. Martin A. Logies, in The Flowing Hair Silver Dollars of 1794 : An Historical and Population Census Study, writes: 
“Once the silver planchets were prepared, (Chief Coiner Henry) Voight commenced striking the new silver dollars. 
Immediately, it was apparent that the Mint’s equipment, which had functioned well in coining the soft copper cents and half 
cents, was inadequate to strike the new, larger diameter, hard silver coins with the intended quality. Only 2,000 specimens 
were originally produced (matching Rittenhouse’s silver deposit), all from one set of dies, and then mintage was suspended, 
pending the arrival of better equipment. Of these, 242 specimens were immediately rejected as being totally unacceptable 
... leaving only 1,758 specimens to be delivered on October 15, 1794. Since Mint Director Rittenhouse provided the 
silver for these dollars, all 1,758 were paid out to Rittenhouse, and it was then he who distributed them to others.” 

Light to medium gray patination covers the semibright surfaces of this XF Details example. Sharp definition 
characterizes the design features, except for the typical weakness along the left obverse and reverse borders. Light 
abrasions are distributed over both sides, and there is a small rim bruise under the 79 of the date, and two or three 
more at the left reverse rim. A small scratch from the lower middle part of the eagle’s left (facing) leg extending to the 
bottom of the nearest leaf, and a small contact mark on the lower right part of the eagle’s neck, help to pedigree the 
coin for future catalogers and researchers. In this regard, it is instructive to note that this piece does not match the 
plates or descriptions of the 117 1794 dollars referenced in Collins and Breen, or the 125 examples listed in Logies. 

Some light adjustment marks are visible along the left obverse border. The “Repair” NCS alludes to is not readily 
apparent, though there is a cluster of small marks in the right obverse field that may have been placed there intentionally. 

In summary, this is a highly collectible example of one of America’s most famous coins, despite a number of surface and 
rim marks. As such, we expect bidding to be quite strong. (#6851)

Name Below Base, Starless Obverse and Reverse 
One of Only Three Known, The Farouk-Baldenhofer Specimen 
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943 1836 Name Below Base, Judd-63 Restrike, Pollock-63, R.8, PR62 NGC. Silver. Plain Edge. Die Alignment III (the 

center of Liberty’s head is opposite the right edge of the N in ONE). This extremely rare muling combines the Name Below 
Base, Starless Obverse dated 1836 with the Starless Reverse of 1838. Only three such pieces are known. 

These rarities obviously have their story intertwined with that of the Name Below Base Judd-58 dollars. Much recent 
research has been conducted on those pieces, and it is now generally accepted that none were struck in 1836. No Die 
Alignment I pieces are known, and no records exist of these coins until the late 1850s. This would be the earliest date the 
Judd-63 dollars could have been struck, and it is generally believed that they were actually produced sometime between 
1867 and 1878, a time period that would correspond with one of the tenures of Henry Linderman as Mint director. 

An interesting recent discovery by John Dannreuther further underscores the late striking period for the 
Name Below Base dollars. These coins all show effacement of C. GOBRECHT F. from the base of the rock—a 
move that was clearly done so that it could be added again below the base. 

The Judd-63 dollars were obviously produced for sale to collectors as there was no obvious need for a starless obverse 
and reverse combination. All known examples show the same diagnostics. The reverse shows die cracks through the tops of 
MERI, the base of LAR in DOLLAR, and the top of TE in UNITED. All examples also show a raised die spur on the right 
side of the D in UNITED.

This is the plate coin in Breen’s Proof Encyclopedia (1977) and his Complete Encyclopedia (1988). The present specimen. 

3. H.O. Granberg, the first numismatist to assemble a set of all 1836 Gobrecht dollar patterns, which were displayed 
at the 1914 ANS exhibit; Waldo Newcomer; Farouk Collection (Sotheby’s, 2/1954), lot 1717; A.H. Baldwin & Co. 
(Baldwin purchased both of Farouk’s Judd-63 Restrike Gobrecht dollars); Alfred Ostheimer (Lester Merkin, 9/1968), lot 
329; Philadelphia 2000 Auction (Heritage, 8/2000), lot 6174. This is the plate coin above numbers 46 and 48 in the book 
United States Pattern, Trial, and Experimental Pieces by Edgar H. Adams and William H. Woodin (1913). This coin now a 
part of the Dr. Julius Korein Collection housed at the ANS. 

This particular piece shows the deep, watery proof fields that are consistent with proof dollars struck after 1858. Light 
hairlining explains the grade, but in reality the coin appears finer than a PR62. The centers are generally much lighter in 
color, almost brilliant, than the margins which gradually deepen to rose-golden. Close examination with a loupe reveals a 
number of minuscule lint marks on each side. The only mentionable defect is mint-made: an irregular planchet flaw on the 
reverse below the right foot of the F in OF. This defect is just barely visible in the Breen texts.

The dollars of 
1839 are neatly divided into two categories, restrikes and originals. 
They are also known in Die Alignment III and IV. All originals are 
in Die Alignment IV, and they show none of the microscopic die 
cracks on the reverse. Restrikes, believed to have been struck from 
1857 to 1859, are also in Die Alignment IV but do show the tiny 
die cracks through the reverse lettering. A second set of restrike 
1839 dollars are found in Die Alignment III (center of Liberty’s 
head opposite the N in ONE). These pieces are believed to have 
been struck in the late 1860s, possibly later. This Die Alignment 
IV coin shows faint die cracking that connects the tops of MERI, 
but we see no evidence of a crack between TE and no trace of a 
die crack at the bottom of LAR. This, of course, indicates that this 
coin was one of the first restrikes produced in the late 1850s. 

The condition of 1839 dollars varies widely according to when 
the coins were produced. Original coins struck in 1839 are rarely 
found above PR60. Die Alignment IV restrikes, such as this piece, 
are generally seen in PR60 or better condition. The Die Alignment 
III restrikes are almost always found in high grades, i.e., PR63 or 
finer. 

The surfaces on this piece are murky gray with a golden-blue 
undertone. Nevertheless, the brightness of the mirrored fields is 
abundantly evident on each side. The striking definition is strong 
in all areas, and there are no singularly mentionable or noticeable 
contact marks on the obverse or reverse. Population: 17 in 63, 9

958 1864 MS65 NGC. This Civil War-issue Seated dollar is a scarce 

one to find in full Gem condition. The mintage was a minuscule 
30,700 business strikes, compared to later issues in the six- or 
seven-digit range. Even with that meager production, most of the 
coins were exported, and they failed to circulate domestically. 
Today, there are only a few hundred survivors. Even that 
estimate may be too ambitious, as just 183 examples have been 
certified by NGC and PCGS combined in all grades, a figure 
that undoubtedly includes numerous duplications (4/09). 

This piece is sharply struck throughout, with strong curls on 
Liberty. The eagle and claws are boldly defined, areas that are 
weakly struck on many Seated dollars. Liberty’s head and all of 
the obverse stars are likewise sharply, if not fully struck. This 
excellence of overall detail is quite unusual for the type, and 
doubtless helps explain the rare Gem grade assessment by NGC. 
The coin is toned with a blush of light gold over champagne- 
gray coloration. The fulsome mint luster that shimmers over 
both sides is of a beautiful, satiny texture. We note a long thin 
line down the right obverse field, close to the inside stars, and 
a similar but much shorter faint line just below the stem on the 
reverse.

965 1854 PR64 PCGS. CAC. While there are no recorded mintage 

figures for proof 1854 Seated dollars—as is the case for most pre- 
1858 proof coins—Walter Breen’s Proof Encyclopedia in 1987 
estimated a “couple of dozen survivors.” NGC and PCGS together 
have certified 37 pieces, but those figures likely represent only 20 
or so different examples. 

Breen also notes a “triangular defect at base, above and r. of 5, 
possibly serif of a misplaced 4?” On this example the diagnostic 
stray punch is clear up and to the right of the 5. This piece displays 
none of the roller marks or planchet adjustment marks that are 
often seen on this issue, most notably on the Phil Kaufman coin 
(Heritage, 8/2007, lot 1792). The centers are significantly lighter 
than the peripheries, with shades of rose-blue moving outward, 
deepening to cobalt-blue at the rims. The bright, mirrorlike fields 
flash strongly through the toning. This is an appealing piece, high- 
end for a PR64 coin. Population: 4 in 64, 0 finer (4/09). NGC has 
certified seven coins in 64, with two finer.(#6997) 


Lovely 1858 Seated Liberty Dollar, PR64 
The Sole Series Proof'Only Issue 
Comparable to the 1895 Proof Morgan 




966 1858 PR64 NGC. Breen-5456, Reverse of 1857. The mintage 

of this proof-only issue is variously estimated at from 225 to 300 
pieces or a bit more, up considerably from the figure of 80 pieces 
that was touted by many numismatic scholars, apparently dating 
all the way back to the famous Chapman brothers coin dealers. 
It is the sole proof-only issue among Liberty Seated dollars and, 
as Bowers says, “This is the Liberty Seated series’ counterpart to 
the Proof-only 1895 dollar in the Morgan series.” The present-day 
Guide Book gives a figure of 300 pieces, apparently based on the 
research of Liberty Seated specialist Weimar White (Bowers, Silver 
Dollars & Trade Dollars of the United States). 

Whatever the true number, this issue is the object of intense 
desire among numismatists, even those who, to paraphrase Bowers 
further, will never own another Liberty Seated dollar. And it is 
certain to remain an elusive rarity in the future. In PR64 condition, 
NGC and PCGS have certified 17 coins, with 13 pieces finer 
(4/09). The present example offers lovely pink-champagne and 
gold surfaces with brilliant luster and a superlative strike. The 
Reverse of 1857 can be distinguished by a bit of die rust on the L 
in DOL. and on the rim below. A significant opportunity for the 
Seated dollar specialists, or just for collectors who genuinely love 
truly rare coins.(#7001)

967 1865 PR63 PCGS. The 1865 proof dollar is subject to pressure 

from date collectors owing to the export of most circulation strikes 
of this date. Light gold-beige, sky-blue, and grayish patination 
occupies both sides of this Select specimen, and a decisive strike 
imparts sharp delineation to the design elements. Minor handling 
marks limit the grade.(#7008) 


First-Year 1866 With Motto Dollar, PR65 Cameo

971 1874-CC—Improperly Cleaned—NCS Genuine. This Carson 
City Trade dollar shows only minor rub on the high points. The 
surfaces show little patina, though there are a number of hairlines 
and a degree of microporosity from a past cleaning.

To put such a figure in 
perspective, Bowers’ silver dollar reference notes that the total $36 
million in Trade dollars struck (all issues) was “an amount over four 
times greater than all of the silver dollars that had been coined 
from 1794 until the denomination was suspended in 1873.” 

All those statistics would soon be turned topsy-turvy, of course, 
with the enormous emissions of Morgan silver dollars that loomed 
ahead. 

Collectors today nonetheless consider the large emission of 
1878-S Trade dollars fortunate, as it enables the existence of many 
superlative high-grade examples such as the present piece. Both 
sides of this Premium Gem are mostly brilliant, showing just the 
faintest flecks of golden color on the obverse. The coin is fully 
struck throughout, with bright, frosted mint luster and premium 
eye appeal. The only singular mark is a milling mark between stars 
3 and 4. Seldom seen finer, and a wonderful type coin. Population:

As with the preceding year, proofs of this type were not popular 
with collectors in 1874, and the survival of high grade examples 
was more a matter of chance than deliberate numismatic activity.

dollar was coined in 1878. Proofs continued for an additional 
seven years, although the final two, the 1884 and 1885, are 
clandestine issues, prohibitive rarities whose existence was 
unknown until 1908, when they emerged from the estate of 
Philadelphia coin dealer William Idler. This long run of proof- 
only years is unprecedented except in the half cent series, 
which had proof-only dates in 1836, and again from 1840 to 
1848. This brings to mind the question, why were the proof- 
only Trade dollars struck when there was no chance that the 
series would be resumed for commercial production? The Trade 
dollars were unwelcome in domestic circulation because they 
were not legal tender, and their bullion value was less than their 
face value. Collectors then—as now—however, enjoyed the 
look of a large silver coin in brilliant proof finish. In fact, proof 
Trade dollar mintages were higher than proof Morgan dollar 
emissions between 1878 and 1880. Between 1881 and 1883, 
proof Morgan dollar mintages were only slightly higher than 
corresponding Trade dollar productions. The real question, 
then, is why proof Trade dollar mintage essentially ended after 
1883. Congress did not repeal the law authorizing Trade dollars 
until February 1887. Presumably, turnover within an important 
Treasury or Mint position contributed to the decision to omit 
production of 1884 proofs, which then became Mint policy. 

This is a magnificent specimen, as close to perfection as 
is imaginable for a coin of this vintage. The strike is razor- 
sharp, even on the eagle’s claws and Liberty’s hair. All legends 
and devices are thickly frosted throughout. Dramatic contrast 
between the motifs and the darkly mirrored fields confirms the 
elusive Ultra Cameo designation. The fields are as smooth as if 
the piece were lifted from the dies with a gloved hand and never 
handled since. The only visible barrier to perfection is some near- 
imperceptible horizontal ticks near the base of 80 in the date 
that will serve as pedigree identifiers. This outstanding piece is 
the single finest certified by either NGC or PCGS (4/09).

Note 
how much more “open” or “white” space is visible on the Trade 
dollar than on the Liberty Seated dollars that precede it, or on the 
Morgan dollars that followed. 

High-end Ultra Cameo proof Trade dollars thus become the 
perfect vehicle to examine the artistic and aesthetic differences 
among these wonderful coins. On this top-shelf proof, the brilliance 
dominates, even though both sides have a slight overlay of golden 
patina. The stark contrast is a function of the thickly frosted 
devices, the unfathomably deep mirrors, and the considerable 
amount of open area in the fields, as mentioned. From the original 
proof mintage of 960 coins, this piece is one of five Ultra Cameos so 
graded at NGC, and there are only two finer (4/09).(#97061)

989 1882 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. From a proof-only mintage of 

1,097 pieces, the 1882 Trade dollar is reasonably available today in 
the context of the series. However, coins at the PR66 Ultra Cameo 
level are decidedly rare. NGC has certified only nine coins in this 
grade, with five finer (4/09). The issue was quite popular with 
contemporary collectors, who frequently purchased more than one 
specimen from the Mint. A case in point was collector James B. 
Wilson. When dealer Thomas Elder sold his collection in October 
1908, lots 215, 216, and 217 were all 1882 proof Trade dollars. 
Wilson’s collection also included three examples of the 1881 and 
1883 proof Trade dollars, so his pattern seems consistent. 

The present coin is a phenomenal specimen, with brilliant, 
untoned surfaces. The dramatic black-on-white contrast between 
the deeply mirrored fields and frosty, lustrous devices is truly 
spectacular. Overall eye appeal is stunning.

990 Six-Piece 1898 Proof Set PCGS. A fabulous set, including: 

1898 Cent PR65 Red and Brown PCGS. The obverse is almost 
full red, while the reverse devices are outlined in deep emerald- 
green. A well-produced proof with orange-peel surfaces. 

1898 Nickel PR65 PCGS. The fields are somewhat shallowly 
mirrored, and each side is toned in shades of lilac and streaky 
reddish-golden. 

1898 Dime PR66 Cameo PCGS. A spectacular coin. The 
fields are deeply mirrored, and there is significant mint frost 
over the devices providing cameo contrast. Much brilliance 
remains on each side, but light tan and blue toning is also 
present. Compare the size of this coin to the circle of brilliance 
on the dollar in this set. It seems obvious to us that this dime 
must have rested over the center of the obverse of the dollar for 
many years, leaving a circle of perfect brilliance. 

1898 Quarter PR67 Cameo PCGS. To our eyes, this appears 
to be a perfect coin. The obverse is mostly brilliant, with 
an arc of golden-brown on the right side, and there is thick, 
contrasting mint frost on Liberty. The reverse is uniformly 
toned a deep, finely speckled blue with red undertones. Even 
with the heavy toning, the frosted contrast is abundantly clear. 

1898 Half PR67 PCGS. The fields show extraordinary depth 
of mirrored reflectivity on each side. This mirroring brightens 
and enlivens the rich, multicolored toning that covers each 
side of this magnificent coin. 

1898 Dollar PR66 Cameo PCGS. While we try not to play 
favorites, in this case we just cannot help it. This is a coin 
with a story to tell. As we noted above in the description for 
the dime, the dollar has a solid brilliant center surrounded 
by iridescent moss-green and rose patina. We believe that 
the dime rested atop the dollar for many, many years and left 
a perfect, untoned center, around which the remainder of 
the dollar toned to various degrees. Extraordinary surfaces 
and preservation.

As in San Francisco, the New 
Orleans Mint coined silver dollars dated 1893 only in January of 
that year. The mintage of 300,000 pieces experienced considerable 
attrition, with few examples surviving unscathed. Q. David Bowers, 
in his A Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars , is unusually direct 
about the issue, starting its entry with the following sentence: “If 
you like a challenge, the 1893-0 presents one.” 

Many Mint State 1893-0 dollars suffer from weak strikes and 
dull luster. While this rose-tinged silver-white coin shows a degree 
of high point softness, its luster is uncommonly strong, and the 
overall visual appeal is impressive.

New information about the 1893-S, always 
considered the key date in the Morgan dollar series, has further 
cemented the issue’s status as the least available coin in the series. 
In A Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars, third edition, Q. David 
Bowers reports an initial mintage of 77,000 pieces for the 1893-S. 
This figure has been revised downward from the long-accepted 
total of 100,000 coins. The new, lower figure does not surprise 
Morgan dollar collectors, who have long been aware of the rarity 
and desirability of this date. 

The present coin is a completely original specimen, with light 
gray surfaces and just a touch of peripheral color. Significant traces 
of mint luster remain around the protected areas. The only mark of 
note is located on the reverse field, below OD in GOD. Census: 22 
in 55, 39 finer (4/09).(#7226) 


1178 1894 AU58 NGC. Just a touch of rub is visible on this 
lustrous Philadelphia Morgan dollar. Minimally abraded on the 
reverse, though two significant marks are noted on the portrait. 
(#7228) 

1179 1894 AU58 NGC. Gold-orange in the fields with lustrous 
silver-gray centers. Though the hair over Liberty’s ear shows 
appreciable striking weakness, there is only a touch of actual wear. 
(#7228) 



1180 1894 MS61 NGC. A well executed strike imparts strong 
delineation to the design elements of this popular Philadelphia 
Mint representative. Luminous surfaces display a satinlike texture 
and reveal a scattering of minute surface and rim marks. Mint 
State coins are mostly in the lower ranges, through MS62 (Bowers,

Pleasing MS61 1894 Morgan Dollar 




1181 1894 MS61 PCGS. Light chestnut toning enriches this lustrous 
and minimally bagmarked rare date dollar.

After 
1904, hubs for the Morgan dollar design were destroyed, since 
hundreds of millions of silver dollars reposed in Treasury vaults and 
the denomination was considered finished. For its 1921 revival, 
new hubs had to be created by the designer of the series, George T. 
Morgan, who by then was the Mint’s chief engraver. (#7294)

1238 1878 8TF PR60 PCGS. VAM-14.8. Well-defined with a mix of 
silver-gray and orange patina. Though a number of hairlines and 
a handful of contact marks are present in the fields, there is no

1239 1878 8TF PR66 Cameo NGC. VAM-14.8. Blunt upper beak. 
The key diagnostic here is the doubled spike in front of Liberty’s 
eye and the string of small die chips below it. David Bowers writes 
in his Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States: “Probably 
300 to 500 1878 8 TF Proof dollars were minted. The number is 
not known, and estimates have ranged from about 250 upwards. 
Today, Proofs are rare.” 

NGC and PCGS have certified a couple of hundred or so 1878 
8 Tailfeather proof dollars, only about 35 of which are designated 
Cameos. This Premium Gem Cameo displays whispers of barely 
discernible gold color at the margins. The design elements are well 
brought up, including the hair over Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s 
breast feathers.

The white-on-black contrast is obvious 
and seamless. This essentially brilliant Superb Gem is void of 
hairlines.

The 1935 issue was the subject of one of the 
biggest scandals of the era. A special mintage of these coins was 
authorized with the 1935 date on the obverse, and a small 1934 
date on the reverse to retain the actual 200th anniversary date of 
Boone’s birth on the coins. Only 2,003 pieces of this variety were 
coined at the Denver Mint, with a similar small mintage at San 
Francisco. Unscrupulous distributors advertised the rarity of these 
coins and solicited orders from the collecting public. Most of the 
orders were returned unfilled, with a note stating the supply had 
been exhausted before the orders were received. In reality, the 
distributors hoarded the coins to create heightened demand, and 
sold them for exorbitant prices when demand peaked. This practice 
resulted in public outrage when the details became known, as 
revealed in many letters to The Numismatist in 1936. 

The present coin is a magnificent specimen, sharply struck, 
with lustrous surfaces and subtle gray-gold and lilac toning. Only 
12 coins have been certified at the MS68 level by NGC and PCGS 
combined, with none finer at either service (4/09).(#9263) 


1295 1937-S Boone MS67 NGC. Golden accents adorn this otherwise 
pearl-gray Superb Gem. Fully struck as usual, and virtually devoid 
of minuscule abrasions. A mere 2,506 pieces were struck. Census:

The 
back has the name Martin engraved on the bowl, with the date 
1904 at the top of the handle and STERLING below. The handle 
reads horizontally: OFFICIAL / W.B. Stevens, Secy . / LOUISIANA 
PURCHASE EXPOSITION / ST. LOUIS. Between bowl and text 
is a stylized LE and in small font, COPYRIGHTED / 1902 BY / 
BERT / BALL. 


1340 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS64 PCGS. Shining lemon' 
gold surfaces with hints of deeper yellow. This is a strongly struck 
and attractive near-Gem that offers great eye appeal. (#7443)

Both sides are highly lustrous, with pale gold 
toning over brilliant gray surfaces.

2.5 gm. This piece circulated only briefly before it was saved and 
recognized for its special nature.

First impressions can be deceiving: Though an 
initial glance shows only a richly toned green-gold and rose-violet 
Mint State quarter, closer examination reveals that it is an out- 
of-collar broadstrike. The unchecked metal flow is plainest at the 
lower obverse, where the digits in the date are distorted. 

Undated Washington Quarter, MS62 Red 
35% Off-Center on Type One Cent Planchet 


1387 Undated Washington Quarter—35% Off-Center on a Type One 
Cent Planchet—MS62 Red PCGS. A cent planchet without 
upset rim, likely brass or bronze composition since there is no 
evidence of a zinc interior, was struck by quarter dies of unknown 
date. Uniface obverse, struck widely off center toward 8 o’clock. 
Parallel abrasions on the hair account for the grade. 

Undated MS64 Silver Washington Quarter 
Struck on a Bow-Tie Clipped Planchet 


1388 Undated Silver Washington Quarter—Struck on a Bow-Tie 
Clipped Planchet—MS64 PCGS. 1.5 gm. When the planchet was 
punched out of the coinage strip, it had two clips: one a straight 
clip that cut off what would have been the top of the obverse, and 
the second an irregular, curving clip that cut off a wedge at the 
lower obverse. The result is this dramatic bow-tie clip, lustrous 
with light gold-gray toning. 


1389 1935-? Washington Quarter—Reverse Indented by Dime 
Planchet—AU58 PCGS. The consignor states that this is the 
“earliest date indent known,” which might be the case if the field is 
limited to dime indents on Washington quarters. The dime indent 
spans from just inside the rim at 6 o’clock, to the top of the eagle’s 
head. Any mintmark is obscured by the indent. Untoned and 
satiny with little indication of wear. 

1999-D Delaware Quarter 
Struck on a Nickel Planchet, MS64 


1390 1999-D Delaware Quarter—Struck on a Nickel Planchet— 
MS64 PCGS. Both date and mintmark are visible, though the 
former could be determined solely by the design. On the obverse, 
parts of AMERICA, WE TRUST, and DOLLAR are off the flan, 
and on the reverse, much of DELAWARE is cut off. A great 
example of this popular wrong-planchet error that is also linked to 
the momentous beginning of the Statehood quarters. 


10% Off-Center 1858-0 Half VF20 



1391 1858-0 Seated Half—Struck 10% Off-Center—VF20 PCGS. 

Struck noticeably off-center toward 5 o’clock so that the bottom 
half of the second 8 is off the flan, along with portions of ES OF 
A. Toned dark gray with lighter silver-white high points. Liberty is 
sharp, and most shield lines are fully separated. A challenging New 
Orleans type to locate off-center. 
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Near-Mint 1875-S Half Dollar 
Broadstruck Out of Collar 




Gem 1964-D Kennedy Half Error 
on Silver Quarter Flan 




1392 1875-S Seated Half—Broadstruck Out of Collar—AU58 PCGS. 
CAC. At first glance, this San Francisco Seated type coin appears 
to be struck off-center several degrees toward 10:30. But no design 
detail is missing, so it is an uncentered broadstrike, with spreading 
most apparent on the reverse denticles near 1 o’clock. Quite close 
to Mint State, but the specialist will note slight wear on the thigh. 
Satiny with medium almond-gold and pearl-gray shadings.

1393 1962-D Franklin Half—Struck on a Silver Quarter Planchet— 
MS63 PCGS, All of LIBERTY and most of HALF DOLLAR 
and AMERICA are off the flan. Satiny and smooth with pleasing 
golden-brown and lilac toning, though the strike is slightly soft at 
the high points, as expected for the smaller and lighter planchet. 
A high quality example of this elusive wrong planchet type 
combination. 


1964 Kennedy Half Struck on 
Silver Quarter Planchet, MS65 




1394 1964 Kennedy Half—Struck on a Silver Quarter Planchet— 
MS65 PCGS. Type Two Reverse. Uncentered, with the rim intact 
between 3 and 5 o’clock and most of the border elements off the 
flan between 7 and 1 o’clock. Just enough of the field is present 
left of the branch stem to confirm the absence of a mintmark. 
Exceptionally preserved and desirable. This piece would make 
a matched set from Philadelphia and Denver with the Gem 
1964-D Kennedy struck on a silver quarter planchet, also in this 
sale.

MS65 PCGS. Type Two Reverse. Most of LIBERTY is off the flan, 
as is all of HALF DOLLAR.

1399 1974-D Eisenhower Dollar—Reverse Indented by Cent 
Planchet—MS62 PCGS. A great example of this extremely rare 
error. A cent planchet (not included) was trapped between the 
dollar planchet and the reverse die. When the piece was struck, the 
cent planchet obscured much of the eagle, creating a large, nearly 
round indentation. The obverse shows a long, thin scrape from the 
Y in LIBERTY to the truncation of the bust that accounts for the 
grade. 

Astounding 1976 Type Two Bicentennial Dollar 
Obverse Indented by Smaller Planchet, MS66 


1400 1976 Type Two Eisenhower Dollar—Obverse Indented by 
Smaller Planchet—MS66 NGC. The allure of this piece is due to 
the dramatic nature of the error as well as the wonderful condition 
of the host coin. NGC states on the label that this 1976 Type 
Two Eisenhower dollar was indented by a “smaller planchet.” 
Specifically, it appears that a blank nickel planchet (not included) 
entered the coining chamber at approximately the same time as 
the dollar flan. The result is a dramatic indent error that obliterates 
approximately 20% of the obverse between 1 o’clock and 3 o’clock. 
A rare error that is sure to witness active bidding. 


Noteworthy Near-Mint Susan B. Anthony Dollar 
Struck on a Brass Cent Planchet 


1401 Undated Susan B. Anthony Dollar—Struck on a Brass Cent 
Planchet—AU58 PCGS. The largest circulating denomination on 
the smallest denomination’s planchet. Most of the portrait is visible 
on the obverse, as is the upper right part of the issue’s 11-sided 
inner rim, but the date and the LI of LIBERTY are off the flan. 
The planchet is brass and not copper-plated zinc, offering a clue to 
when it was struck; it must have been produced in the original run 
for the SBA design, 1979 to 1981, and not during its brief revival 
in 1999. 


1402 1999 One-Ounce Gold Eagle—Struck-Through Obverse at 9 
O’Clock—MS68 PCGS. The left obverse field has a shallow and 
fairly sizeable strike-through. The piece is otherwise flawless. 1999 
was a higher-mintage date for the gold American Eagle bullion 
coin, due to unfounded Y2K fears. 

BETTS MEDAL 

1403 (1863) William Pitt Medal, Betts-515, MS64 NGC. Bronze, 40 
mm. 435 grains. Plain edge. A head and shoulders portrait of Pitt 
faces left on the obverse, bounded by legend GVLIELMVS PITT. 
The reverse has a seven-line legend, THE MAN / WHO HAVING 
/ SAVED THE / PARENT PLEADED / WITH SUCCESS / FOR 
HER / CHILDREN, referring to the Great Commoner’s efforts to 
repeal the Stamp Act. Deep mint-red toning adorns both sides. 
A few minor marks and rim nicks prevent an even finer grade 
assessment. 


INGOTS 

1404 Pair of San Francisco Mint Silver Ingots. Neither is dated. The 
larger ingot is toned pale gold-gray, with dimensions 89 mm x 58 
mm x 11 mm. The bar is slightly curved, so that the surface length 
is slightly longer than that given. The upper face bears the eagle, 
arrows, and olive branch hallmark of the San Francisco Mint, dated 
1956. A gas bubble affects parts of the eagle’s left (facing) wing and 
the shield. Beneath the hallmark is the serial number, 812, the 
weight, 21.60 OZS, and the fineness, 999.75 FINE. The top edge is 
stamped 249. The smaller ingot has an oval imprint on the top side 
with 999.5 FINE below. The back side has large numeral punches 
that read 6 07 OZS. Bright overall with slight reddish patina in the 
recesses.(Total: 2 items) 

GSA DOLLAR 

1405 1891-CC GSA Hoard MS62 NGC. VAM-3. A Top 100 Variety. 
The “Spitting Eagle,” though the size of the eagle’s expectoration 
appears smaller than most. Creamy silver-white luster enlivens 
moderately abraded surfaces. Band-certified in the holder of issue 
with box and certificate of authenticity. (#7206)

The famous Lemus Collection, 
Queller Family Collection Part Two that we auctioned in 
January had an example of the Judd-797 in silver with reeded 
edge, but lacked a Judd-796. In fact, this appears to be the first 
time that we have ever offered an example of this pattern since 
we began maintaining our Permanent Auction Archives, and 
we believe that likely only three or four pieces exist today. The 
only auction appearance we are aware of in the last 30-plus 
years is the Four Landmark Collections sale (Bowers and 
Merena, 3/1989, lot 14), a PR63 uncertified piece of which the 
catalogers wrote that “it is doubtful that as many as four or five 
specimens exist.” On the present Premium Gem example, the 
bright, reflective fields on this incredible pattern enhance deep 
rose centers that turn blue around the margins.

This Premium Gem is tied with the King Farouk specimen 
as the finest certified, and its aesthetic desirability suggests that 
it is the single finest known example. Both sides have fully 
mirrored fields and lustrous devices, created a desirable cameo 
contrast beneath the gorgeous gray-gold surfaces. The borders 
have delightful blue and iridescent peripheral toning. The 
overall appearance is entirely original and pristine, easily a coin 
for those who desire the best available quality.

They include this piece and the Farouk specimen 
that most recently appeared for sale in Paramount’s 1972 ANA 
auction. That 1972 ANA auction (lot 1014) was the last time 
any example of Judd-1476 has appeared for public competition, 
and it is unplated there but listed as a Gem proof, Ex: Farouk- 
Bolender. Lot 1955 in the Farouk sale was a two-piece lot 
including this pattern variety along with an example of Judd- 
1464, and only the latter example was plated in that catalog. 

The fiery orange surfaces on each side exhibit deeply 
mirrored fields, highly lustrous devices, and only slight 
mellowing on the design high points. An extraordinary example 
with pristine surfaces with good contrast and extraordinary 
appeal, leading to the NGC Star and Cameo designations that 
are assigned to this Gem. 

A further review of catalog descriptions may prove 
instructive. If this example matches the 1972 ANA specimen, 
then the variety is unique. Otherwise, there are just two 
pieces known. The present piece is undoubtedly the finest 
existing 1876 copper Trade dollar, an amazing, fiery red 
example. The collector of silver dollar or Trade dollar patterns 
should not miss such an opportunity, as there may never be 
another chance. The underbidder in the 1972 ANA auction 
has had to wait 37 years for another chance—if he or she is 
even still living. The present-day specialist should learn from 
numismatic history and prepare in advance for a long battle to 
win this piece at the upcoming Long Beach auction.

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Extremely Rare 1877 Judd-1543 
Copper Dollar, PR65 Red and Brown 




1441 1877 Dollar, Judd-1543, Pollock-1716, High R.7, PR65 
Red and Brown NGC. This unusual design shows the obverse 
of Liberty facing left, her hair bound by a coronet. On the 
extreme left side of the coronet there is a single bead that is 
isolated from the others. The motto is in small letters above 
the figure of Liberty and the date is below; 13 stars ring the 
left and right margins. The reverse has 1 DOLLAR in the 
center surrounded by a wreath of corn, wheat, and cotton with 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA above and E PLURIBUS 
UNUM below. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. 

This amazing Gem is almost entirely brilliant with orange 
mint luster on both sides with lovely accents of jade and violet. 
Both sides possess exceptional aesthetic desirability. A few tiny 
specks appear on Liberty’s face and neck, but otherwise the 
surfaces are pristine.

Copper Dollar, PR64 Red and Brown 



1442 1878 Morgan Dollar, Judd-1553, Pollock-1730, Unique(?), 
PR64 Red and Brown NGC. The obverse appears to be 
identical to the regular issue 1878 Morgan dollar. Compared 
to a proof 1878 7 TF Morgan, both obverse dies have exactly 
148 dentils, and all other details appear to be the same. The 
reverse is similar to the regular issue reverse, with minor 
differences. The olive branch has nine leaves in a slightly 
different layout, with other differences in the arrows and 
slimmer wings. Note the first A in AMERICA, distant from 
the wing on this pattern, and touching the wing on the regular 
issue. Berries are in different clusters and leaves in the wreath 
are in different groups. However, this 1878 Morgan dollar 
pattern is a closer match to the regular design than any others 
of the year. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. 

This pattern is almost certainly unique, as the only known 
record of an example dates to the King Farouk Sale in February 
1954, where lot 1989 was described as “1878, a similar pattern 
in copper, A.W. 1561 A. Extremely Fine, prettily toned and 
probably unique Unfortunately, like so many of the King 
Farouk coins, that lot was unplated in the catalog. However, 
the grade of Extremely Fine and the description of “prettily 
toned” seem counterintuitive. Many of the Farouk patterns 
were conservatively graded Extremely Fine, while today they are 
known to be considerably nicer. Given the aesthetic desirability 
of this piece and the lack of any other auction records for the 
variety, we feel strongly that the present piece is the same as 
the Farouk coin, remaining unique. Only this single example has 
been certified by NGC, and PCGS has never graded a Judd-1553. 

This amazing pattern is mostly brilliant, with rich 
orange luster and lovely iridescent toning. The surfaces are 
exceptional, and the strike is bold. There is little evidence of 
spotting or other blemishes. The appearance or reappearance 
of a pattern that is believed unique and has remained hidden 
for more than half a century is nearly unprecedented. This 
piece will appeal directly to pattern specialists and advanced 
Morgan dollar collectors. The connoisseur who desires the 
rarest numismatic specimens can do no better than the present 
piece, which resides on a short list of unique coins.

There is 
no listing for Pollock-1745 in his 1994 reference, but the author 
left a number for it before his copper Pollock-1746 struck from 
the same dies. USPatterns.com states two are known, the one 
photographed in the Judd 10th edition and another auctioned 
by Bowers and Merena in May 1994 as lot 1069. The present 
piece matches neither of those examples and is thus the third 
known. The other two grade PR40 or so, per USPatterns.com. This 
example has light gold toning and moderately abraded fields. A 
good strike with only minor softness at the centers.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
and ONE DOLLAR are at the rim. The Latin motto is in a wide 
inner arc above the eagle. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. 

NGC has certified five examples of Judd-1604, and this 
specimen is the only full Red example they have graded. PCGS has 
graded six pieces, including one PR65 Red. The PCGS PR65 Red 
example appeared in David Akers’ session of Auction ‘89, and the 
color of that coin is mellow compared to the present specimen. The 
coin offered today has fewer carbon specks and lacks the fingerprint 
appearance of the other Gem. Considering all of these aspects, 
we feel that the present Gem proof Washlady dollar is the finest 
known with full mint color. It is also more desirable than the few 
numerically superior pieces with Red and Brown or Brown color. 

A faint patch of lilac is evident at the lower obverse, but the balance 
of the obverse and all of the reverse have blazing orange luster with 
frosty devices and fully mirrored fields. A single dark toning splash 
left of star 10 will serve those who seek numismatic pedigrees.

The obverse is similar to that used on regular 
issue 1883 Liberty nickels, but the legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA has been substituted for 13 stars around the periphery. 
The reverse is inscribed with 50 N. 50C. centered within a wreath 
of corn and cotton. FIVE is above, CENTS is below. Struck in 
nickel with a plain edge. This is a stone-white Superb Gem that 
has a razor-sharp strike, immaculate preservation, and a few mint- 
made strike-throughs near the rims.(#62127) 


1446 1882 Shield Earring Half Dollar, Judd-1701, Pollock-1903, R.7, 
PR62 Red NGC. George Morgan’s popular design features Liberty 
wearing a broad band holding her hair tightly to her head. The 
eponymous Shield Earring is seen dangling from Liberty’s ear in the 
center obverse. The reverse shows a defiant eagle with raised wings. 
Struck in copper with a reeded edge. This is one of Morgan’s most 
popular pattern designs and is one highly sought after by pattern 
collectors. The Shield Earring is one of the most popular designs in 
U.S. patterns, along with other notables such as the “Washlady” and 
“Amazonian” designs. The surfaces are bright red with occasional 
violet highlights, and light hairlines are present in the fields.

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R.8 1942 Experimental Alloy 1942 Cent 
Judd-2079, Struck in Aluminum, PR66 
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1448 1942 Cent, Judd-2079, Pollock-2076, R.8, PR66 PCGS. Regular die trial issue but struck in aluminum with a plain edge. Struck 
on a planchet that is almost twice as thick as a regular cent, although this is not evident in the PCGS encasement. 

The pattern cents from 1942 are divided into two groups, those of the regular issue design as this piece and those 
modeled after the Colombian two centavo. The regular design patterns are far rarer as a group but limited to only three 
compositions: aluminum, zinc-coated steel, and white metal. Those modeled after the two centavo are far more available as 
a group and seen in a wide variety of compositions, but some are equally as rare as the regular issue die trials. 

The Judd book (10th edition) makes an interesting comment about these pieces: “Regular 1942 Lincoln cent 
dies are said to have been used to strike coins in pure zinc, copper and zinc, zinc-coated steel, aluminum, 
copperweld, antimony, white metal, and lead, among other materials.” If this is accurate, then there are 
many other experimental alloy cents that remain to be discovered, as only three alloys are known today. 

An interesting story is related in Andrew Pollock’s pattern reference on page 390: “2076. Aluminum. Plain Edge. Rarity-8. 
Reportedly, an example was received in change by an ice dealer in the Annapolis, Maryland area, presumably in the 1940s.” 
We cannot say for certain if this is that particular experimental striking, but we doubt it since the surfaces of this piece are so free 
from problems or contact marks. This is an extraordinary piece. Each side is bright, and there are no signs of oxidation. The fields 
have a pronounced mirrorlike appearance, and there are light flow lines evident on the reverse. The obverse is slightly convex, 
and the reverse slightly concave. This is essentially a perfect coin with no observable marks on either side. 

A considerable body of information and speculation exists about this piece on a 12-page CU message board 
from January 2008 at http://forums.collectors.com/messageview.cfm?catid=26&threadid=628993&Lhighlight_ 
key=y&keywordl = aluminum. The coin was placed in our March auction that year, but then pulled in order to be 
resubmitted. The results from PCGS showed that it was not white metal as originally thought, but aluminum. The weight 
of the piece is 1.563 gm, about half the normal 3.11 gm. When the coin was resubmitted to PCGS and analyzed, its 
composition came back: aluminum 98.0%, silicon 0.7%, iron 0.6%, silver 0.5%, magnesium 0.4%. In July of last year Roger 
Burdette hypothesized: 

“The assay: A1 98; Si 0.7; Fe 0.6; Ag 0.5 and Mg 0.4 is very significant. Although most of the piece is aluminum, 
the other elements are not impurities. Someone was making a deliberate attempt to test a harder, more durable alloy 
than plain aluminum. Aluminum-silver alloys can be extremely hard [although they are also extremely difficult to 
produce and usually require an atmosphere free of oxygen] and the quantity of silver necessary is small. The US Mint 
experimented with them as far back as the early 1860s, and James Ross Snowden conducted other experiments in about 
1885. This assay suggests we will eventually identify many other experimental alloys, currently unknown, based on 
aluminum.” 

Burdette went on to state that even though the assay totals 100.2%, implying there is a 0.2% rounding error, “the 
important thing is that silver should not be present [unless the Mint were purposely trying to produce this difficult alloy], even 
if the cheapest aluminum scrap were used for experiments. (Fe [iron] and Si [silicon] are common impurities.)” 

This is one of the most fascinating experimental pieces to enter the market in several years. The pattern coinage of 
1942-1943 is definitely an underresearched area of 20th century U.S. numismatics. This problem will be resolved, but not 
for several years, when Burdette completes his research on a book he is writing on the subject. 
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Pollock-4060 General Motors Pattern Cent 
MS62 Red and Brown 



1449 (Circa 1967) General Motors Pattern Cent, Pollock-4060, 
MS62 Red and Brown NGC. General Motors manufactured a 
high production coinage press, but it proved too costly to maintain, 
and its development was eventually abandoned. The obverse 
is designed much like the Lincoln cent, with legends in similar 
positions. The legends are nonsense, to avoid legal entanglements. 
Struck in copper with a plain edge. Control code L-13, with the 
L entered inverted. Close to full red, although the lower reverse 
displays minute carbon.

Pollock-4060, MS63 Red and Brown 



1450 (Circa 1967) General Motors Pattern Cent, Pollock-4060, R.5, 
MS63 Red and Brown NGC. An experimental striking on the 
General Motors roller press with the head of Liberty facing left on 
the obverse, a wreath on the reverse, and nonsensical legends on 
each side. Control code M-l. Struck in copper with a plain edge. 
The lustrous orange-red surfaces have mellowed to steel-gray on 
the portrait, with minor carbon on the right obverse field. 
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‘Nonsense Prototype Disk’ Pair, MS66 
With Martha Washington Design 



1451 (1999) Sacagawea Prototype Composition Disks MS66 NGC The composition disks were resurrected Martha Washington dies used earlier 
in 1965 for similar composition tests. In 1999 as the Mint was preparing for the new Sacagawea dollars, they again issued prototypes. 

An accompanying letter from the Department of the Treasury explains the new disks that carried no actual denomination: 

“The Purpose of these prototype alloy samples is to field test two (2) alloy systems that the Mint has prepared for the new dollar coin. We 
need to get feedback from the industry relative to any tokens, foreign coins, or any other materials that may result in slugging problems. 
(In other words, these samples should not be accepted in any of your current electronic coinage discrimination channels.)” 

The two pieces offered here are the “N” and “O” composition test disks sent out by the Mint. We believe that this 
is the first time both alloy systems have been offered together. These test disks are included in the 10th edition of the Judd reference as 
Judd-2184 to Judd-2187, although the numbering may require revision. 

(1999) ‘N’ Composition Test Disk MS66 NGC. Plain Edge. This disk has a composition of 77% copper, 20% zinc, and 3% nickel. It 
has the letter N etched twice in the obverse field for identification purposes. The brilliant yellow surfaces have satiny luster. 

(1999) ‘O’ Composition Test Disk MS66 NGC. Plain Edge. This disk has a composition of 73% copper, 24% zinc, 
2% nickel, and 1% manganese. There are no letters etched in the fields. Fully brilliant lemon-yellow with prooflike surfaces. 

The 10th edition of Judd records the following: 

Judd-2184 Intermittently Reeded Edge. Copper-nickel clad copper. 

Judd-2185 Plain Edge. Manganese-brass coated copper-clad metal. 

Judd-2186 Intermittently Reeded Edge. Manganese-brass coated copper-clad metal. 

Judd-2187 Reeded Edge. Manganese-brass coated copper-clad metal. 

Neither of the two pieces in the present lot exactly matches any of the four descriptions in the Judd reference. A review of the Judd numbers for 
these various issues is probably in order.(Total: 2 coins) 
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GOLD DOLLARS 


1452 1849 No L MS64 NGC. A moderately prooflike near-Gem of 
this scarce introductory design subtype. Longacre’s initial L was 
soon added to the hub, then the star layout was modified, then the 
reverse wreath was closed, all within the year 1849. Well struck 
and flashy with a few delicate grazes on the left obverse field.

Fortunately, collectors in search of first-year San Francisco 
coinage can afford the 1854'S gold dollar, although its mintage of 
14,632 pieces made it scarce to begin with. This well struck orange 
and green-gold piece has ample luster and a few minor abrasions.

(2008). This variety was discovered by Heritage cataloger 
Brian Koller in 2003. It is attributed by the final date digit 
almost entirely below the right base of the A in DOLLAR, and 
all digits being well struck; the 8 in Variety 1 is weakly struck. 

The Type Two gold dollar (Indian Princess Small Head, 
1854-1856) was minted in Charlotte for one year only (9,803 
pieces), and is eagerly sought by date and type collectors 
alike. Survivors are usually seen in Very Fine through About 
Uncirculated. Mint State coins are very rare. Indeed, NGC 
and PCGS have certified only 16 examples in Uncirculated, 
none finer than MS62 (4/09). 

In addition to its Mint State rarity, the 1855-C is plagued 
by mint-made production problems. First, it is poorly struck, 
especially in Liberty’s hair, the word LIBERTY, and on the lower 
wreath. Second, planchet quality is extremely poor, usually 
exhibiting roughness. Finally, clash marks are common, and the 
overall eye appeal is usually poor. These problems lead Winter 
to say: “The quality-conscious collector of Charlotte coinage 
will have to relax his standards when it comes to this issue.” 

The current MS62 possesses yellow-gold surfaces with 
pleasing luster. The strike is somewhat above average for 
the issue. While the hair at the temple is soft, the remaining 
elements of the obverse portrait are comparatively sharp. The 
reverse design features are crisp, the sole exception being the 
wreath bow and adjacent leaves. Light planchet roughness 
occurs in the lower left obverse quadrant but fortunately 
does not significantly interfere with the clarity of the letters 
in UNITED. A couple of planchet flakes on the cheek and 
neck and some swelling under the chin do not detract, nor 
do some light handling marks in the reverse field. In sum, 
this coin displays better-than-average eye appeal for the issue 
and designated grade, and is exceptional as such. Interested 
bidders on this rare coin thus need pay little heed to Winter’s 
earlier-mentioned admonition. Census: 4 in 62, 0 finer (4/09).

Straw-gold and satiny with pale rose accents 
on the high points. Both sides show noticeable, even wear from 
light circulation. This issue is reasonably available at most grade 
levels, but becomes somewhat elusive in Mint State. The 1855-0 
is the only Type Two gold dollar struck at the New Orleans Mint.

Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth, 
authors of the Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins, have pointed out 
the difficulties associated with this issue, the first Type Three 
gold dollar produced at the Charlotte Mint. Production quality 
was poor, and high grade pieces are rare. This Choice XF example 
is relatively attractive for the issue, and the surfaces are quite 
lustrous and pleasing, with only a few of the mint-made problems 
that these coins typically possess. Post-striking defects are likewise 
quite minor for the grade.

1475 1855-0 AU58 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces of this near-Mint 
State New Orleans representative exhibit luster in the recessed 
areas.

The 1855-0 is 
difficult to acquire in Mint State.(#7535)

1476 1856-D AU58 NGC. Variety 8-K, the only known. The 1856-D 
is one of the keys to the series, and always in demand. Douglas 
Winter (Gold Coins of the Dahlonega Mint) estimates 80 to 90 pieces 
are known. It is most often seen in VF and XF grades. Winter writes 
that it is extremely rare in the higher AU levels of preservation and 
is one of the rarest Dahlonega issues in Mint State. 

This near-Mint specimen retains a good amount of luster on 
its yellow-gold surfaces. The overall design impression is relatively 
sharp, except for the usual softness in the hair, the U of UNITED, 
and the 5 in the date. Both sides are remarkably clean. Census: 17

Slight high-point wear does not diminish the 
sharp detail apparent on this near-Mint State specimen. Yellow- 
gold surfaces exhibit wisps of mint-green and lilac, and retain an 
ample amount of luster.

1480 1859-S AU58 NGC. Bright brassy-gold surfaces display traces 
of luster in the recesses of the well defined design features. A few 
light marks are scattered about.

1481 1860 MS64 PCGS. Green-gold luster dominates this sharply 
impressed near-Gem. A loupe locates only unimportant faint field 
grazes. A low mintage date, particularly when compared with the 
1861 and 1862. Population: 13 in 64, 10 finer (4/09).(#7555) 
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MS61 1860-D Gold Dollar, Conditional Rarity 




1482 1860-D MS61 NGC. Variety 12-P Mint State coins of this issue 
are quite rare, although a surprising number of survivors, mostly 
circulated, exist for a date with so tiny a mintage. Only 1,566 
business strikes were produced, most of dubious quality including 
poor strikes and planchets. This example offers a typical strike 
for the issue, comprising the always-weak U in UNITED and 
softness on the top of the 6 in the date and the O in DOLLAR, 
which is nearly obliterated. The reverse rim at 3 o’clock shows 
little denticulation remaining, also strike weakness, and the bow 
details are incompletely brought up. But the luster is good and 
there is strictly no trace of high point rub, as expected.

A tiny handful of wonderfully 
high-grade examples do exist, however, that were obviously held 
back from circulation at the time of their production and carefully 
preserved thereafter.

1503 1825 MS61 PCGS. CAC. Breen-6128, BD-2, High R.4. There 
are three known varieties of 1825 quarter eagles, unusually high 
for a date with a mintage of just 4,434 coins. The present coin is 
an example of the most available variety, the BD-2. The BD-2 
obverse is characterized by the recut 5 in the date, and the reverse 
has the stem ending over the upright of the D. On this specimen 
both dies appear to be perfect, with no die cracks or clash marks. 
Approximately 80 to 100 examples still exist in all grades, with 
only about a dozen that grade MS60 or finer, including this piece. 

Housed in a green-label PCGS holder, this brilliant and 
reflective piece has limited surface marks and presents excellent 
eye appeal.

Classic Head, No Motto 




1505 1834 Classic MS64 NGC. Breen-6138, Small Head, R.l. The 
year 1834 saw the first use of the Classic Head, No Motto design 
on U.S. gold coinage. A large mintage of 112,234 pieces was 
achieved, making the date one of the most available issues of the 
series and a popular type coin, as well. The date is known in four 
different die varieties. The Small Head variety is the one most 
frequently encountered, characterized by the flattened curls above 
the headband. The Classic Head design was always popular with 
collectors and appeared in many early auction catalogs, including 
the Sixth Semi-Annual Sale (Woodward, 3/1865), lot 2809. The 
lot was described as “1834 The new type, splendid impression, 
scarce.” The lot sold for $4.00 to William Strobridge. 

The present coin is a most attractive specimen, with a 
particularly sharp strike and prooflike surfaces. Delicate shades of 
reddish toning adorn the central areas, deepening at the periphery.

1506 1836 Script 8 AU58 NGC. Head of 1835, Breen-6143, 
McCloskey-G, R.4. A scarcer variety that returns to service the 
Wide AM reverse from 1834 McCloskey-A and 1835 McCloskey-1. 
This is a bright straw-gold example with a pair of unobtrusive marks 
above the jaw and cheekbone.(#7694)

1511 1839-0 XF40 NGC. Low Date, Close Fraction. McCloskey-B, 
R.4. An elusive quarter eagle variety from the Close Fraction 
reverse with both digit elements of the fraction touching the 
diagonal bar on the reverse. The reverse is also inverted and has 
a horizontal die crack from the right (facing) wing to the eagle’s 
head. Yellow-gold surfaces display splashes of peach and a few small 
marks. (#7 701)

1512 1840-C AU55 PCGS. Variety 1, as always. This lovely Choice 
AU piece boasts brilliant green-gold color with radiant luster in the 
protected areas.

Bright luster bathes the major devices as well as the stars and 
legends. This lightly circulated Dahlonega quarter eagle is sharply 
struck save for the shield lines, and the only mentionable contact 
is an unobtrusive horizontal pinscratch concealed within the hair. 
A moderate-sized planchet flaw beneath the eagle’s beak is of Mint 
origin. Just 4,643 pieces were struck of this issue, and few today 
exist in grades approaching Mint State.

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1518 1844-C XF45 PCGS. Variety 1, the only die marriage known 
for the issue. This piece has better-than-expected eye appeal for a 
Choice XF survivor. This is at least partly because of the enticing 
lime-green and copper-orange toning that encompasses the lightly 
worn surfaces. Surface marks are few, and there are only one or two 
that are noticeable on either side, without a magnifier. “The 1844- 
C is among the scarcer Charlotte quarter eagles,” according to 
Doug Winter.

Sharp 1844-D Quarter Eagle, MS61 


1519 1844-D MS61 NGC. CAC. Variety 5-1 with the mintmark placed 
low, much scarcer than the usual Variety 5-H. The 1844'D is often 
seen poorly struck. Aside from a touch of softness in the hair over 
Liberty’s ear, this piece exhibits sharply struck design elements. 
Yellow-gold patina dominates both sides, and each displays 
occasional splashes of apricot. The most potent luster is seen in the 
recesses. A scattering of wispy marks helps account for the grade.

1520 1844-D MS63 NGC. Variety 5-H. The more frequently 
encountered variety, this variant shows the mintmark properly 
aligned and not slanted downward as seen on Reverse I. With a 
reported mintage of 17,332 pieces, the 1844'D is also one of the 
more frequently encountered quarter eagles from the Dahlonega 
Mint. However, while “common” in the context of D-mint quarter 
eagles, the 1844'D is still a scarce issue. Only 175-200 pieces are 
believed known in all grades, and probably no more than 10 coins 
are extant today in Mint State. This piece has bright, satiny mint 
luster and rich yellow-gold surfaces but is weakly defined in the 
centers, as often found. This particular coin is identifiable as the 
Ex: Montgomery coin by the presence of a tiny mark on Liberty’s 
cheek and a dash of porosity below the eagle’s right (facing) wing. 
Doug Winter ranks this coin in a tie for the number two position in 
his Condition Census.

Some 
numismatists believe gold coins were needed in quantity to pay 
Federal troops fighting in Mexico. The 1847-0 quarter eagle is 
collectible in XF and AU, but Uncirculated examples are very 
scarce. This is an untoned and moderately prooflike piece with 
clean fields and occasional incompleteness of strike. Census: 5 in

1527 1850-D AU55 NGC. Variety 13-M. Fuster glimmers from the 
peripheries, hair, and coronet of this elusive Dahlonega quarter 
eagle. The surfaces are attractive despite a few faint hair-thin marks 
on the lower right obverse field. Most stars are sharp, although the 
right-side dentils are softly defined. A meager 12,148 pieces were 
struck. (#7 75 7) 


1521 1847-D XF40 PCGS. Variety 9-M, the only known die marriage 
for the issue. This pleasing green-gold representative has 
considerable luster remaining for the Extremely Fine level. Both 
sides have a few minor surface marks that are consistent with 
the grade. An attractive example in typical quality for the date.

1525 1848-D MS62 PCGS. Variety 10-M. Two varieties are known, 
and this 10-M variety is more plentiful. The other variety, 10-N, 
has the mintmark closer to the fraction. This lustrous Mint State 
example is a splendid piece with canary-gold color and clean 
surfaces. An unimportant lamination is seen near the middle 
arrowhead. Population: 8 in 62, 5 finer (4/09).(#7751)

Choice AU 1850-D Two and a Half 


1522 1847-0 AU55 NGC. The date is lightly repunched on this 
deeply hubbed New Orleans quarter eagle.

1523 1847-0 MS61 NGC. The 1847-0 is rare in Mint State and only 
occasionally offered for sale.

The bright yellow-gold 
surfaces of this MS61 specimen exhibit the usual softness in the 
centers but are well struck elsewhere. A few minor handling marks 
do not detract.

1526 1849-C MS60 NGC. Variety 1. In strict Mint State grade as 
here, the 1849-C quarter eagle is extremely rare. Most examples 
found grade only VF or XF, and Winter points out that even AU 
pieces are “quite rare.” The date generally comes sharply struck, but 
heavily abraded or with planchets of poor quality. 

The present example is well struck, with some localized 
weakness on the hair below Fiberty’s coronet and the eagle’s left 
(facing) leg. Some horizontal die scratches are present on all 
examples known of the issue, running through the vertical shield 
stripes. This piece also show numerous parallel planchet striations 
in the reverse fields, most obvious below the three arrowheads and 
in the area just above the left wing. 

The surfaces show rich yellow-gold color and the fields show a 
faint glimmer, as often seen on C- and D-mint gold. Well struck for 
a Charlotte gold coin, with only slight central softness.

In response, quarter eagles were struck in 
record numbers to aid commerce. But few of those pieces survive 
in MS65 quality. The present example is one such Gem, and its 
remarkably smooth surfaces are green-gold and satiny. The strike is 
bold aside from the customary inexactness on the left (facing) leg.

Elusive Near-Mint 1854-C Quarter Eagle 



1531 1854-C AU58 NGC. Variety 1, the only one known. The 1854-C 
quarter eagle is a difficult coin to acquire in About Uncirculated and 
is very rare in Mint State. This satiny AU58 coin displays appealing 
shades of lime-green and peach patina, along with considerable 
remaining luster on both sides. The design features reveal a typical 
strike, which is stronger on the obverse and characteristically soft 
on the eagle’s lower parts.

1537 1875 AU55 PCGS. The 1875 Liberty Head quarter eagle has 
one of the lowest mintages of any U.S. gold coin (400 circulation 
strikes), and consequently ranks as one of the most desirable in 
the series. PCGS and NGC have graded fewer than 60 pieces in 
all grades, a mere six of which are in Mint State. This Choice 
AU example displays pleasing yellow-gold surfaces that retain 
luster in the recessed areas.

This 
Superb Gem is the finest of the five Prooflike specimens certified 
by NGC, and is the only example given the coveted Star. 

Both sides display a near gold-on-black appearance, and each 
exhibits exquisitely struck design features. The peach-gold surfaces 
have been well cared for, revealing just a few unimportant marks 
on Liberty’s cheek.

There are two varieties of the 
1883 proof quarter eagle, coming from a mintage of 82 coins. This 
Premium Gem is B-l, which, according to Walter Breen (1989), 
displays polish in the ear hole and an unpolished first stripe on the 
reverse shield. 

This issue is subject to high date-collector pressure, owing to 
the extreme rarity of business strikes. NGC and PCGS have graded 
fewer than 50 1883 proof quarter eagles, some of which are likely 
resubmitted coins. Most of the certified specimens are Cameo or 
Ultra/Deep Cameo. 

Gold-on-black contrast greets the viewer of this PR66 Ultra 
Cameo, as frosty motifs appear to float upon deep watery fields. 
An exacting strike leaves bold detail on the design elements, 
further enhancing the coin’s eye appeal. Immaculately preserved 
throughout.

1556 1895 PR65 Cameo NGC. The Guide Book reports a mintage of 
119 proofs for this quarter eagle issue, the smallest of the three 
denominations featuring the long-running Liberty Head design of 
Christian Gobrecht. Garrett and Guth noted in 2006 in their Gold 
Encyclopedia that while NGC and PCGS had combined to certify 
more than 100 examples of the issue, those “submission events” 
represented likely only 50 to 70 separate coins. Of course, as a 
Gem Cameo proof gold coin, any such piece will be under intense 
pressure from type collectors. The fields are deeply mirrored, with 
thick mint frost coating the device high points and providing 
splendid contrast. Subtle coloration—pale, slightly hazy lilac and 
rose around the devices—increases the allure.

1557 1897 PR67 Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. The proof coins struck 
from 1896 to 1898 are renowned for their exceptional quality, and 
the gold proofs are particularly prized. Among those proofs, the 
quarter eagles are often the best-preserved, and this Deep Cameo 
Superb Gem proof, one of 136 specimens coined, reinforces the 
rule. Each side has absolute black-and-gold contrast between richly 
frosted, decisively struck devices and the glassy mirrors. Virtually 
impeccable with spectacular eye appeal. This is one of just two 
Deep Cameo coins at this level known to PCGS with only one 
finer (4/09).(#97923) 

1558 1901—Cleaned—ICG. PR60 Details. Exquisitely detailed, as 
expected for this turn-of-the-century proof gold issue. The lemon- 
gold surfaces show slightly porous texture and imperfect mirrors, 
the result of a past cleaning.(#7927) 


Blazing 1905 Liberty Quarter Eagle, PR67 ★ 



1559 1905 PR67 ★ NGC. From a tiny proof mintage of only 144 
pieces, the 1905 Liberty Head quarter eagle is surprisingly available 
today, but many proof examples have been mishandled. The issue is 
decidedly rare at the Superb Gem level. Collectors prized the issue 
when it appeared; their popularity of the coins can be demonstrated 
by an early auction appearance in the celebrated John Story Jenks 
Collection (Henry Chapman, 12/1921), lot 5813. Chapman stated, 
“1905. Brilliant proof. Very rare, few being coined in proof.” 

The present coin is an absolutely magnificent specimen, with 
outstanding visual appeal to match the high technical grade. 
The surfaces are exceptionally bright and mirrorlike. In their 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins 1795-1933, Jeff Garrett and Ron 
Guth note most coins of the date lack cameo devices. However, 
the present example shows strong elements of contrast on the 
reverse. A tiny planchet flake in the right reverse field is detectable 
with a loupe.

The key date to the Indian quarter eagle 
series. This Choice AU piece has a bold mintmark, making it 
especially desirable among specialists.

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1574 1913 MS64 NGC. Rich yellow-gold color with glimpses of straw. 
This attractive Choice example has an obverse that appears even 
finer, though a few minor abrasions are present in the reverse fields. 
NGC has graded 53 finer examples (4/09).(#7945) 

1575 1913 MS64 PCGS. This is a lovely, satiny example that may 
be conservatively graded by PCGS as a near-Gem. The design 
elements are boldly struck and the surfaces reveal deep, variegated 
lime-green and apricot-gold toning. Surface marks are minimal, 
and nearly nonexistent. (#7 945) 


1569 1911-D MS61 PCGS. This appealing piece has a mattelike 
appearance, along with satin luster and a mixture of khaki and 
champagne-red coloration. The design elements are boldly 
detailed. The only notable distraction is a pinscratch that extends 
from between ER in AMERICA to the edge of the eagle’s wing. A 
strong candidate to fill that final hole in a Mint State collection of 
Indian quarter eagles.(#7943) 


Popular MS62 1911-D Quarter Eagle 



1570 1911-D MS62 NGC. With a mintage dramatically lower than 
that of any of its business-strike fellows, the 1911-D has become a 
legend among Indian quarter eagles, and Mint State survivors are 
particularly prized. This example has an unusually sharp strike and 
a suggestion of frostiness on bright yellow-gold surfaces with a hint 
of apricot. An abrasion below the BER of LIBERTY accounts for 
the grade. (#7 943) 


Choice Semikey 1914 Quarter Eagle 



1576 1914 MS64 NGC. The 1914 has the second lowest mintage of any 
issue within the widely collected Indian quarter eagle series, and is 
in fact the rarest issue at the MS65 level, at least according to the 
4/09 NGC Census Report. The scarcity of the 1914 may be related 
to the high mintage of its 1913 predecessor, which may not have 
been fully paid out by 1914. A well detailed caramel-gold Choice 
representative with satiny, undisturbed surfaces. (#7946) 


1577 1914-D MS63 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces of this Select 
quarter eagle are laced with whispers of light tan. Both sides yield 
pleasing luster and well struck design features. Minute marks in the 
raised fields of the reverse limit the grade.(#7947) 


1571 1911-D Weak D—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. AU Details. 

The mintmark is present but barely perceptible to the unaided eye. 
A briefly circulated example, lightly abraded with dulled yellow- 
orange surfaces from a past cleaning. (#7954)

1578 1914-D MS64 PCGS. This near-Gem 1914'D displays a sharp 
strike, including strong detail on the eagle’s plumage, an area 
sometimes soft. Pleasing luster shows over both sides, each of 
which possesses attractive yellow-gold color. A few minor handling 
marks precludes Gem classification.(#7947) 


1572 1912 MS65 ICG. While it is considered a common date in 
all grades through MS63, the 1912 is elusive in MS64, and an 
important condition rarity in Gem preservation. Both sides have 
excellent surfaces with sharp design elements, attractive pale 
blue toning over honey-gold color, and frosty luster that is only 
interrupted by a few insignificant marks. (#7944) 


1573 1913 MS64 NGC. An attractive piece that offers light yellow 
color overall with glimpses of deeper sun-gold. Pleasingly detailed 
with striking eye appeal. (#7945) 
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Lustrous 1914-D Quarter Eagle, MS64 


1579 1914-D MS64 PCGS. The 1914'D is readily available through 
the Select level of preservation, and even near-Gems can be had 
with patience and searching. Bright luster shows on this MS64 
coin as does light yellow-gold patina laced with wisps of orange. 
The design elements are sharply struck, and the few grade-defining 
marks are not detracting. (#7947) 


1580 1915 MS64 PCGS. Whispers of light tan visit the greenish-yellow 
surfaces of this near-Gem, and a well executed strike imparts strong 
delineation to the design features. A linear mark is concealed in 
the headdress near the ear. (#7948) 

1581 1915 MS64 PCGS. A handsome apricot-gold Choice gold 
type coin that has an exemplary strike and only one thin mark, 
relegated to the field between the ER in LIBERTY. Luster sweeps 
the impressively smooth surfaces.(#7948)

1582 1915 MS65 NGC. A frosty Gem with delightful pink-gold 
surfaces and fully brilliant luster.

While the date is relatively plentiful at this grade level, it is a 
major rarity any finer, with only seven higher grade coins certified

Though this Philadelphia issue, struck just 
before the denomination’s decade-long hiatus, is available in grades 
through MS64, Gems are scarce and anything finer is a condition 
rarity. The present coin is vibrantly lustrous with wheat and pale 
yellow-gold elements mingling on each side. NGC has graded just 
four numerically finer pieces (4/09).(#7948) 

1584 1925-D MS64 NGC. Rich yellow-orange and sun-gold shadings 
enliven each side of this shining near-Gem. Strong definition 
overall with great eye appeal for this final D-mint quarter eagle 
issue. (#7949) 


1585 1925-D MS64 NGC. A boldly impressed Choice example of this 
popular quarter eagle issue, the last of its denomination struck at 
Denver. Wheat-gold surfaces are satiny with a blush of peach near 
the rims. (#7949) 

1586 1925-D MS64 NGC. A refreshingly unabraded mustard-gold 
near-Gem with exemplary eye appeal. The centers show moderate 
incompleteness of strike, and this may be all that limits the grade.

1587 1925-D MS64 NGC. The lovely, light champagne-gold coloration 
is highlighted by vibrant mint luster. Well struck with a few minor 
field grazes. Indian quarter eagles were produced only at the Denver 
Mint in 1925.(#7949) 

1588 1925-D MS64 NGC. Lovely peach toning invigorates this crisply 
struck and scintillating Choice Indian gold type coin. No marks are 
visible to the unaided eye, and the surfaces are also pleasing once 
viewed beneath a loupe. (#7949) 

1589 1926 MS64 NGC. A sumptuous orange-gold near-Gem that 
offers understated, frosty luster. Remarkably appealing with above- 
average design definition.(#7950) 

1590 1927 MS64 NGC. Well-defined with warm wheat-gold luster. 
This near-Gem is pleasingly preserved for the grade and offers great 
eye appeal for a 1920s quarter eagle. (#7951) 

1591 1929 MS64 NGC. Sharply struck and coruscating with caramel- 
gold luster. The obverse is particularly smooth. By 1929, the 
final year of the denomination, the quarter eagle was relegated 
to souvenir status, since gold coins no longer circulated and 
international payments were made using double eagles or (less 
frequently) eagles. (#7953)

Brilliant 1854 Three Dollar Gold, MS61 


1592 1854 MS61 NGC. The first year of issue and with the highest 
mintage of any three dollar gold piece, the 1854 is also a one- 
year subtype in the series with small letters in DOLLARS. The 
mintage totaled 138,618 coins, or 25% of the total mintage for 
the denomination through 1889. This sharp piece is brilliant and 
lustrous, with lovely yellow mint frost. A few minor marks on each 
side explain the grade.(#7969) 
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Pleasing 1854-D Three Dollar, AU58 



1593 1854-D AU58 NGC. The 1854-D three dollar gold piece is 
extremely popular owing to the fact that it is the only date of 
the denomination which was struck at the Dahlonega Mint. 
Additionally, its tiny mintage of 1,120 pieces makes it rare, 
especially in the higher grades. Doug Winter (2003) writes: 
“The level of demand for this coin remains extremely strong.” 

The 1854-D is most frequently seen in the Very Fine and 
Extremely Fine levels of preservation. About Uncirculated 
coins are very scarce and Mint State pieces are extremely rare. 
NGC and PCGS have, to date, seen only 12 Uncirculated 
specimens, none higher than MS62. 

Exacerbating the supply-demand relationship of this rare 
date is the subpar production quality. David Bowers (2005) 
contends that the 1854-D is the poorest struck and has 
the lowest eye appeal of all coins in the three dollar series. 
Moreover, nearly all specimens are dullish and lackluster, and 
it is common to see pieces with black grease stains, planchet 
roughness, or laminations. 

The bright yellow-gold surfaces of this near-Mint State 
example retain a considerable amount of luster for the 
designated grade and the issue. The design elements exhibit 
an above-average strike, including strong detail on most of 
Liberty’s portrait and virtually all of the wreath. The obverse 
peripheral lettering and the denomination, date, and mintmark 
are also sharp. The dentils show on the lower obverse and 
reverse but are absent from the remaining rims which are flat, 
a characteristic of the issue. The usually seen clash marks are 
visible on both sides, but there are no grease stains, surface 
roughness, or laminations. A few trivial circulation marks are 
undisturbing. All in all, this is an exceptional three dollar piece 
with much better-than-average eye appeal.(#7970) 
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1594 1854-0—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. XF Details. Bright apricot- 
gold surfaces reveal fine hairlines under magnification, along with 
a few light scratches on Liberty. The design elements are nicely 
defined.(#7971) 

Collectible 1854-0 Three, XF45 



1595 1854-0 XF45 NGC. The only readily collectible first-year branch 
mint three dollar gold issue, and highly popular as such. This piece 
shows pretty yellow-gold centers with copper-gold peripheries; 
some faded mint luster still clings. There are no major abrasions, 
although the central strike is typically weak. The beginning of a 
die crack extends from the right ribbon toward the rim at 4 o’clock.

Pleasing AU 1854-0 Three Dollar 



1596 1854-0 AU50 PCGS. With 24,000 pieces struck, the 1854-0 is 
the more accessible of two Southern branch mint three dollar gold 
issues (the other being the famous 1854-D three dollar gold rarity). 
The present piece, though distinctly worn on the high points, has 
considerable radiance remaining in the orange-accented yellow- 
gold fields. Several light to moderate abrasions are noted around 
the portrait. (#7971) 

Desirable Near-Mint 1854-0 Three Dollar 



1597 1854-0 AU58 NGC. Though the nationwide lack of demand 
for the three dollar gold piece would not be resolved completely 
until 1890, the denomination’s irrelevance was readily apparent in 
the regions served by New Orleans and Dahlonega, both of which 
stopped minting it after the initial issue of 1854. This attractive 
piece from the former Mint, light yellow-gold in the centers with 
deeper peach-orange elements near the rims, shows just a touch 
of rub on the high points. NGC has graded only 18 finer pieces 
(4/09).(#7971) 


Flashy 1855 Three Dollar, MS64

1855 MS64 NGC. The mintages of early Philadelphia three dollar 
gold issues were harbingers of the denomination’s eventual fate. 
The first-year 1854 had a generous mintage of 138,618 pieces, but 
the main Mint coined just 50,555 pieces the next year, and the year 
after that, the Philadelphia production was halved again. 

While the 1855 is infrequently prized as a condition rarity, 
especially in the context of a series with many low-mintage issues, 
Choice and finer coins are genuinely scarce. This shining yellow- 
gold example has flashy luster and well-defined obverse devices, 
though the bow on the reverse is soft. Modestly marked for the 
grade, with this issue’s often-considerable die polish in the fields.

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1599 1857 MS62 NGC. Considered a common date in the three 
dollar series, the 1857 had a mintage of a mere 20,891 coins, the 
eighth highest mintage of any issue in the 36 year history of the 
denomination. This sharp and attractive Mint State piece has 
frosty light yellow luster with scattered grade-consistent abrasions. 
Relatively few Mint State pieces still exist. Census: 35 in 62, 19

1600 185 7 -S VF30 PCGS. A lemon-gold example of this San Francisco 
three dollar gold issue with moderate wear. The portrait is 
minimally marked, though a pair of significant abrasions appear to 

its right.(#7977) 



Scarce 1857-S Three Dollar, AU53 


1601 1857-S AU53 NGC. As usual with San Francisco threes, these 
pieces were not set aside by collectors on the West Coast. Rather, 
they entered the channels of commerce and by the time collectors 
began to search for mintmarked coins (some 40 years later), most 
were heavily circulated. This bright AU53 shows even peach-gold 
color, slight friction over the high points, and only minor abrasions.

1602 1857-S MS60 NGC. The 1857-S three dollar gold piece, with 
a mintage of 14,000 pieces, is very scarce in any grade and a 
formidable rarity in Mint State. As with many other San Francisco 
coins, S-mint threes were released into circulation and used 
extensively on the West Coast. 

Most known specimens are in Very Fine, Extremely Fine, and 
lower About Uncirculated grades. Perusal of NGC and PCGS 
population data indicates the rarity of Uncirculated examples. The 
two services have graded a total of five pieces, mostly in the MS60 
to MS62 range. 

The bright yellow-gold surfaces of this MS60 offering display 
partially prooflike fields that offer modest variance with the 
devices. A well executed strike leaves strong definition on the 
design features, including the plume ends and the wreath elements, 
areas that are often weak. Some wispy marks show up under 
magnification, but this is a sharp specimen for the designated 
grade.

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1603 1858 AU50 PCGS. Mintages of the three dollar denomination 
dropped substantially during its first few years. By 1858, only 2,133 
business strikes were coined.

1604 1858 AU55 NGC. With its low mintage of 2,133 circulation 
strikes, the 1858 is one of the rarest and most popular dates in 
the three dollar series. High-level AU coins are the best most 
collectors can hope to obtain, as Mint State pieces are extremely 
elusive. Luster resides in the recesses of this brassy-gold Choice AU 
example. The design elements are well defined, and distributed 
light marks do not detract.(#7978) 


Scarce 1859 Three Dollar, MS62 



1605 1859 MS62 PCGS. The 1859 is only a moderately scarce issue 
among three dollar gold pieces, from a mintage of 15,558 coins. 
While quite a few survive in Mint State grades, the typical piece 
that is encountered grades just AU. This frosty and boldly defined 
example has brilliant yellow-gold luster with faint traces of pinkish 
toning. (#79 79) 


1606 1860 MS61 AN ACS. Crisply detailed on the portrait with bright 
lemon-gold luster. Though a few wispy abrasions are present in the 
fields, the overall eye appeal is stronger than the MS61 designation 
might suggest. By 1860, a lack of demand for the three dollar gold 
denomination was apparent, and just 7,036 business strikes were 
coined, with a substantial minority of those melted at the Mint.

Appealing AU53 1866 Three Dollar 


1607 1866 AU53 PCGS. A lightly circulated representative of this 
lower-mintage post-Civil War three dollar gold issue, which has a 
mintage of only 4,000 business strikes. Despite modest rub on the 
high points and in the straw-gold fields, the coin’s luster continues 
to shine. Population: 11 in 53, 71 finer (4/09).(#7987) 


1608 1868 AU53 PCGS. A meager mintage of 4,850 pieces ensures 
the scarcity of the 1868. This briefly circulated representative has 
a green-gold obverse and a sun-gold reverse. Neither side displays 
appreciable abrasions. (#7989) 


Striking Select 1868 Three Dollar 




1609 1868 MS63 PCGS. Though it has a small original mintage, the 
1868 three dollar has a high survival rate on a percentage basis. As 
a Select example, this piece is toward the top end of the certified 
spectrum, both numerically and aesthetically. The canary-gold 
surfaces offer splendid luster, and the few minor abrasions present 
are consistent with the grade. Population: 25 in 63, 20 finer (4/09).

1610 1869 PCGS Genuine. Bright yellow-gold color with pleasing 
detail. The lower obverse shows several scratches, while on the 
reverse, the area within the wreath to the right of the 3 shows 
evidence of tooling.(#7990) 
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1611 1869 AU55 PCGS. A mere 2,500 pieces were struck, and there 
were no saved hoards of Uncirculated examples, unlike later dates 
such as the 1888. Splendidly smooth aside from a thin and nearly 
vertical mark on the cheek, and luster shimmers across the legends 
and devices. (#7990) 


Highly Attractive 1870 Three Dollar, AU58 




1612 1870 AU58 NGC. Ex: South Texas Collection. The 1870 three 
dollar is available in the upper circulated grades and lower levels 
of Mint State. Highly attractive peach-gold patina adorns this 
near-Mint State example and a well directed strike imparts strong 
definition to the design elements. Luster resides in the recessed 
areas of the lightly abraded surfaces.(#7991) 


1613 1874 AU55 NGC. Just a touch of rub visits the high points of this 
three dollar gold piece, eminently suitable for a similarly graded 
type collection. Bright and attractive with light abrasions scattered 
throughout the wheat-gold surfaces. (#7998) 


Lustrous 1874 Three, MS63 



1614 1874 MS63 PCGS. Housed in a green label PCGS holder, this 
Select example is highly lustrous with bold design features and 
exceptional eye appeal. One of the three most common dates 
in the series, it is an excellent candidate for the type collector, 
or for anyone who merely wants an example of this unusual 
denomination. (#7998) 



1617 1878 MS62 NGC. The 1878 is the most frequently encountered 
date in the three dollar series, and it is also generally the best 
looking coin for type purposes. The typical example displays rich, 
frosted mint luster and light pinkish patina, as seen on this piece. 
Striking details tend to vary on 1878s, and this piece lacks complete 
highpoint definition; however, that weakness was undoubtedly 
considered when this piece was graded.(#8000) 


Fantastic Gem 1878 Three Dollar Gold 




1618 1878 MS65 PCGS. An outstanding Gem representative of this 
immensely popular three dollar gold type issue. The strike is bold 
overall, with only slight softness visible at the bow on the reverse, 
and the richly colored honey-gold fields offer the potent, swirling 
luster that defines the best examples of the date. Though the 1878 
three dollar gold piece was hoarded from the time of its release and 
thousands of Mint State survivors are extant, by the MS65 level, 
the population thins out considerably. As for even finer examples, 
PCGS has certified just 68 such pieces (4/09).(#8000) 



Appealing Near-Gem 1874 Three Dollar 


1615 1874 MS64 PCGS. Blushes of peach and sun-gold endow this 
conditionally elusive near-Gem type coin. Solidly struck and 
lustrous with excellent eye appeal. Faint marks beneath the RS 
in DOLLARS are difficult to find. Encapsulated in a green label 
holder. PCGS has graded only 12 coins finer (4/09).(#7998) 


1616 1878 AU50 NGC. A lightly circulated example of this popular 
type issue, faintly abraded but pleasing. Wheat-gold surfaces retain 
most of their original luster. (#8000) 
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MS65 ★ Prooflike 1879 Three Dollar 
A Breathtaking Example 




1620 1882 MS60 NGC. This Mint State 1882 will appeal to a broad 
range of collectors as an important low-mintage issue. The 
Philadelphia Mint only struck 1,500 of these coins but quite a few 
have survived, leaving the date ripe for cherrypicking. This piece is 
light yellow, with sharp design details and pleasing surfaces for the 
grade. (#8004) 


Captivating 1882 Three Dollar Gold, MS64 



1621 1882 MS64 PCGS. A lovely near-Gem example of this prized 
post-1878 three dollar gold issue, one of just 1,500 business strikes 
produced. Warmly lustrous wheat-gold surfaces show elements of 
yellow and lilac. Excellent detail and eye appeal with few marks for 
the grade. Population: 22 in 64, 10 finer (4/09).(#8004) 


1619 1879 MS65 ★ Prooflike NGC. Despite the low circulation-strike 
mintage of 3,000 three dollar gold pieces, Mint State coins of 
1879 are especially numerous. This is evident from examination 
of NGC/PCGS data, revealing that the two services have certified 
over 500 Uncirculated specimens, primarily through the near-Gem 
level of preservation. 

The MS65 coin offered in this lot is among the finest 1879 
three dollar pieces. It is one of only 20 or so examples of this date 
given a Prooflike designation. It is the only Prooflike 1879 three 
dollar assigned the coveted Star. Its gold-on-black contrast jumps 
out at the observer, as do the exquisitely struck design features. 
Close inspection reveals just a few minor marks that likely preclude 
an even higher numerical grade.

Fortunately, the current example saw 
limited time in the hands of noncollectors and was rescued for the 
sake of posterity. From the minuscule mintage of 76 pieces, perhaps 
fewer than half survive in any grade. Numerous small contact 
marks are scattered over each side, but the areas protected by the 
devices still show deep reflectivity. (#8046) 



1624 1882 PR65 ★ Ultra Cameo NGC. The three dollar proofs of 
1882 had a mintage of only 76 pieces. They were apparently saved 
in relatively large numbers, as NGC and PCGS have graded 73 
specimens, some of which are surely resubmissions. The two services, 
however, have seen just two Ultra/Deep Cameos, with the current 
Gem the finer of the two. Moreover, this particular coin is the only 
1882 three dollar assigned NGC’s coveted Star designation. 

Beautiful brass-gold color adorns both sides, each of which 
projects outstanding field-motif contrast. A powerful strike 
manifests itself in crisp delineation on the design features, and 
both faces are impeccably preserved. A tiny, inoffensive toning 
spot above the 1 in the date may well preclude an even higher 
numerical grade. The technical quality and aesthetic appeal of this 
specimen cannot be stressed enough.

Popular 1879 Flowing Hair Stella in Gold 
Judd-1635, PR61 Cameo 



1625 1879 Flowing Hair, Judd-1635, Pollock-1833, R.3, PR61 
Cameo PCGS. In his 1988 Complete Encyclopedia, Walter Breen 
sardonically attacked the ideas that brought about the Stellas and 
other “metric” patterns of the late 1860s through the early 1880s. 
He described an “alleged need for international trade coins” and 
called three members of the House of Representatives—Richard 
P. Bland, John Adam Kasson, and William Darrah Kelley—an 
“unholy trinity” dedicated to foisting unwanted proposals for ilh 
conceived cross-border currencies on Congress and the Mint. As 
is often the case with Breen’s work, however, there is more to the 
story. 

In the European Commission brochure “One Currency for 
One Europe: The Road to the Euro,” a sidebar highlights a 
number of thematic predecessors to today’s most famous 
economic union: 

“Economic integration between independent states is not 
new. The Latin monetary union, comprising France, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Italy and Greece, existed from 1865 until 1927. 
The Scandinavian monetary union of Sweden, Denmark and 
Norway lasted from 1873 until 1924. The German Zollverein 
is perhaps one of the most successful examples, beginning 
with a customs union between German principalities in 1834 
and producing a central bank, the Reichsbank, and a single 
currency, the Reichsmark, in 1875.” 

By 1879, the Latin Monetary Union had added Spain as a 
member, the Sweden-Denmark alliance had added Sweden’s 
autonomous political union partner Norway, and the Zollverein 
had strongly influenced the beginning of the German Empire. 

The United States was influenced by these monetary 
unions, the Latin in particular; after the Mint Act of 1873, 
the adjustment of the minor silver denominations to a metric 
standard meant that the weight of pure silver in a dollar’s worth 
of American minor silver (though notably not a silver dollar 
or Trade dollar) was equivalent to the silver weight of five 
Belgian francs or Italian lire. The alignment of the American 
metric standard with the Latin Monetary Union was aided by 
their already close proximity; as has been noted elsewhere in 
numismatic literature, the change in weight of the minor silver 
pieces of the United States in 1873 was so small that properly 
proportioned planchets of the previous standard were within 
tolerance for the new benchmarks. 

The Stella was better-received as a pattern than as an idea 
for an international currency, and the 1879-dated Flowing Hair 
Stellas were immensely popular with government officials. As a 
result, the 1879 Flowing Hair Stella is one of the most heavily 
minted American patterns, though unceasing demand for the 
issue has made the available supply seem tiny by comparison. 
This mildly contrasted honey-gold and green-gold piece shows 
a few scattered faint hairlines in the fields and a pinscratch that 
runs near-vertically through the left obverse field, but it offers 
strong overall eye appeal nonetheless. (#8805 7)

Breen-6418, BD-1, High R.4. Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth believe 
the 1796/5 Capped Bust, Small Eagle half eagle is an underrated 
coin, with a tiny officially reported mintage of 6,196 pieces. John 
Dannreuther believes even this small total is too large, and some 
of the reported coins were probably dated 1795. Dannreuther 
estimates a surviving population of perhaps 80-100 examples in 
all grades. A search of auction records confirms Heritage has not 
handled an example of this scarce date in the last three years. 

The BD-1 variety is the only one known for the year, and early 
catalogers usually overlooked the overdate feature. An example 
appeared in the McCoy Collection (Woodward, 5/1864), lot 1942. 
Woodward described the piece as “1796 Very fine, and excessively 
rare.” The lot sold for a respectable $21.00 to “Eley” (probably 
Heman Ely). 

The present coin features attractive, orange-gold surfaces with 
smooth, even wear over the high points of the design. No large 
or individually distracting marks are present, just numerous tiny 
abrasions peppered over each side. This offering represents a rare 
opportunity to acquire an affordable example of this very scarce

The nation’s first half eagles 
were coined in 1795, and for the first dozen years, mintages 
were modest, even though the half eagle was the primary gold 
denomination. From 1795 through 1806, a mere 300,000 half 
eagles were coined, and nearly 20% of that total was for the 
1806 Round Top 6 coins. The Guide Book reports an actual 
mintage of 54,417 coins for this single variety, while John 
Dannreuther estimates the mintage at 35,000 to 50,000 coins. 

The significant mintage of this single variety places it as the 
most common early half eagle, with many Mint State pieces 
still in existence. However, nearly all of those that survive are 
in lower Mint State grades. According to Jeff Garrett and Ron 
Guth, the average certified grade is 57, and the average auction 
grade is 52. The availability of this issue makes it an attractive 
and important type coin that is plentiful in any grade desired, 
up to MS63.

William Woodin consigned his 
specimen to the fabulous 1914 ANS Exhibition. 

Doug Winter’s Condition Census for 1859-D half eagles lists a 
PCGS-graded MS64 coin in the top spot, followed by three PCGS- 
certified MS63 examples tied for second-place honors. Recent 
population data from NGC shows one coin graded MS65 by that 
service, with a single example certified as MS64, and two specimens 
grading MS63, including the coin offered here (4/09). Some of 
these citations may represent crossovers and resubmissions. The 
available data suggests the present coin is tied with several other 
examples for the number four spot on the Condition Census list. 
This coin is sharply struck, with only the slight weakness on the 
centers always seen on this issue. The surfaces are a pleasing orange- 
gold color and display dazzling mint luster. Overall visual appeal is 
much greater than usually seen on this issue.(#8282)

medium mintmark on the reverse and is attributed by the upright of 
the D situated over the VE of FIVE. The 1860-D is most often seen 
in Extremely Fine grades, and is more available in the lower levels 
of About Uncirculated than its small mintage of 14,635 would 
suggest. It is rare in high-end AU, and extremely rare in Mint State

A relatively sharp strike brings out strong definition on most 
of the design elements, including all of the star centers and the 
hair at Liberty’s forehead, areas that are sometimes weak.

This boldly 
detailed example is fully lustrous with exceptional eye appeal. 
Population: 38 in 63, 50 finer (4/09).(#8288) 


Rare Near-Mint 1863-S Five Dollar 



1673 1863-S AU58 NGC. Only one die variety is known, with a large 
S mintmark on the reverse that Walter Breen attributed as the 
“Reverse of 1856.” A single known variety is unsurprising, given 
a mintage of only 17,000 coins. The obverse has some curious 
raised die lines behind LIBERTY, near the eye, on the neck, and 
on the bust, visible on several examples that we checked in our 
Permanent Auction Archives. They are reminiscent of those seen 
on the 1884-CC eagle, and may represent damage to the die during 
its long journey from Philadelphia to San Francisco. 

An attractive example, this half eagle has partly lustrous orange- 
gold surfaces that lack any obtrusive abrasions. Small marks are 
scattered, and the strike is precise. NGC has never graded a Mint 
State piece, and it is likely that the AU58 Census mostly comprises 
resubmissions. (#8295) 
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1674 1870-CC AU50 PCGS. The 1870-CC, key to a set of “CC” 
half eagles, is popular and well known due to its status as the 
first issue of this denomination made at this mint. Only 100 or 
so examples are known in all grades, and most are heavily worn. 
About Uncirculated coins such as this AU50 offering are rare, and 
Mint State pieces are nearly unobtainable. 

Deep orange-gold patina imbued with traces of lilac and sky- 
blue resides on the obverse, while the reverse displays bright yellow- 
gold color. Luster is visible in the recessed areas of both sides, and 
the design elements are well defined, save for the usual softness on 
the eagle’s neck. Distributed minute marks do not detract from the 
overall appeal.

Appealing 1870-S Half Eagle, AU53 




1675 1870-S AU53 NGC. Only 17,000 of these coins were struck in 
San Francisco during the year, and few survivors are seen today. 
In fact, the average grade of an example is VF38, far below the 
quality of this example. Modest portions of luster remain on the 
light yellow surfaces of this beauty. The fields are faintly reflective, 
imparting extra eye appeal to this pleasing piece.

1676 1871-CC XF45 PCGS. The 1871-CC is one of the scarcest dates 
in the Liberty Head five dollar series, though pieces through Very 
Fine can be located with little trouble. Extremely Fine and About 
Uncirculated examples will take more searching and patience, and 
Mint State coins are truly rare. The bright yellow-gold surfaces of 
this Choice XF specimen display traces of luster in the recesses, and 
the design elements exhibit nice detail. Minimally abraded for a 
coin that has seen some circulation. (#83 23) 
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Exceptional 1872-CC Five Dollar, AU53 



1677 1872-CC AU53 PCGS.The 1872-CC is one of the rarest half eagles 
from the Carson City Mint. In this regard, Rusty Goe (2003) writes 
that survival percentage estimates are lower than any other date in 
the series, with less than 0.5% extant. Likewise, Goe states that: 
“At the turn of the 21st century, the 1872-CC is the only date 
in the Carson City half eagle series that has not had a specimen 
graded in Mint State condition by either PCGS or NGC.” 

Nearly a decade later neither service has yet to certify a Mint 
State specimen. This makes AU pieces such as the AU53 in 
this lot such a special offering. Attractive peach-gold coloration 
bathes both sides, each of which retains a good amount of luster 
in the recessed areas. As expected, the surfaces reveal a few small 
circulation marks, none of which are bothersome. The star radials 
are strong, as is the wing plumage, but the typically seen softness is 
apparent on portions of Liberty’s hair and on the horizontal shield 
lines and adjacent neck feathers. Nevertheless, this specimen yields

1678 1873-S AU50 PCGS. The 1873-S five dollar was issued to the 
extent of only 31,000 business strikes, and most were heavily 
circulated in the channels of commerce. There are few high- 
grade survivors. This AU50 coin displays apricot-gold color that 
transitions into red-gold in the recesses. The design elements 
are well defined, except that the E in LIBERTY is weak. A few 
light marks are undistracting. Population: 5 in 50, 10 finer (4/09).

Appealing Near-Mint 1874 Five 



1679 1874 AU58 NGC. With just 3,488 business strikes produced, 
the Philadelphia Mint was third in half eagle production for 1874, 
behind both Carson City and San Francisco. This near-Mint piece 
is lustrous yellow-orange with glimmers of watery reflectivity in 
the reverse fields. NGC and PCGS have graded just six Mint State 
coins between them (4/09).(#8333) 


Elusive 1877 Half Eagle, AU53 


1680 1877 AU53 NGC. Ex: Richmond Collection. A well struck piece 
that has almost as much semiprooflike flash in the fields as an 
Uncirculated specimen might possess. Minor marks and hairlines 
limit the grade, but high point wear is minimal. Softness on the 
eagle’s neck feathers appears to be from striking weakness rather 
than wear. A pleasing piece for the grade. This low mintage issue of 
1,152 coins is scarce at any level of preservation. Census: 3 in 53,

1681 1877-CC—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. XF Details. Luster is 
substantial, particularly on the reverse, although the strike is soft 
on Liberty’s curls. Patient rotation finally reveals wispy parallel 
hairlines on each side. A challenging Carson City emission with a 
mintage of only 8,680 pieces.(#8343) 

1682 1877-S AU55 NGC. Aside from minor softness on the eagle’s 
neck and the arrow feathers, this piece is well-defined, with a 
good amount of luster on its lemon-gold surfaces. Lightly worn 
with small, scattered abrasions. A conditionally rare state for this 
low-mintage San Francisco issue. Census: 21 in 55, 11 finer (4/09).

1689 1886 MS66 PCGS. CAC. There are many condition rarities in 
the Liberty gold series, including examples of all denominations. 
The 1886 half eagle is just such a coin, from a mintage of 388,360 
coins, suggesting that it is a rather plentiful date. However, it is 
seldom encountered in higher grades. For example, the finest of 
four Smithsonian Institution pieces is only AU58, according to 
Garrett and Guth.

In their Encyclopedia ofU.S. Gold 
Coins 1795-1933, Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth estimate only 20-30 
examples are extant today in all proof grades. Typically years pass 
between auction appearances. The coin offered here is the first Deep 
Cameo example of this rare date Heritage has handled. An early 
auction appearance occurred in the George Earle Collection (Henry 
Chapman, 6/1912), lot 2432. Chapman noted the issue was “very 
rare, as only a few made.” Collector John M. Clapp is known to have 
purchased an example directly from the Mint in December 1892.

Gorgeous 1915 Gem Five Dollar 



1717 1915 MS65 NGC. The 1915, from a mintage of 588,000 pieces, 
is one of the more common Indian Head half eagles. Mint State 
examples are readily available through the near-Gem level of 
preservation. The certified population drops significantly in MS65, 
and neither NGC or PCGS has seen any specimens finer. 

An exacting strike manifests itself in crisp definition on the 
design elements, and rich apricot-gold patination is imbued with 
splashes of lavender, mint-green, and violet, somewhat more so 
on the obverse. Frosty luster envelops both sides, each of which 
reveals just a few minor marks that barely prevent an even higher 
grade. Census: 37 in 65, 0 finer (4/09).(#8530) 

1718 1915-S MS61 ICG. Like all San Francisco Indian fives, the 1915- 
S is conditionally rare, and Uncirculated examples are coveted. 
This is an unblemished honey-gold representative that has a good 
strike save for the customary incompleteness within the lower 
headdress. (#8531) 


Attractive 1797 Large Eagle Ten, AU53 
Rare BD-3 Variety 



1719 1797 Large Eagle AU53 NGC. Breen-6835, Taraszka-11, BD-3, 
R.5. Mint records indicate 10,940 Capped Bust, Heraldic Eagle 
ten dollar gold pieces were struck in 1797, the first year of the 
design. Four die varieties are known for the year, with one variety 
representing the earlier Small Eagle design. The present coin is 
a representative of the rare BD-3 variety, characterized by the 
short, thin neck on the eagle. In Early US. Gold Coin Varieties, 
John Dannreuther estimates a surviving population of only 40-50 
examples of this variety in all grades. As a date, 1797 eagles have 
been extremely popular with numismatists since the earliest times. 
An example appeared at auction as early as the A.C. Kline Sale (M. 
Thomas & Sons, 6/1855), lot 171. Unfortunately, the cataloger did 
not indicate the die variety of the specimen, as such distinctions 
were unknown at that early date. 

The present coin shows some softness on the central details, but 
the peripheral design elements are sharply defined. The surfaces are 
a pleasing orange-gold color, with no notable distractions. Overall 
eye appeal is impressive.(#8559) 
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Desirable 1797 Heraldic Eagle 
Ten Dollar, BD-2, AU53 



1720 1797 Large Eagle AU53 PCGS. Breen-6834, Taraszka-8, BD-2, 
High R.4. A strong loupe locates a hair-thin die crack from the 
serif of the 7 to the bust, and a radial die crack is at 1 o’clock 
on the reverse. Curiously, this radial crack is unmentioned in 
the Bass-Dannreuther reference, although it is evident on the 
photograph of the Bass-ANA Museum specimen. Four different 
styles of eagles were used on the 1797 ten dollar: the small eagle, 
BD-1, the toucan-beaked large eagle, BD-3, the narrow-necked 
large eagle, BD-2, and the narrow-beak, triangle-necked BD-4. 

This is a partly lustrous example with pleasing surfaces. A few 
faint adjustment marks are concealed within Liberty’s hair. The 
strike is sharp throughout, with only a hint of wear noted on the 
cheek, shoulder, and forehead.(#8559) 



1721 1797 Large Eagle AU55 NGC. Breen-6834, Taraszka-12, BD-2, 
High R.4. The only obverse used with the Large Eagle reverse, 
having 10 stars left and six right. On the reverse, a star touches cloud 
4, whereas in BD-3 and BD-4 the star is distant from cloud 4. 

The present Choice AU offering displays bright brassy-gold 
surfaces that yield a sight greenish cast. Luster resides in the recessed 
areas, and well centered design elements are sharply defined 
throughout, except for softness on the eagle’s breast feathers. A 
few light marks are scattered over both sides, including a faint 
pinscratch running from star 15 into Liberty’s hair. Nevertheless,

Incorrectly designated by PCGS as a 
Large Stars Obverse, although the subtypes are admittedly difficult 
to distinguish. The PCGS code corresponds to “Damage.” The 
right obverse field has the pinscratched letters R and M, and the 
reverse is moderately abraded near the shield corners and on the 
horizontal stripes. Partly lustrous, but likely cleaned at one time.

Impressive 1799 Eagle, BD-7, AU58 




1723 1799 Small Stars Obverse AU58 NGC. Breen-6840, Taraszka-19, 
BD-7, R.3. A large mintage of 37,449 Capped Bust, Heraldic Eagle 
ten dollar gold coins was achieved in 1799. Ten die varieties are 
known for the date, with the present coin representing the BD-7 
variety, distinguished by the tilting numerals 17 in the date and 
the position of star 13 away from the ribbon on the reverse. John 
Dannreuther estimates a surviving population of 250-350 examples 
of this variety in all grades. 

The present coin is an exceptional early Bust ten, and one of 
the most attractive AUs we have seen in some time. This specimen 
has a feature that is extremely desirable on an AU58 coin—it has 
significantly more eye appeal than most low-end but technically 
Uncirculated coins. The striking details are firmly impressed 
throughout (save for a couple of stars on the obverse), and the color 
is an even, light yellow-gold with no trace of the coppery-reddish 
patina so common on these coins. Although there are myriad tiny 
contact marks and abrasions on each side, they seem not to affect 
the bright, remaining luster.(#98562) 
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Choice VF 1800 Ten Dollar, BD-1 



1724 1800 VF35 PCGS. Breen-6842, Taraszka-23, BD-1, High R.3. BD-1 
is the only known variety for 1800 eagles, a better date within this 
coveted gold type. This is a richly detailed example with noticeable 
remaining luster. A small mark is noted on the bust near star 13, a 
few short scratches are clustered below the arrows on the reverse, 
and the obverse rim has a couple of minor dings near 3 o’clock.

Choice XF 1800 Eagle, BD-1 




1725 1800 XF45 PCGS. Breen-6842, Taraszka-23, BD-1, High R.3. The 
only die pairing known for this issue, which the Guide Book records 
as having been struck to the extent of 5,999 pieces. This single 
reverse, featuring the eagle’s beak touching or nearly touching 
star 12 at two points, was also used with obverses dated 1799 and 
1801. Bass-Dannreuther estimate that the actual mintage of this 
variety could have ranged as high as 12,500 coins (likely including 
production in 1799 and 1801), making it an ideal acquisition for a 
type set. This specimen has reddish patina interspersed over each 
side, creating significant contrast against the natural greenish- 
gold color of the gold alloy. There are no mentionable contact 
marks on either side, just light wear consistent with the grade.

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Appealing 1800 Eagle, BD-1, AU58 



1726 1800 AU58 NGC. Breen-6842, Taraszka-23, BD-1, High R.3. 
Only 5,999 Capped Bust, Heraldic Eagle ten dollar gold pieces 
were coined in 1800, and only one variety is known for the date. 
The issue is more available than one would expect from the small 
mintage, with a surviving population of 200-300 examples in all 
grades. The date has been prized by collectors from the early days 
of the hobby, and an example appeared in the Fifth Semi-Annual 
Sale (Woodward, 10/1864), lot 1620. The lot followed an exquisite 
Uncirculated 1799 eagle and Woodward described the coin as, “1800 
Nearly as fine as the last; fine impression and beautiful surface; very 
scarce.” The lot sold for the healthy sum of $23.00 to J.O. Emery. 

Woodward’s lot description might well be used for the present 
coin. This coin is indeed a “fine impression,” with the sharp 
strike imparting crisp definition to the breast feathers above the 
shield. Likewise, this example has a “beautiful surface” with bright, 
semiprooflike fields and luster remaining around the devices. Only 
a scattering of small abrasions on each side and some slight wear on 
the highest points of the design limit the grade.

AU53 Details 1801 Ten Dollar, BD-2 




1727 1801—Scratched—ANACS. AU53 Details. Breen-6843, 
Taraszka-25, BD-2, R.2. The obverse has a few thin marks, the 
most noticeable on Liberty’s neck. The reverse is problem-free 
save for a minute dig near 7 o’clock. This butter-gold type coin is 
designated AU53, but luster dominates all but the open fields, and 
high point wear is negligible.(#8564) 
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AU58 1803 Eagle, BD-5, Star on Cloud 



1728 1803 Extra Star AU58 NGC. Breen-6845, Taraszka-30, BD-5, 
High R.4. Although the BD-5 die marriage was known for decades, 
nobody seemed to notice the extra star embedded in the reverse’s 
rightmost cloud until Harry W. Bass, Jr.’s 1966 discovery. 

In 2006, John Dannreuther estimated that approximately 100 
1803 BD-5 tens have survived. The other Large Reverse Stars 
variety, BD-6, is even rarer, with as few as 10 extant pieces. Six 
different die marriages were used to strike 1803-dated eagles. The 
first four in the emission sequence are of the Small Reverse Stars 
type, and the authors opine that they are twice as plentiful—as a 
group—as their cousins with larger reverse stars. 

This is a sharply defined example that shows even yellow-gold 
color. The surfaces are minimally abraded, and in fact show no 
singularly mentionable marks on either side. Significant quantities 
of mint luster can be seen around the devices.(#88565) 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

1729 1840 XF45 PCGS. Rich orange-gold color with glimmers of luster 
remaining close to the rims. Lightly worn with scattered abrasions 
that have surprisingly little effect on the eye appeal. Population: 27 
in 45, 31 finer (4/09).(#8581) 

1730 1841 AU55 NGC. This sharply struck sun-gold example possesses 
noticeable glimpses of prooflike luster. Tiny marks frequent the 
fields and portrait, as often seen on lightly circulated No Motto 
tens. A better date with a small production of 63,131 pieces. 
Census: 28 in 55, 28 finer (4/09).

1731 1842 Small Date AU55 NGC. The small size of the date makes 
the space below the bust seem cavernous.

1732 1844-0 AU55 NGC. The 1844-0 ten dollar is relatively scarce 
in all grades. The Choice AU specimen displays bright yellow-gold 
surfaces that are imbued with traces of reddish-orange, particularly 
on the reverse. Except for light highpoint wear, the design elements 
exhibit good definition. The normal assortment of minor marks are 
noted over each side.(#8591) 


Reflective 1844-0 Ten, AU58 



1733 1844-0 AU58 NGC. Most of the design details on this light 
greenish-gold example are sharp, with slight weakness at the central 
obverse resulting from strike and wear. The fields are noticeably 
reflective. The mintmark shows slight doubling at the left inside 
curve. A rather high production piece for an early New Orleans 
gold coin, but only 16 Mint State examples have been graded by 
NGC and PCGS.

Appealing AU 1846 Eagle 



1734 1846 AU50 NGC. This pre-California Gold Rush issue has 
a mintage of just over 20,000 pieces, and most survivors show 
considerable wear; as Garrett and Guth note, “The typical 1846 
example is only EF or worse. About Uncirculated pieces are 
definitely rare ... .” This yellow-orange piece, though moderately 
marked with a scrape in the right obverse field, exhibits only 
slight rub on the high points.

1735 1846 AU53 NGC. CAC. The typical 1846 ten is in VF or XF 
condition.

A 
well struck coin, revealing a scattering of minute marks. Census: 8

1740 1859 AU53 PCGS. An original lemon-gold representative that 
has substantial luster and a few marks typical of the denomination 
in AU. An unheralded but very scarce antebellum Philadelphia 
issue. Only 16,093 pieces were struck, and PCGS has certified 
just one as Mint State. Population: 8 in 53, 15 finer (4/09).

1741 1860-S Fine 12 NGC. Though well-worn, this coin has a pleasing 
appearance with relatively few abrasions on the surfaces, dusky 
yellow-gold with deepening to violet around the peripheral devices. 
A desirable survivor from a San Francisco issue of just 5,000 pieces. 
Census: 1 in 12, 16 finer (4/09).(#8632) 



Appealing AU 1866-S No Motto Eagle 


1742 1866-S No Motto AU50 PCGS. The various No Motto 1866-S 
issues are celebrated as the last of their kind, and the eagle, mintage 
8,500 pieces, is no exception. The still-lustrous fields of this piece 
are lightly abraded with a mix of butter-yellow and canary-gold 
shadings. Great quality relative to the population; PCGS has graded 
only two AU50 pieces and just three finer (4/09).(#8644) 


Rare AU55 1866 Ten Dollar 


1736 1852-0 AU58 NGC. This issue had a scant mintage of just 
18,000 pieces, which was many times lower than the previous year’s 
New Orleans Mint production of 263,000 coins. This conditionally 
rare, appealing near-Mint example has even khaki-gold toning over 
both sides. There are no severe marks, but a few wispy hairlines are 
noted in the fields. Census: 7 in 58, 2 finer (4/09).(#8609) 


Mint State 1856 Liberty Eagle 




1737 1856 MS60 NGC. A better No Motto issue with a mintage of 
just 60,490 pieces. Most certified examples are in AU grades, and 
Uncirculated representatives are rare. The present Mint State coin 
is well struck aside from the high-relief stars. Field abrasions are 
surprisingly close to absent, and only a few tiny ticks on Liberty’s 
neck and mouth merit passing comment. The luster is vivacious. 
Census: 13 in 60, 14 finer (4/09).(#8619) 


1738 1856-S AU50 PCGS. Well struck overall with dusky orange-gold 
color and strong eye appeal for the grade. Minor dots of alloy and 
scattered abrasions are present on each side. Population: 23 in 50,

1743 1866 AU55 NGC. The 1866, from a mintage of 3,750 circulation 
strikes, is rare in About Uncirculated grades and virtually 
unobtainable in Mint State. The yellow-gold surfaces of this 
Choice AU example displays mildly prooflike fields and sharply 
defined design motifs. Distributed light marks do not disturb.

Low Mintage 1871-S Eagle, AU53 


1739 1857 AU50 PCGS. Strong central detail with considerable 
flashy luster remaining in the fields. This lightly circulated coin is 
generally pale yellow-orange with an allow dot between star 5 and 
the rim. Population: 21 in 50, 14 finer (4/09).(#8622) 


1744 1871-S AU53 NGC. The AU53 grade designation seems to have 
been reasonably applied to this example. It is not quite as lustrous 
as the average AU55 specimen, but it shows slightly better detail 
than the typical AU50 coin. Boldly struck with only small marks 
on each side. Garrett and Guth observe that this issue is scarcer 
than expected, based upon the mintage figure of 16,500 pieces.

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Rare 1872-CC Ten Dollar, AU55 



1745 1872-CC AU55 NGC. Some controversy exists over the mintage 
of the 1872-CC ten dollar. Walter Breen (1988) and the 2009 Guide 
Book report 4,600 pieces; Rusty Goe (2003) gives a figure of 5,500; 
and Douglas Winter (2001) says 5,908. Regardless of which figure 
one chooses to believe, the 1872-CC is considered one of the rarest 
Carson City eagles, both in terms of absolute and condition rarity. 

NGC and PCGS have certified only 99 examples of this issue in 
all levels of preservation, with the modal grade in the XF40-XF45 
range. Thirty pieces fall into the AU spectrum, and none are rated 
Mint State. 

The peach-gold surfaces of this Choice AU specimen are 
accented in reddish-gold and sky-blue, and display traces of luster 
in the protected areas. A better-than-average strike leaves relatively 
strong detail on the design elements. All stars, for example, show 
sharp radials; they are flat on many specimens. Only the hair over 
Liberty’s ear and the right (facing) claw reveal the usual softness. 
Evenly distributed light marks are in line with a large gold coin that 
saw brief circulation.

1746 1872-S AU55 NGC. Between a low mintage of 17,300 pieces 
and a high attrition rate, the 1872-S eagle is part of a long string of 
conditionally rare San Francisco tens. This piece shows only light 
rub on faintly abraded but still-lustrous yellow-orange surfaces. 
NGC has graded 13 finer examples (4/09).(#8665) 


1747 1873-S VF35 NGC. An appealing Choice VF example of this 
elusive San Francisco ten dollar issue, one of only 12,000 pieces 
struck. Luminous yellow-orange surfaces show only a few readily 
perceptible abrasions. (#8668) 


Attractive 1874-CC Ten Dollar, AU53 



1748 1874-CC AU53 NGC. The 1874'CC is relatively easy to locate 
in grades through Extremely Fine. Its availability declines in About 
Uncirculated, and a mere two Mint State pieces have been certified 
to date (4/09). The brass-gold surfaces of this AU53 coin retain 
considerable luster. Generally well defined, though the obverse 
center is typically soft. The small marks scattered about are not as 
frequent or severe than usually found.(#8670) 
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Exceptional 1875-CC Eagle, AU53, Rare So Fine 



1749 1875-CC AU53 PCGS. Variety 1-A, attributed by a lump on 
the right arm of the Y in LIBERTY. While most Carson City 
collectors are aware of the absolute rarity of the 1875-CC, few 
ever get the chance to appreciate the condition scarcity of this key 
issue. Extremely Fine specimens are about the best quality that are 
usually seen. About Uncirculated coins are quite scarce, and only 
three Mint State examples are certified. 

Rich orange-gold patina is imbued with occasional splashes of 
lavender, and remnants of yellow-green mint luster can still be seen 
in the recessed areas. While the 1875-CC is the most poorly struck 
eagle from the Carson City Mint, this particular specimen is fairly 
well defined, including the star centers and most of the eagle’s 
plumage. Minor softness is apparent on the typically weak curls 
around the hair and ear of Liberty and on the eagle’s left (facing) 
leg. A few minute contact marks are undistracting. An exceptional 
example of this elusive issue. Population: 10 in 53, 6 finer (4/09).

Well Struck 1876-CC Ten Dollar, AU53 




1750 1876-CC AU53 NGC. The 1876-CC ten dollar has a slightly 
higher survival rate than its low mintage of 4,696 pieces might 
indicate, perhaps resulting from many being saved as a result of 
the 1876 Centennial year. Yet it is difficult to obtain in About 
Uncirculated grades, and no Mint State survivors are known. 

The issue is also difficult to locate with a good strike. Branch 
mint gold expert Douglas Winter wrote in 2001, “the reverse is 
always soft on the neck feathers.” The present piece, however, is 
well defined in this area. Although the overall strike lacks absolute 
definition, the remaining design elements exhibit above-average 
detail, and the yellow-gold surfaces display myriad pockets of luster. 
A few hair-thin marks on the obverse merit passing mention, 
while the reverse is surprisingly minimally unabraded, given the 
hardships of Old West commerce.

1751 1877 AU58 NGC. A minuscule 797 eagles were minted in 1877. 
NGC and PCGS have certified only 60 examples in all grades, 
attesting to the issue’s rarity. A mere three pieces rate Mint State, 
none higher than MS61. The yellow-gold surfaces of this near- 
Mint State specimen retain luster in the recessed areas and exhibit 
well defined devices. Scattered surface and rim marks are minor.

Important Choice XF 1877-CC Eagle 



1752 1877-CC XF45 PCGS. The 1877-CC eagle, a low-mintage issue 
of just 3,332 pieces, is arguably underrated by today’s collectors; 
this is likely a byproduct of how infrequently it is offered, since 
a glance at the Permanent Auction Archives shows just over a 
dozen prior appearances, far fewer than for many other Carson 
City issues. This well-defined example is modestly abraded, with 
considerable reflective luster remaining in the sun-yellow fields. 
Great eye appeal for the grade. Population: 8 in 45, 12 finer (4/09).

Scarce, Low-Mintage 1878-CC Ten, XF40 




1753 1878-CC XF40 NGC. With the second-lowest mintage figure 
in the series of only 3,244 pieces, it is not surprising that the 
1878-CC is one of the rarest Carson City eagles. It, like many 
of its predecessors, is also known for poor striking details. At the 
XF40 level, this coin is just outside the Condition Census for the 
issue, with most examples typically grading VF. The surfaces are 
bright with a reddish tinge. The most noticeable surface flaws are a 
shallow planchet flake out of the obverse next to star 2, and a small 
cluster of pinprick marks by star 4.(#8681) 



1754 1879 MS63 PCGS. Although the 1879 is more available in Mint 
State than prior dates, it is seen less often than the high-mintage 
1880-1882 issues. Select examples with smooth surfaces and full 
luster are seldom encountered. This boldly struck representative 
has apricot-gold color and a splendidly smooth reverse. Population:

1755 1880-0 AU53 NGC. The New Orleans Mint reopened in 1879 
to coin silver dollars, but eagles were also produced at the facility 
annually through 1883. The 1880 ten dollar emission was just 
9,200 pieces. This is a bright example with excellent peripheral 
luster and a small number of marks on Liberty’s neck. (#8689) 


Sharp 1882-CC Eagle, AU53 



1756 1882-CC AU53 PCGS. The mintage of Carson City eagles in 
1882 (6,764 pieces) dropped considerably from the previous two 
years. This issue is mostly available in Extremely Fine. About 
Uncirculated pieces can be located with patience, and Mint State 
coins are extremely rare, with just three certified examples. While 
softness is visible in the hair at Liberty’s ear, the remaining design 
features exhibit a much better-than-average strike. Peach-gold 
surfaces retain luster in the protected areas. A couple of milling 
marks are noted under Liberty’s chin.(#8696) 


1757 1883-CC AU50 PCGS. Golden-orange and greenish areas 
compete for turf on this lustrous AU eagle. Garrett and Guth say 
that even AU coins of this issue are rare, despite a mintage that is 
nearly twice that of the previous year. This is a well-struck piece, 
and the presence of a single small dark toning spot above the 1 in 
the date does not detract from the broad appeal. (#8700) 

1758 1890-CC AU58 NGC. Well struck and highly lustrous, with 
lovely orange-gold toning and flashy semiprooflike reflectivity in 
the fields. Trivial marks are seen on each side, and high point wear 
is only found directly above the ear on the obverse. A popular issue 
with an original mintage of just 17,500 coins.(#8718) 
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Bold, Unworn 1890-CC Eagle 


1759 1890-CC MS60 NGC. A boldly impressed and unworn 
representative of this Carson City eagle issue, one of two lower- 
mintage dates in that Western mint’s abbreviated run of ten dollar 
coins struck in the 1890s. Each side has warm yellow-gold luster 
with peach influences. The obverse shows scattered fine abrasions, 
while the reverse shows a dig above the claw gripping the arrows. 
(#8718) 


Sharply Impressed 1890-CC Eagle, MS61 



1760 1890-CC MS61 PCGS. Yellow-gold surfaces are laced with traces 
of orange-tan and mint-green and exhibit well above-average 
striking definition, including the star centers, the hair curls at 
Liberty’s face, and the eagle’s neck feathers—all areas that are 
typically weak. Distributed contact marks, a usual characteristic of 
1890-CC survivors, limit the grade.(#8718) 

1761 1891-CC MS62 NGC. The yellow-gold lustrous surfaces of this 
CC-mint representative exhibit sharply struck design elements. An 
overall attractive piece despite some minute surface and rim marks 
that limit the grade.(#8720) 

1762 1892-CC AU58 PCGS. An attractive near-Mint State example 
of this popular Carson City gold eagle. Well struck with only 
faint wear noted on the high points, and few marks. Apricot-gold 
luster remnants and pale gray-green toning are seen on each side. 
Population: 20 in 58, 22 finer (4/09).(#8722) 


Important Near-Gem 1892-CC Ten Dollar 



1763 1892-CC MS64 NGC. Unlike its ‘91-CC predecessor, the 1892- 
CC is rare in Mint State. It becomes very rare at the MS63 level, 
with only two pieces certified at PCGS and none at NGC. Both 
services combined have graded only four examples as MS64, and 
none have been certified finer. 

This impressive piece has lustrous sun-gold surfaces and 
impressive aesthetic appeal. The surfaces display only minimal 
grazes. The upper portion of the reverse is lightly die doubled, 
especially at the tops of the letters in the motto.

1764 1893-CC XF40 PCGS. Dusky orange-gold color with glimmers of 
luster visible in the fields. Well struck in the centers with modest,

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1765 1893-CC AU53 PCGS. In its final year of coining, Carson City 
struck only 14,000 eagles, only a fraction of the quantity produced 
in the two immediately preceding years. Examples are scarce in all 
grades, and only a handful of pieces have been certified as Mint 
State. This representative has seen light circulation, but the butter- 
gold surfaces display ample luster, and the only remotely relevant 
mark is a minor obverse rim nick at 3:30. In a green label holder.

1766 1899-0 MS62 PCGS. Excellent detail in the centers with lustrous 
sun-yellow fields. Wispy abrasions are present on each side, and an 
abrasion is noted at Liberty’s lower jaw.

Conditionally Rare 1899-0 Eagle, MS63 



1767 1899-0 MS63 PCGS. CAC. A surprisingly scarce issue that is a 
condition rarity in higher Mint State grades. For example NGC 
and PCGS have combined to grade just 17 as MS63 and only six 
finer pieces. This specimen has satiny honey-gold luster with bold 
design definition and a few scattered marks that prevent a higher 
grade. Population: 10 in 63, 3 finer (4/09).(#8743) 


1768 1901-0 MS62 PCGS. Crisply detailed with tasteful apricot 
accents at the otherwise sun-yellow fields. Minimally abraded for 
the grade and housed in a green label holder. PCGS has graded 60 
finer pieces (4/09).(#8748) 


1769 1901-S MS66 PCGS. CAC. An absolutely stunning Premium 
Gem, this Liberty eagle is just shy of the finest that PCGS has ever 
graded. They have only certified two pieces in higher grades. The 
frosty and fully brilliant yellow surfaces have a hint of olive-gold 
toning close to the borders, and a small splash of deep orange at the 

final l.(#8749) 


Scarce Choice 1903 Ten Dollar 




1770 1903 MS64 PCGS. A precise strike, sweeping luster, and original 
canary-gold toning confirm the quality of this lower mintage Liberty 
ten. The reverse is splendidly smooth, and the obverse has only 
scattered faint grazes. Much scarcer in this grade than its S-mint 
counterpart. Population: 45 in 64, 1 finer (4/09).(#8752) 



Elusive Premium Gem 1905 Eagle 


1771 1905 MS66 NGC. Powerfully struck with attractive orange-gold 
coloration throughout. Luster sweeps across the uncommonly 
unabraded fields and devices. A relatively low mintage of 200,900 
pieces contributes to the high grade rarity of this date. Census: 13

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PROOF LIBERTY EAGLES 



1772 1882 PR64 Cameo NGC. Proof 1882 ten dollar gold coins, which 
saw a mintage of 40 pieces, are very rare. Most gold specialists put 
the number of extant examples at 12 to 15. NGC and PCGS have 
certified a total of 15 specimens, a number of which are probably 
resubmitted coins.

1774 1904 PR60 NGC. CAC. Of the 1904, Walter Breen wrote, 
“Proofs have a high date slanting down to the right. Possibly

field reflectivity help confirm the specimen status of the present 
example. Scattered tiny marks confirm non-numismatic storage at 
one time. An opportunity to acquire an affordable yet unimpaired

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Extraordinary 1905 Eagle, PR65 Cameo 



1775 1905 PR65 Cameo NGC. Only 86 proof Liberty Head eagles 
were minted in 1905. The issue is one of the least available 
proofs of the 20th century, with perhaps half of the original 
mintage surviving today. The present coin is a spectacular 
example whose visual appeal appears to deserve an even higher 
grade. The surfaces are a rich yellow-gold, and a discernible 
element of contrast is present between the devices and the 
reflective fields. Intense contrast is rare on proofs of the 
early 20th century, and pieces worthy of the coveted Cameo 
designation are quite rare.

Wire Rim, MS65 




1776 1907 Wire Rim MS65 NGC. The 1907 Wire Rim coins 
(here described by NGC as “Wire Edge”) are the ten dollar 
counterpart to the MCMVII Ultra High Relief double eagle 
coins, in that they are the most faithful representation of Saint- 
Gaudens’ (and Roosevelt’s) artistic vision for the denomination. 
Like the Ultra High Relief, they were completely unsuitable 
for high-speed coinage production, but were produced to suit 
President Roosevelt’s whims over his “pet crime.” 

Garrett and Guth say concerning the issue, “The extreme 
outer rim on this coin rises to a sharp edge. Unfortunately, 
these coins cannot be stacked more than two or three high 
before they fall over, making them unsuitable for commercial 
purposes. In defense of Mint officials, the Wire Rim was only 
struck to show the design and test its usefulness. They have a 
curious finish that resembles the satin finish on certain Proofs, 
and which is quite unlike that seen on the coins produced for 
circulation in later years.” 

The later circulation version of the issue, cobbled up by Mint 
Engraver Charles Barber, features a rounded rim that allowed 
stacking of the coins, but while the feather ends are strengthened, 
the central details of Liberty’s hair and the eagle are softer. 

Although the Ultra High Relief was produced only to 
the extent of a handful of pieces, the production of the Wire 
Rim 1907 eagle is recorded at 500 coins—most of which were 
saved—and today specimens are always available for a price. 
The present example shows the characteristic bright yellow 
satiny finish, with full articulation in the central design and 
considerable evidence of a knifelike wire rim on both sides. 
A couple of contact marks on the obverse near the rim at 9 
o’clock, and one in the reverse right field, appear to limit a 
finer grade, but this remarkably attractive coin offers plenty of 
eye appeal.

1786 1910 MS67 NGC. The 1910 Indian Head eagle enjoys great 
popularity with type collectors, due to its ready availability in 
all grades up to the Gem level. The business strike mintage of 
318,500 pieces was substantial, but pales in comparison with the 
2.3 million pieces coined by the Denver Mint in the same year. 
Paradoxically, the Denver issue is only marginally more available 
than its Philadelphia counterpart. Philadelphia eagles of 1910 
seem to have been selectively saved by some circumstance not 
understood by numismatists today. However, coins at the Superb 
Gem level are decidedly rare.

The yellow-gold toning 
mingles with appealing accents of pale rose, which further enhance 
the splendid eye appeal. Well struck throughout, with minimal 
surface marks.

With a mintage of 315,000 coins, the 1851-0 twenty had the 
highest production of any double eagle from that Mint, a result of 
California gold mining operations. At the time, New Orleans was

1825 1856-S XF45 PCGS. A pleasing Choice XF S-mint representative. 
Peach-gold surfaces display whispers of apricot, along with luster in 
the recesses. Distributed light marks are visible over each side.

1826 1856-S AU50 PCGS. Luster gently glimmers from protected 
areas, and the surfaces lack the notable abrasions that are often 
encountered on large gold coins. The mintmark was weakly 
punched into the working die, and it is faint although complete.

1827 1856-S AU53 ICG. Soft luster remains in the pale yellow-gold 
fields of this earlier S-mint twenty.

New Orleans in the years before the 
Civil War was one of Americas most populous and fastest-growing 
cities. By 1840 the city at the mouth of the Mississippi, with 
102,000 inhabitants, was the United States’ fourth largest city; 
the largest city in the South; and the largest away from the Eastern 
Seaboard. The establishment of the branch mint at New Orleans 
in 1838 was a testament to the city’s importance as a commercial 
center. However, the thriving economy of antebellum New 
Orleans, and the relatively limited mintages of both gold and silver 
coins (in contrast to the other two branch mints established in 
1838, Charlotte and Dahlonega, which produced only gold coins) 
meant that most coins minted there were apt to be from small to 
moderate productions, with most survivors well circulated. 

In the case of the 1857-0 double eagle, it basks in the reflected 
glow of a great rarity, the 1856-0 double eagle that is one of the 
important keys to the Liberty Head series. The mintage of the 1856- 
O is only 2,250 coins. While the production the following year rose 
to 30,000 coins, most survivors are well circulated, averaging only 
Very Fine to XF. (The average grade for NGC/PCGS-certified 
examples is Choice XF or a bit better.) The surfaces of this high- 
grade example have a pronounced green-gold color, and the 
striking details are strongly brought up throughout. A few abrasions 
are scattered over each side, and traces of mint luster cling to the 
devices. Population: 12 in 55, 6 finer (4/09).(#8921) 


1834 1857-S XF45 PCGS. Though the S.S. Central America Mint 
State coins now attract more attention, circulated examples of the 
1857-S twenty are still in demand. This yellow-orange example 
is lightly abraded with a degree of alloy visible on the obverse. 
(#8922) 

1835 1857-S XF45 PCGS. An example of the “Bold S” Variety 20B, 
as designated by Robert Evans in his July 2000 Numismatist article. 
This reverse die was used to coin many 1857-S double eagles 
recovered from the S.S. Central America , although the origins of 
the present coin are unknown. A problem-free Choice XF example 
with smooth surfaces and noticeable luster.(#8922)

1836 1857-S Spiked Shield MS64 NGC. Ex: S.S. Central America. 
SSCA 3395. A gorgeous near-Gem that combines immense luster 
with a strong strike. Sun-yellow and pale straw-gold surfaces show 
few overt abrasions, and the eye appeal is strong. Overall, a great 
example of this historic shipwreck issue. Comes with box and

1839 1858 XF45 PCGS. Whispers of apricot visit the yellow-gold 
surfaces of this nicely defined twenty dollar. The expected number 
of contact marks occurs over each side. (#8923) 

1840 1858-S—Rim Filed, Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF40. This yellow-gold example displays ample luster within 
protected areas. The left obverse has a few thin pinscratches, and 
both sides are moderately abraded from light circulation. Faint rim 
filing is noted near 5 o’clock on the reverse. (#8925) 

1841 1858-S AU53 PCGS. Deep orange-gold color with lively luster 
remaining in the fields. Well-defined central devices show only 
light wear and minor, scattered abrasions. (#8925) 

1842 1859—Tooled, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. 

The obverse is whizzed, and both sides are hairlined from cleaning. 
Struck from moderately rotated dies. Only 43,597 pieces were 
struck, and few of those were set aside.

1843 1859-0—Altered Surfaces—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 

Among O-mint twenties, the 1859-0 ranks fourth, after the 
legendary 1854-0 and 1856-0 and more closely behind the 1855- 
O. Only 9,100 pieces were originally struck and the survival ratio is 
impressively low, with perhaps fewer than 100 pieces known in all 
grades. Glossy orange-gold and steel-blue surfaces have had nearly 
all of the semireflective luster buffed away, and a smattering of light 
pock marks remains on the obverse.(#8927) 

1844 1860 AU55 NGC. Luster emanates from the recesses of this 
yellow-gold Choice AU. Distributed minute marks are visible over 
both sides, each of which exhibits nicely defined design motifs. A 
spot is seen on the upper right part of the shield. (#8929) 

1845 1860-S VF30 NGC. This softly struck Type One double eagle 
shows light to moderate wear, though the remaining luster in 
the light yellow-gold fields is impressive. A vertical abrasion cuts 
through the glory on the reverse. (#8931)

1846 1860-S AU55 NGC. The 1860-S double eagle is rare in Mint 
State, a fact little changed by the recent recovery of the S.S. 
Republic treasure. While the present piece shows light wear on the 
hair and wingtips, substantial luster remains, particularly on the 
reverse. Occasional moderate marks are commensurate with its

1848 1861 XF45 PCGS. Mildly prooflike orange-gold luster visits many 
portions of this moderately circulated Civil War twenty.

1849 1861 AU58 NGC. Though this Type One issue has a mintage of 
nearly 3 million pieces it also experienced heavy attrition, and only 
a small fraction of those coins survive today in higher grades. This 
attractive near-Mint State piece, well struck with strongly lustrous 
gold-orange fields, shows modest friction on the highest parts of the 
design and light, scattered marks across each side.(#8932) 

1850 1861-S XF40 PCGS. Luster glimmers from design recesses of this 
originally toned canary-gold Type One twenty. Small marks are 
scattered, but none individually distract. Housed in a green label 
holder. (#8935) 
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High-Grade 1861-S Paquet Reverse Twenty 
Rarest S-Mint Double Eagle, AU53 


1851 1861-S Paquet AU53 PCGS. In late 1860, Anthony Paquet 
produced a new style reverse die for the double eagle. Paquet’s 
design was characterized by taller, thinner letters in the 
peripheral inscriptions and a narrow reverse rim. Dies were 
shipped to the branch mints at New Orleans and San Francisco 
(four pairs), and production commenced at Philadelphia 
on January 5, 1861. Unfortunately, the narrow rim caused 
problems in the striking process, and Mint Director James 
Ross Snowden ordered a halt to production with the new dies. 
Messages were immediately sent to New Orleans and San 
Francisco to cancel production at those facilities. The message 
to New Orleans arrived by telegraph in a timely manner, and 
no coins were minted there. The situation in San Francisco was 
more complicated, as the telegraph lines were only completed 
as far as St. Joseph, Missouri. From that point, the message was 
carried by overland express. Snowden’s instructions did not 
reach San Francisco until February 2, 1861. Production was 
halted immediately, but 19,250 double eagles had already been 
coined, using two of the new reverse dies, in the time required 
for Snowden’s directive to reach authorities in San Francisco. 

The coins struck in this time period were paid out to 
customers and circulated readily in the local economy, or were 
shipped overseas. Today, approximately 200 examples of this 
romantic issue survive, making it the rarest double eagle of the 
San Francisco Mint. 

Little notice was taken of the Paquet reverse in contemporary 
numismatic circles. While two specimens of the Philadelphia 
Paquet Reverse double eagle appeared in various auction catalogs 
over the years, no example of a San Francisco double eagle with 
this reverse was mentioned in any auction catalog of the 19th 
century. The only mention of this issue in the numismatic press 
was in the July 1895 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics. 
An example came to light in Nathan M. Kaufman’s collection, 
which was formed in the later part of the 19th century, but there 
is no indication that he noticed the difference between his coin 
and the regular-issue 1861-S double eagles. All knowledge of 
the San Francisco Paquet Reverse double eagles eventually 
faded from the numismatic community. 

Numismatists were startled when an 1861-S double eagle 
with a strange reverse was discovered under an old barn in Hull, 
Texas in 1937. Initially believed to be unique, the coin was 
widely publicized and discussed. With heightened awareness of 
the issue, numismatists began to discover more examples. Today 
approximately 200 pieces are known, all in circulated grades. 

With respect to grade, the present coin is in the top 20% 
of surviving examples. A few specimens have been certified at 
the AU58 level, but no Mint State coins are known. The coin 
exhibits gentle, even wear on the high points, with a minimum 
of abrasions and no serious problems. Attractive yellow-gold 
color suffuses the surfaces, with hints of rose in the fields. We 
expect spirited competition for this scarce and elegant prize. 
Population: 10 in 53, 5 finer (4/09).(#8936) 
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1852 1862—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Despite 
a mintage of less than 100,000 pieces, the 1862 double eagle’s 
scarcity is underappreciated by series collectors. For example, 
NGC has certified only 51 pieces in all grades, several of which are 
surely resubmissions. A wispy pinscratch is observed above TWE in 
TWENTY, and the surfaces are lightly cleaned, but hints of luster 
outline the letters and devices.

1853 1862-S AU55 NGC* Considerable luster remains on both sides 
of this pleasing green-gold example.

At one time 
considered a major rarity in AU or better grades, the 1862-S is now 
easily available due to discoveries of the S.S. Brother Jonathan and 
S.S. Republic treasures.(#8938) 

1854 1863—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A polished 
piece that has a couple of unobtrusive contact marks on each side. 
Mint luster remains in protected areas. An underappreciated low 
mintage issue, the 1863 is scarce in all grades.

1855 1863-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Glossy 
from an ill-advised wipe, but luster emerges from protected areas. 
Bagmarks are noted near the T in TWENTY and the obverse rim 
at 8 o’clock. Struck during the Civil War, although California was 
isolated from the traumas of the conflict. (#8940) 

1856 1864-S XF40 ANACS. A mildly bright yellow-gold example of 
this popular issue, struck during the Civil War but thousands of 
miles from the battlefields of Virginia. A moderate obverse rim 
ding at 2:30 merits only passing mention.(#8942) 

1857 1865 AU50 NGC. From canary to lemon-gold, this lightly worn 
piece runs the range of yellow. Minimally marked with considerable 
variety for this Civil War-era issue.(#8943)

1858 1865 AU58 NGC. The mint luster is nearly complete and the 
strike is crisp throughout. The surfaces reveal some small abrasions, 
but do not significantly detract from the coin’s overall eye appeal. 
Prior to the discovery of the S.S. Republic, this issue was generally 
only seen in VF and XF condition. That discovery put more than 
300 AU to Gem pieces on the market. (#8943) 
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Condition Census 1866-S No Motto 
Liberty Double Eagle, Lustrous AU58 
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1859 1866-S No Motto AU58 PCGS. The year 1866 saw the addition of the motto IN GOD WE TRUST to the double 
eagle denomination, a result of the upsurge in religious belief during the Civil War. Although the two cent piece had 
featured the motto since its debut in 1864, it would be two more years before the double eagle design would be revised 
to include it. It must be remembered that all die production for the branch mints, until the latter part of the 20th 
century, was done at the Mother Mint in Philadelphia. So it was no problem to incorporate the reference to God on 
P-mint dies; San Francisco, on the other hand, had to either wait for new dies, or reuse an old reverse die. According to 
Breen’s Complete Encyclopedia, six 1866'dated obverses were shipped from Philadelphia in November 1865, but the new 
reverses bearing IN GOD WE TRUST were not shipped until March 1866. Meanwhile, in February 1866, a mintage of 
double eagles was accomplished with the obverse dies paired with reused leftover dies from 1865. 

The mintage of No Motto 1866-S double eagles has been estimated at 120,000 coins. Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth 
commented in 2006 concerning the issue: 

“The Without Motto [compared to the 1866-S With Motto] is by far the rarest. It is actually one of the rarest double 
eagles of this type. Nearly all of the coins seen of the date are very well worn or heavily bagmarked. There are probably 
no more than 200 examples known in all grades. Extremely Fine pieces are rare, and in About Uncirculated the issue 
is considered a major rarity. Even by today’s more liberal standards, there are no known Mint State examples. Both the 
Bass and Smithsonian specimens grade just Extremely Fine.” 

Since then, there have been a few pieces certified in the lower Mint State grades, although AU58 examples such as the present 
coin are tied for the lower end of the Condition Census. Specifically, NGC has certified three examples, one each in MS60, MS61, 
and MS62. PCGS has graded one single coin MS60. As always, those data are subject to duplications and crossovers. 

Heritage since 2006 has handled three examples, all certified AU58 PCGS, in its Signature Auctions: 

—Central States, 4/2006, lot 4217, which realized $172,500; 

—2007 FUN, 1/2007, lot 3717, which brought $195,500; and 
—2008 FUN, 1/2008, lot 3317, which garnered $149,500. 

The present piece, as far as we can determine from photographs in our Permanent Auction Archives, duplicates none 
of the above pieces and thus becomes the fourth of the five examples certified in AU58 at PCGS (and again, that service 
has only certified a single coin finer, in MS60). As expected for a lightly circulated gold coin from the Old West, the 
surfaces show some abrasions. The most mentionable are a pair in front of Fiberty’s nose, in the obverse field between star 
2 and Liberty’s mouth, between stars 12 and 13, and a mark below the eagle’s right (facing) wing. Those marks will serve 
as pedigree identifiers. In keeping with the AU58 grade, there is almost complete mint luster found throughout both sides, 
and the light, attractive reddish patina further enhances the appeal.(#8945) 
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1860 1866 AU58 PCGS. CAC. The beginning of the With Motto or 
Type Two design, represented here by a fantastically lustrous near- 
Mint survivor. The sun-yellow fields are vibrant, and the central 
devices are well struck for the issue, if a trifle softly defined on 
the hair below the coronet. Modest friction on the high points 
accounts for the grade, but the eye appeal is fantastic. Population: 
50 in 58, 18 finer (4/09).(#8949) 


1861 1867 XF45 PCGS* Golden-green patina dominates both sides, 
accented with wisps of orange and lavender. High-point wear does 
not significantly subtract from the detail of the devices. Lightly 
marked throughout. (#8951) 

1862 1867-S VF35 NGC. Attractive yellow-gold patination is laced 
with traces of light tan. Well defined, save for high-point wear. 
Scattered small marks are in line with a large gold coin that has 
seen some circulation. (#895 2) 

1863 1867-S XF45 AN ACS. This sun-gold double eagle has its share 
of scintillating luster, although the surfaces display myriad small 
abrasions. The reverse rim appears to have a trace of filing at 1 
o’clock.(#8952) 

1864 1867-S AU53 PCGS. Although the mintage of the 1867-S 
fails to stand out, the issue is surprisingly rare in Mint State, 
and even AU pieces are scarce. This yellow-gold double eagle 
has substantial luster and no more than usual number of small 
abrasions. (#8952) 


Desirable AU55 1867-S Double Eagle 




1865 1867-S AU55 NGC. A rich yellow-orange example of this 
conditionally elusive issue. Only moderately abraded aside from 
a scuff beneath the right (facing) wing. The 1867-S was struck 
too late to participate in the various shipwreck hoards, yet was 
delivered prior to the large-scale export of gold coins to Europe, 
where they survived as bullion reserves.(#8952) 


1866 1868 XF45 NGC. The tan-gold fields remain subtly luminous on 
this Choice XF coin. Despite the light, even wear across each side, 
overt abrasions are few. A great example of an issue with a five- 
figure mintage. (#8953) 

1867 1868 XF45 PCGS. Golden-orange and aquamarine ensure 
the originality of this better date double eagle. No abrasions are 
consequential save for one bagmark just above the eagle’s right 
(facing) wing. (#8953) 

1868 1868-S XF45 NGC. Pale straw-gold surfaces retain considerable 
luster despite the wear evident on the softly struck central devices. 
The obverse shows light abrasions but the reverse is comparatively 
clean. (#8954) 

1869 1868-S AU53 PCGS. The straw-gold fields and devices are 
unblemished, and the rims have only a solitary minor ding, on the 
obverse at 1 o’clock. A loupe reveals a mildly mattelike finish, as 

made. (#8954) 

1870 1869 AU50 PCGS. Sun-gold throughout aside from a few 
russet freckles near STATES. The remaining luster is substantial. 
Only a brief dig on the field near the nosetip merits mention. 

(#8955) 

1871 1869-S XF45 PCGS. Glimmers of luster percolate beneath rich 
original green-gold toning. Small field marks are scattered but are 
individually inconsequential. (#8956) 

1872 1870—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. This is 
a generally lustrous better date double eagle, a bit bright from 
cleaning and with a few typical marks but nonetheless attractive. 
Only 155,185 pieces were struck at Philadelphia in 1870, too 
late for shipwreck hoards and too early to appear regularly within 
European bank hoards.(#8957) 

1873 1870-S AU55 PCGS. Luster covers the reverse and brightens 
portions of the obverse. Customary for lightly circulated large 
diameter gold coins, small to moderate marks are seen throughout.

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Coveted AU 1871-CC Double Eagle 



1874 1871-CC AU50 NGC. 1871 was the second year of double 
eagle production at Carson City, and though 17,387 coins were 
minted, it is a challenging issue. As Garrett and Guth (2006) 
note, “By a large margin, the 1871-CC double eagle is the second- 
rarest Carson City issue. The mintage is small, and most of 
the production was destined for circulation in Nevada and the 
surrounding areas. Circulation is the key word, as most of the coins 
found of this issue are well worn and heavily bagmarked.” 

Pockets of luster dominate this moderately abraded straw-gold 
example. Despite a brief trip through the pockets and cash drawers 
of Old West commerce, wear is slight, and there are no singularly 
significant marks. This is an important Carson City double eagle, 
perfect for the advanced gold collection.(#8961) 


Exceptional 1871-CC Twenty, AU55 



1875 1871-CC AU55 NGC. Following a limited production of 3,789 
double eagles in its debut year of 1870, the Carson City Mint 
increased the mintage the following year to 17,387 pieces. As with 
most of the Carson City and San Francisco double eagles coined in 
the 1870s and 1880s, the entire mintage entered circulation. The few 
high grade (AU and Mint State) pieces known today have survived 
purely by chance. The lower-quality survivors are usually heavily 
abraded or damaged, placing even more emphasis on AU pieces. 

The current NGC Census Report indicates that quite a few 
pieces have been certified in higher grades, 27 at last count. 
That figure undoubtedly includes quite a few resubmissions. For 
comparison, PCGS has never graded an example finer than AU55. 
Of the 27 finer NGC “coins” (but actually certification events), 21 
grade AU58, and only six are MS60 or finer. We suggest an actual 
census that includes three or four Mint State pieces, perhaps 11 
AU58 coins, and probably no more than 15 AU55 pieces. 

With its pleasing light yellow color and wispy orange patina, 
this specimen is typical of most, showing moderate abrasions on 
each side but lacking any damage. Flints of prooflike surface remain 
visible in the protected areas around the devices. The strike is 
sharp, with slight weakness only near the borders. It is exceptional, 
ranking among the top three dozen known examples. Census: 24 in 
55, 27 finer (4/09).(#8961) 
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Rare 1871-CC Double Eagle, AU58 




1876 1871-CC AU58 NGC. The low-mintage 1871-CC is the 
second-rarest Carson City double eagle, both in overall rarity 
and high grade rarity, trailing only the 1870-CC (Douglas 
Winter, 2001, p. 150). The 2009 Guide Bool c reports that 17,387 
pieces were struck, although Rusty Goe in The Mint on Carson 
Street says mint records report 14,687 coins. When available, 
the 1871-CC usually grades Very Fine to Extremely Fine. It is 
scarce in the low and mid levels of About Uncirculated and 
rare in AU58. The certified Mint State population currently 
numbers a mere six specimens (4/09). 

A primary factor underlying the 1871-CC’s rarity is the 
nature of double eagle circulation at the time. While other, 
later Carson City double eagle issues were used in international 
trade and stored in vaults for years or even decades at a time, 
the earliest CC-mint twenties, including the 1870 and 1871 
issues, circulated extensively in the channels of commerce in 
and around Nevada. This makes substantially worn and heavily 
abraded coins the rule rather than the exception, and the 
collector who expects to find an attractive 1871-CC double 
eagle quickly and easily will be disappointed. 

This near-Mint State representative offers excellent eye 
appeal for the issue, with lemon-gold surfaces that show 
considerable luster and only a trace of friction. The design 
features exhibit relatively strong definition, except that a 
couple of star centers and portions of Liberty’s hair are soft. 
Some reverse die breaks are visible on the scroll, one of which 
obliterates the E preceding PLURIBUS. Although a number 
of light to moderate surface and rim marks occur on each side, 
the overall eye appeal remains impressive. A coin worthy of 
consideration for the finest Carson City cabinet. (#8961) 
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1877 1872 AU53 NGC. The straw-gold luster is flashy with significant 
reflectivity. Modestly worn on the high points with an assortment of 
marks in the fields and on the well struck devices. (#8963) 


Pleasing 1872-CC Double Eagle, XF40 



1878 1872-CC XF40 NGC. The remaining luster is ample and has a 
subdued honey-gold color. A faint pinscratch is behind the hair 
bun, and the upper reverse has a couple of small contact marks. 
The cheek is slightly glossy. Just 26,900 pieces were struck, none of 
which contemporary numismatists set aside. (#8964) 

1879 1872-S AU58 NGC. Great eye appeal for a near-Mint Type Two 
double eagle. A trifle softly struck on the portrait, but the luster is 
impressive and significant abrasions are few.(#8965) 

1880 1873 Open 3 AU58 NGC. Softly lustrous yellow-gold surfaces 
show whispers of frostiness and a touch of rub. A minimally marked 
example bearing the later Open 3 date logotype.(#8967)

1881 1873-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU58 Details. The reverse of 
this better-date Carson City double eagle has nearly complete 
luster, but the obverse is subdued by a moderate cleaning, and the 
upper left obverse field is somewhat abraded, as is the portrait of 
Liberty. Close 3, as always on this issue. (#8968) 

1882 1874 AU58 NGC. A well-defined near-Mint example with ample 
remaining luster. Lightly marked overall with two more significant 
abrasions on the obverse, one to the left of the coronet and the 
other to the left of Liberty’s lips.(#8970) 

1883 1874 AU58 NGC. Though the hair over Liberty’s ear is weakly 
struck, it shows only slight evidence of friction. Splashes of orange 
color enhance the faint green elements found elsewhere on each 
side. (#8970) 

1884 1874-CC XF40 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces of this Carson 
City representative give off a slight greenish cast. Well defined 
except for portions of Liberty’s hair. A few light to moderate marks 
are not bothersome. (#8971) 

1885 1874-CC XF40 PCGS. Unlike so many Nth century branch mint 
gold coins, the present unblemished Carson City twenty has never 
encountered baking soda, and retains its original pale orange-gold 
color. Aqua-tinged luster clings to design recesses.(#8971) 

1886 1874-CC XF45 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces of this Choice XF 
specimen display traces of reddish-gold luster in the recessed areas. 
The strike is well defined, save for on portions of Liberty’s hair. 
Small marks are distributed over each side, and some grease spots 
are found on the right reverse.(#8971) 


1887 1874-CC XF45 PCGS. Because of the considerable mintage, the 
1874-CC is the first CC-mint double eagle available in any number. 
This piece displays hazy brownish-gold, lightly abraded surfaces and 
traces of luster in the protected areas. Localized softness is visible 
on the design elements, a characteristic of the issue. The reverse 
die is rotated about 25 degrees counterclockwise from the obverse. 
(#8971) 


Condition Scarcity 1874-CC Twenty, AU53 



1888 1874-CC AU53 NGC. The 1874-CC double eagle is readily 
available through the lower levels of AU due to hoards that have 
surfaced in Europe and South America. Higher-level AU coins are 
more difficult to acquire, and Mint State pieces are rare. Traces of 
luster reside in the recesses of this honey-gold AU53 example. Well 
defined save for the usual softness on Liberty’s hair curls. The light 
marks scattered about are not disturbing.(#8971) 


Attractive Choice AU 1874-CC Double Eagle 


1889 1874-CC AU55 NGC. The Carson City Mint produced 115,085 
double eagles dated 1874, a relatively high number by the standards 
of the time. While not particularly rare in the absolute sense, in AU 
or better this is a difficult issue. The present example is particularly 
pleasing and has retained much original mint luster, indicating that 
its time in circulation was brief. Modestly worn with a few small 
marks and hairlines.(#8971) 

1890 1875-CC XF40 NGC. Only 111,151 pieces were produced, yet 
this issue is the most readily available double eagle from the Carson 
City Mint of the decade, and the most highly recommended for 
type purposes. This example shows somewhat unevenly defined 
elements, as usual, with normal wear and abrasions for the grade.

1891 1875-CC XF40 ANACS. Carson City double eagles are always 
popular with collectors. It is easy to imagine Lome Greene 
spending one to buy livestock in the Old West for his ranch at the 
Ponderosa. Such a rancher would likely have handled more S-mint 
twenties, but those lack the same panache. The present straw-gold 
piece has noticeable luster, particularly on the obverse. The cheek 
has small marks.(#8974) 

1892 1875-CC XF40 PCGS. Ex: Rainy Day Collection. Originally 
toned in peach and olive-gold shades. The hair and wingtips show 
expected moderate wear, but much luster remains, and there are no 
obtrusive marks.(#8974) 

1893 1875-CC AU50 PCGS. The yellow-gold surfaces of this CC-mint 
example retain luster in the recesses. The design elements are 
unevenly brought up, a frequent characteristic of this issue. 
Moderate abrasions are noted on the obverse. (#8974) 
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Near-Mint 1875-CC Twenty 


1894 1875-CC AU58 NGC. Much of the mint luster remains on this 
moderately abraded Type Two Carson City type coin. The 1875- 
CC is a frequently encountered Carson City twenty, and it is also 
an important type coin due to its position in the Type Two series. 
At the AU58 level this piece represents good value; in the better 
grades of Mint State it is a much pricier item.(#8974) 

1895 1875-S AU58 NGC. Considerably luster resides on the brass- 
gold surfaces of this near-Mint State, well defined twenty. Light 
to moderate marks are in concert with a large coin that has 
experienced brief circulation. (#89 75) 

1896 1876-CC XF45 PCGS. A charming Carson City type coin from 
the nation’s Centennial year. Luster is plentiful, particularly on the 
reverse, and although minor marks are scattered, the eye appeal is 
attractive. Encapsulated in a green label holder.(#8977) 

1897 1876-CC AU50 PCGS. Substantial bright luster outlines the stars 
and fills the hair. The reverse is lustrous save for the open fields. 
A few abrasions above the cheekbone and arrowheads are of little 
import. (#897 7) 

1898 1876-CC AU53 NGC. Honey-gold patina bathes both sides of 
this AU53 twenty dollar, each of which displays traces of luster. 
The devices are well defined for the most part, save for portions 
of Liberty’s hair and the centrils of the right-border stars. Light 
scattered marks reflect a short stint in circulation.(#8977) 

1899 1876-CC AU53 PCGS. A bright yellow example with 
considerable luster and well defined design features. The distributed 
minute marks are in line with a large gold coin that has seen brief 
circulation. (#8977) 

1900 1876-S AU58 NGC. Medium yellow-gold color overall with hints 
of electric lemon lacing the obverse. A touch of rub is visible on 
the high points, but this Type Two S-mint double eagle is well- 
preserved otherwise. (#8978) 

1901 1876-S AU58 NGC. This yellow-orange near-Mint example is a 
trifle softly struck on the hair below the coronet but generally well- 
defined elsewhere. The luster is pleasing, and only a touch of rub is 
present. (#8978) 


Scarce 1876-S Twenty Dollar MS62 


1902 1876-S MS62 PCGS. This lemon-gold representative is flashy and 
sharply impressed. The reverse on its own merits a finer grade, as it 
has only minimal marks. The obverse has no more abrasions than is 
customary for the MS62 level. The final year for the conditionally 
scarce Type Two design. (#8978) 


1903 1877-CC XF40 PCGS. Peach-gold surfaces are imbued with 
traces of reddish-gold and possess a good amount of luster for the 
designated grade. The scattered marks present are fewer and less 
severe than typically encountered.(#8983) 


Lovely Choice XF 1877-CC Double Eagle 


1904 1877-CC XF45 PCGS. CAC. Despite light wear across each side, 
the surfaces remain vibrantly lustrous with significant reflectivity. 
Yellow-gold color dominates, but a measure of orange is present as 
well. Modestly abraded overall, though a mark is noted at the lower 
part of the bust. Strong eye appeal for this first Type Three Carson 
City double eagle. (#8983) 


Significant 1877-CC AU53 Twenty Dollar 


1905 1877-CC AU53 PCGS. The bright honey-gold surfaces of this 
CC-mint representative display faint reddish-tan accents and 
are sharply defined on the design elements. Inoffensive, light 
circulation marks are visible over each side. In 1877, the double 
eagle design was modified by changing the value from TWENTY 
D. to TWENTY DOLLARS. This is important to Carson City 
collectors, as it represents the only significant design change for the 
gold coinage from this mint. (#8983) 


Sharply Defined 1877-CC Double Eagle, AU55 


1906 1877-CC AU55 PCGS. This is the first issue of the Type three 
design struck at the Carson City Mint. A well executed strike 
imparts sharp delineation to the design elements, and a good 
amount of luster resides in the recessed areas. Yellow-gold surfaces 
reveal a few minute marks. (#8983) 

1907 1877-S AU58 NGC. A well-defined example of the first Type 
Three S-mint double eagle issue, lustrous with dusky yellow-orange 
color. Lightly marked overall with a near-vertical abrasion in the 
hair below the coronet.(#8984) 
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1908 1878 MS61 NGC. Impressively detailed overall, if a trifle softly 
struck at the uppermost stars on the obverse. Rich yellow-gold 
color with glimpses of canary and orange along with a number of 
moderate abrasions.(#8985) 


Remarkable MS62 1878 Twenty Dollar 



1909 1878 MS62 NGC. Boldly impressed with gorgeous yellow-gold 
luster. A remarkably appealing example for a coin not awarded the 
Select designation, though the wispy abrasions found on and near 
the portrait make the MS62 grade accurate. NGC has certified 32 
numerically finer representatives (4/09).(#8985) 


Gleaming MS61 Prooflike 1878 Double Eagle 




1910 1878 MS61 Prooflike NGC. This date falls early in the run 
of Type Three double eagles, and though circulated pieces are 
readily available, supply dries up quickly as the grade advances 
through Mint State. Prooflike examples such as the present 
coin are particularly prized; there are just four MS61 Prooflike 
representatives graded by NGC and none finer (4/09). The 
distinctly reflective yellow-gold mirrors show scattered moderate 
abrasions that account for the grade. (#78985) 


Popular 1878-CC Twenty Dollar, VF35 



1911 1878-CC VF35 NGC. Pale yellow-gold surfaces are enhanced 
by faint rose and violet toning in the protected areas on each side 
of this attractive Carson City twenty. The 1878-CC twenty is 
relatively plentiful, although it is far from a common date. This 
piece is typical of survivors, with most known examples in the VF 
to XF grade range.(#8986) 


Low Mintage 1878-CC Double Eagle, XF40 




1912 1878-CC XF40 PCGS. The 1878-CC, from a mintage of 13,180 
pieces, is one of the rarest Carson City Mint issues. Whispers 
of mint-green and tan lace the honey-gold surfaces of this XF 
example. Traces of luster rest in the protected areas of the relatively 
well defined design motifs. A scattering of light marks does not 
detract. (#8986) 


Elusive 1878-CC Twenty, AU50 



1913 1878-CC AU50 PCGS. Variety 1-A. Among the rarest Carson 
City double eagles with only 13,180 coins produced, and today 
most certified examples average only Choice XF or so. This AU 
specimen displays attractive orange-gold patina, with just a few 
minor abrasions and tremendous eye appeal. A sharply struck, 
semiprooflike piece that will see spirited bidding. A raised, 
interesting, straight die line appears on Liberty’s neck, as Doug 
Winter describes in his Gold Coins of the Carson City Mint (2001). 
There are also two die lumps near the second T in TWENTY and a 
die scratch below the D in DOLLARS. (#8986) 



Scarce 1878-CC Double Eagle, AU53 


1914 1878-CC AU53 PCGS. Variety 1-A, attributed by the vertical 
die scratch on Liberty’s neck and two minute die lumps right of 
the second T in TWENTY. Only slight friction is seen on this 
scarce CC twenty. Yellow-gold surfaces are semiprooflike. The 
striking definition is strong throughout and there are only slight 
abrasions present, all of which are consistent with a coin of this 
grade. (#8986) 


1915 1879-CC—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. VF Details. A 

moderately worn example of this lower-mintage Type Three Carson 
City double eagle, light yellow-gold overall with a splash of deeper 
peach at the upper right reverse. Each side shows hairlines from a

The 
present piece, while lightly worn, reveals just a few surface and rim 
marks, and the fields retain considerable luster, even at the XF40 
level. The coloration is a lovely orange-gold. This is a sharp coin 
for the designated grade.(#8989) 



Attractive 1879-CC Double Eagle, XF45 


1917 1879-CC XF45 NGC. Always a popular issue because of its 
impressively low mintage of only 10,708 coins, the 1879-CC is not 
quite as difficult as one might imagine from the low production. 
Probably 300-350 pieces are known in all grades, most of which are 
VF-XF. This reddish-tinted Choice XF coin has faint remnants of 
reflectivity in the fields and is well struck. Both sides are minimally 
abraded. (#8989)

1918 1879-CC XF45 PCGS. Though recent decades have brought a 
number of examples of the 1879-CC double eagle to light, such 
appearances have fed demand for this low-mintage date rather 
than sated it. The present Choice XF coin is well struck overall 
and retains considerable luminosity. The lower right reverse shows 
two alloy spots that stand out against the light yellow-orange color 
present elsewhere.(#8989) 


Minimally Abraded 1879-CC Double Eagle, AU50 



1919 1879-CC AU50 NGC. Variegated mint-green and apricot-gold 
patina resides on both sides of this CC-mint representative. Traces 
of luster are found within the recessed areas of the well defined 
design features. The minute marks scattered about are fewer and 
less severe than ordinarily seen on most survivors. This issue is not 
as scarce as its low mintage of 10,708 pieces might suggest, due to 
hoards that have turned up in recent decades. Mint State coins,

1920 1879-CC AU55 NGC. Despite a touch of rub across the high 
points, this pale straw-gold example retains considerable reflective 
luster, particularly on the reverse. The strike is strong, and marks 
are scattered and mostly wispy, though a horizontal abrasion is 
noted below the 18 in the date. Thanks to its mintage of just 
10,708 pieces, the 1879-CC twenty has gained considerable fame 
among collectors of Old West coinage, and Choice AU and better 
survivors are particularly prized. NGC shows 58 higher-graded 
pieces, but this number doubtless includes resubmissions (4/09).

Low-Mintage Issue, Only O-Mint Type Three 



1921 1879-0 AU58 PCGS. The New Orleans Mint opened for 
business in 1838 and produced a continuous stream of gold 
and silver coins until 1861. The series included double eagles 
beginning in 1850. At the dawn of the Civil War, the facility 
fell into the hands of state officials and then the Confederate 
government. A limited number of coins were minted by both 
groups through about April 1861, before coinage was halted 
entirely. 

After being restored to the U.S. government at the end 
of the war, the New Orleans Mint remained dormant until 
1879, when coinage production resumed, undoubtedly due 
to the need for silver dollar coinage under the Bland-Allison 
Act. In 1879, a limited number of double eagles were minted, 
just 2,325 according to mint records. They were the last 
coins of that denomination ever struck in New Orleans, and 
represent the only non-Type One issue of that mint. Those 
that were struck apparently entered circulation, as the date 
is a rarity in all grades and an extreme rarity in high grades, 
as the PCGS population shows. There are probably no more 
than 150 examples surviving in all grades, including a single 
harshly cleaned AU coin in the Smithsonian Institute. An 
early auction appearance of this date was in the Belden 
Roach Collection (B. Max Mehl, 2/1944), lot 196. Mehl’s 
interesting description read, “1879 Last year of issue. Small 
O. Uncirculated with bright mint luster. Only the slightest 
evidence on obverse of having been handled with other coins. 
Catalogs at $115.00 but difficult to obtain even at that price.” 

This wonderful piece has brilliant lemon-yellow color and 
rose patina, with only a faint trace of highpoint wear over fully 
lustrous and frosty surfaces. A few minor abrasions are visible 
on each side, but they are entirely insignificant. Population: 2 
in 58, 1 finer (4/09).(#8990) 
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1922 1880-S MS61 PCGS. Well-defined with shining yellow-gold 
surfaces. Though numerous tiny marks are scattered on each side, 
there are no singularly mentionable abrasions.(#8993) 

1923 1882-CC—Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A 

lightly polished example that has a couple of trivial contact marks 
on the rims. Only 39,140 pieces were struck, and Carson City 
double eagles are widely collected.

1924 1882-CC AU58 NGC. An exceptional example of this scarce 
Carson City date, with brilliant and highly lustrous yellow surfaces 
and excellent eye appeal. This date is generally available without 
difficulty in grades through AU58, but it is scarce in Mint State. 
The present piece is at the top of the list for those that are easily 
obtained. (#899 7) 


1925 1882-S MS60 NGC. Well-defined with impressive yellow-orange 
luster. Though a number of abrasions are present on the portrait, 
including one on Liberty’s hair bun, this piece retains considerable 
eye appeal. (#8998) 

1926 1883-CC XF45 PCGS. Bright yellow-gold surfaces display apricot 
accents and well struck design features. The minute distributed 
marks are in concert with a lightly circulated large gold coin. 
(#8999) 

1927 1883-CC AU53 PCGS. This scarce Carson City issue has a 
mintage of fewer than 60,000 pieces. Survivors with ample luster 
and original green-gold surfaces, such as the present example, are 
always in demand. (#8999) 

1928 1883-S MS60 NGC. A well-defined S-mint twenty with fresh 
sun-yellow luster and no trace of wear. Numerous scattered marks 
and wispy abrasions contribute to the grade.(#9000) 

1929 1884-CC AU53 PCGS. Pumpkin-orange surfaces reveal traces of 
luster in the protected areas. Just a few minute marks are noted on 
this well struck example. (#9001) 

1930 1884-S MS60 NGC. Strongly struck with dusky yellow-orange 
surfaces that show no trace of wear. Despite the presence of light 
to moderate abrasions, the MS60 designation seems uncharitable. 
(#9002) 

1931 1885-CC VF30 PCGS. Scarce and desirable with a mintage of 
only 9,450 pieces. Light, even wear with copper-gold patina around 
the devices. There are no distracting abrasions, and value received 
is substantial relative to finer grades.

1935 1885-CC AU55 PCGS. The 1885-CC is one of the rarest Carson 
City double eagles struck in the 1880s.

Bright peach-gold surfaces are laced with hints of light tan and 
reveal a scattering of minor contact marks.(#9004) 

1936 1885-S AU58 NGC. Only a touch of rub separates this warmly 
lustrous yellow-orange piece from a Mint State designation. Well 
struck for the issue with scattered, wispy abrasions. (#9005) 

1937 1885-S MS60 NGC. Strongly struck with bright lemon-gold 
luster that enlivens moderately abraded surfaces. Considerable eye 
appeal despite its scattered faults. (#9005) 

1938 1885-S MS61 NGC. Considerable flashy luster is evident in the 
light yellow-orange fields. Scattered abrasions throughout, but the 
bold strike on the central devices is redeeming. (#9005) 

1939 1885-S MS62 PCGS. Strongly struck with dusky peach-g old 
surfaces that show occasional butter-yellow and orange elements. 
Small and scattered marks on the obverse contribute to the grade. 
(#9005) 

1940 1887-S MS60 NGC. Excellent definition with bright luster 
enhancing the peach-tinged yellow-gold surfaces. Though light to 
moderate abrasions pepper each side, the eye appeal of this S-mint 
example is pleasing.(#9007) 

1941 1889 MS61 NGC. Peach-gold surfaces are imbued with wisps of 
light tan and exhibit sharply impressed design elements. Minute 
surface and rim marks on the obverse limit the grade. A couple of 
reverse grease spots are also visible. The low-mintage 1889 twenty 
dollar (44,070 business strikes) is a scarce issue.(#9010) 

1942 1889-CC—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A 

better date within the Carson City double eagle series, the 1889- 
CC has a low mintage of 30,945 pieces. This example has four brief 
hair-thin knife marks on the lower right obverse field, and three 
additional similar marks on the right reverse field, presumably 
made to see if the coin was plated. It wasn’t.(#9011) 

1943 1889-CC XF45 NGC. Luster is prominent in the recesses of this 
Choice XF twenty dollar, and relatively strong detail is apparent on 
the devices. Brass-gold surfaces reveal distributed minuscule marks. 
A low-mintage Carson City issue of 30,945 pieces.(#9011) 


1944 1889-CC AU50 NGC. Traces of luster show in the protected 
areas of this bright brassy-gold Carson City representative. This is 
a well struck piece that reveals some light surface and rim marks. 
(#9011) 

1945 1890 MS61 NGC. A luminous yellow-gold piece that has 
considerable alloy present, most noticeably as a spot to the right of 
the date. The strike is strong and the luster pleasing, though each 
side shows light and moderate marks.(#9013) 

1946 1890-CC VF30 PCGS. Both sides of this VF30 twenty dollar 
yield traces of luster in the recessed areas. Peach-gold patina is 
imbued with hints of light green, and the design elements are 
nicely defined. Light abrasions are noted over each side. Housed in 
a green label holder.(#9014) 

1947 1890-CC VF30 PCGS. This orange-gold CC-mint double eagle 
retains traces of luster within the hair, rays, and plumage. The 
cheek and other high points display wear. Marks are minor for 
the grade save for abrasions near the arrowheads. In a green label 
holder. (#9014) 

1948 1890-CC XF40 NGC. An attractive example despite light 
cleaning, or possibly seawater immersion, which gives the coin 
a slightly bright appearance. Well detailed and free of severe 
abrasions, with numerous small marks, faint hairlines, and a couple 
of wispy pinscratches observed.(#9014) 

1949 1890-CC—Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF40. This 
Carson City twenty has little actual wear but is thickly hairlined, 
probably from an attempt to remove speckles of maroon patina. Like 
most 1890-CC twenties, the reverse is minutely die doubled, most 
visible on the UR in PLURIBUS and the E in WE.(#9014) 

1950 1890-CC XF45 PCGS. Modest wear is concentrated largely at the 
high points, leaving the wheat-gold fields surprisingly lustrous. An 
attractive example of this popular Carson City double eagle issue.

1951 1890-CC AU53 NGC. Lightly worn with considerable luster 
remaining in the yellow-orange fields. A touch of flashiness 
counterbalances the moderate abrasions visible in Liberty’s hair.

Strongly struck with only a hint of friction 
that scarcely affects the bright yellow-gold luster. Minimally

1954 1891-CC VF35 PCGS. The 5,000-piece mintage of the 1891-CC 
double eagle is among the lowest for any Carson City issue.

Yellow-gold surfaces are imbued with whispers 
of apricot and mint-green, slightly deeper in hue on the reverse.

1955 1892 AU53 PCGS. In 1892, the Philadelphia Mint struck nearly 
800,000 eagles and more than 750,000 half eagles. The facility’s 
production of double eagles was far less generous. Only 4,430 
business strikes were coined, in addition to 93 proofs. Collectors of 
the day ignored the issue, aside from a few wealthy and ambitious 
numismatists such as J.M. Clapp. Survivors are scarce and widely 
sought.

1956 1892-CC AU58 NGC. The brassy-gold surfaces of this near- 
Mint State twenty dollar display semireflective fields that yield a 
mild variance with the motifs. A well executed strike leaves sharp 
definition on the design features, none of which reveal even a 
hint of softness. This issue is “nearly always seen with deep, dense 
abrasions” (Douglas Winter, 2001). This particular coin, however, 
shows distributed light marks that do not detract from the coin’s 
overall appeal. (#9020) 



Borderline Uncirculated 1892-CC Twenty 


1957 1892-CC AU58 PCGS. A lovely orange-gold near-Mint example 
of this better Carson City issue. Sharply struck and lustrous 
with minimal friction on the cheek and hair. Marks are minor, 
particularly on the obverse. The 1892-CC has a low mintage of 
27,265 pieces, and pleasing near-Mint examples provide excellent 
value. Housed in a green label holder. (#9020) 


1958 1892-S MS62 NGC. Boldly impressed with bright and shining 
luster. The color of this faintly abraded coin ranges from light 
canary-yellow to deeper gold and peach.(#9021) 


Impressive MS64 1892-S Double Eagle 




1959 1892-S MS64 NGC. Butter-yellow and peach shadings dominate, 
though a few copper-brown alloy dots are present on the reverse. 
Sharply struck and satiny. Both sides are carefully preserved overall, 
with just a handful of minor abrasions precluding an even finer 
designation. NGC has graded a mere four pieces in higher grades 
(4/09). (#9021) 


1960 1893-CC—Ex-Jewelry, Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
VF20. For the final year of coinage at Carson City, only 18,402 
double eagles were issued. This is an overly bright example that has 
a faint scrape near obverse star 3 and a large number of small raised 
elements, formed when the piece was heated.(#9023) 

1961 1893-CC XF40 PCGS. In its final year of operation, the Carson 
City Mint produced just 18,402 double eagles. Traces of reddish 
and electric-blue patina accent the antique-gold surfaces that are 
minimally abraded. Generally well defined on the design features. 
(#9023) 
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Lovely 1893-CC Double Eagle, MS62 




1962 1893-CC MS62 NGC. This was the final double eagle issue 
from the Carson City Mint, and just 18,402 pieces were produced. 
According to the Encyclopedia ofU.S. Gold Coins, several findings 
have increased the availability of this date, making it easier to 
obtain in high grades than in previous years. This example is well 
struck and lustrous, with a lovely satiny sheen across both sides. 
Scattered small marks limit the grade.(#9023) 


Always-Popular 1893-CC AU58 Proof like Double Eagle 



1963 1893-CC AU58 Prooflike NGC. This low-mintage final-year 
Carson City twenty is among the most readily available double 
eagles from this mint. Coins with Prooflike fields, however, are 
elusive. This AU58 Prooflike specimen has flashy fields with just a 
whisper of wear on Liberty’s hair, eyebrow, and cheek. Only a few 
marks are noticeable, and they are in peripheral areas. Census: 4 in 
58 Prooflike, 3 finer (4/09).(#79023) 


1964 1894 MS62 NGC. Sharply impressed with a touch of frostiness on 
the high points. Each side is generally light yellow-orange with a 
diagonal area of alloy above the DOL in DOLLARS on the reverse. 
(#9025) 

1965 1894-S MS63 PCGS. Sharply struck with few abrasions for 
the Select designation. This S-mint Liberty twenty has warm 
and inviting luster with a touch of satin texture to the surfaces. 
(#9026) 

1966 1895 MS62 NGC. Sharply defined on the hair below Liberty’s 
ear. This late 19th century double eagle has great yellow-gold and 
orange-gold color with only isolated abrasions on the strongly 
lustrous surfaces.(#9027) 


1967 1895 MS64 NGC. Satiny and well frosted, with only a few 
minor facial marks and delicate green-gold peripheral accents. 
The near-Gem level is the highest state of preservation that most 
collectors can obtain; NGC has graded only nine coins finer (4/09). 
(#9027) 

1968 1895-S MS63 NGC. Pleasing luster exudes from the yellow-gold 
surfaces of this Select S-mint representative, and a well executed 
strike delivers sharp delineation to the design features. Minimally 
abraded for the grade designation.(#9028) 

1969 1896-S MS62 NGC. Well-defined with powerfully lustrous yellow- 
gold surfaces. It has few marks overall, but abrasions above and to 
the right of Liberty’s ear account for the grade. (#9030) 

1970 1896-S MS62 NGC. Occasional orange elements enhance the 
eye appeal of this otherwise yellow-gold example. Delightfully 
lustrous with light, scattered abrasions that combine to preclude 
Select status. (#9030) 



Captivating MS64 1896-S Twenty 


1971 1896-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. Deep orange-gold color overall with 
small cores of lighter yellow visible at the centers. The luster is 
strong, as is the strike. While this later S-mint Liberty twenty dollar 
issue is accessible at the MS64 level, anything finer is a condition 
rarity; PCGS has graded only two such coins (4/09).(#9030) 



Shining MS64 1898-S Double Eagle 


1972 1898-S MS64 PCGS. This late 19th century Liberty double eagle 
issue of over 2.5 million pieces is available in grades through Select, 
though anything finer is conditionally scarce. This immensely 
lustrous near-Gem is boldly defined with peach accents gracing 
otherwise pale yellow-gold surfaces.(#9034) 


1973 1899-S MS63 PCGS. Well-defined in the centers with slight 
softness at the stars. Strong yellow-gold luster shows glimpses of 
peach around the lightly abraded portrait. (#903 6) 
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1974 1901 MS63 ANACS. The 1901 double eagle is a fairly low- 
mintage issue, although the Philadelphia Mint struck more than 
1.7 million ten dollar pieces that year. The present twenty has 
dazzling luster and an exquisite strike. Both sides show only light 
marks, and a violet alloy spot near the right (facing) claw is of mint 
origin. (#9039) 

1975 1902 MS61 NGC. The luster and strike are equally strong on this 
faintly yellow-orange representative. Attractive with few abrasions 
of note, though a thin flaw passes below the chin. (#9041) 


Vibrant MS63 1902-S Twenty Dollar 




1976 1902-S MS63 PCGS. Dynamic luster swirls about this sharply 
impressed Select double eagle. The fields display only trivial 
contact, and the portrait has just a few small marks. The 1902-S 
was well represented in foreign bank holdings, but most such pieces 
were abraded from years of indifferent storage, and cannot compare 
in eye appeal with the present coin. (#9042) 


Handsome Gem 1903 Double Eagle 




1977 1903 MS65 PCGS. The 1903 double eagle had a much lower 
mintage than its 1904 successor. This sun-gold Gem example has 
vibrant cartwheel sheen and undisturbed fields. The cheek displays 
unobtrusive grazes, and the reverse has a trio of subtle orange 
freckles. Only two pieces have been certified higher by PCGS 
(4/09). (#9043) 


1978 1903-S MS64 PCGS. This beautiful near-Gem has vibrant 
cartwheel sheen, and the smooth apricot and lime-green surfaces 
lack the usual inundation of small abrasions. Worth evaluation 
from the specialist. PCGS has graded only eight pieces finer (4/09). 
(#9044) 

1979 1903-S MS64 PCGS. Vibrant apricot luster is imbued with 
hints of mint-green, and an exacting strike emboldens the design 
elements. The 1903-S is a condition scarcity in near-Gem and is 
difficult to locate finer. (#9044) 



1980 1904 MS65 NGC. CAC. Many 1904 double eagles have returned 
to America from a lengthy repose in European bank vaults, but 
most of those pieces display bagmarks from decades of careless 
storage. The present canary-gold Gem provides an exception, 
since the fields and devices are uncommonly free from abrasions. 
Encased in an older generation holder. (#9045) 


Pleasing 1904 Double Eagle, MS65 



1981 1904 MS65 NGC. CAC. The 1904 is the most common date 
of the series, evidenced by the tens of thousands certified in the 
various Mint State grades. That said, this is a most pleasing Gem 
that exhibits sharply struck design elements and radiant luster. 
Peach-gold surfaces are minimally abraded. (#9045) 


Lovely Gem 1904 Twenty Dollar 



1982 1904 MS65 NGC. Highly lustrous with beautiful rose-gold toning 
evenly distributed across both sides. Other than a few faint grazes 
in the fields, the surfaces are nearly flawless. The 1904 Liberty 
double eagle is the most common issue in the entire series, and is 
the ideal choice for type purposes. (#9045) 
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Prooflike Select 1905-S Twenty 


1983 1905-S MS63 PCGS. Obviously prooflike, although undesignated 
as such on the old-style green insert. This flashy example is lightly 
abraded, and is well struck aside from a couple of upper obverse 
star centers. An occasional mint-made alloy spot is noted on the 
peripheries. (#9048) 

1984 1906 MS61 NGC. A pleasing Mint State example of this 
challenging issue, one of two low-mintage Philadelphia dates 
that appeared in the wake of the double eagle bumper crop of 
1904. Each side is pleasingly detailed with few overt abrasions, 
and the lustrous butter-yellow surfaces show glimpses of orange.

Scarce 1906 Double Eagle MS62 



1985 1906 MS62 NGC. This better-date double eagle is originally toned 
in rich peach shades. The cartwheel shimmer is unbroken, and 
marks are generally confined to a few ticks near the profile. Fewer 
than 70,000 pieces were struck of this issue, since many of the 
11.4 million pieces coined in 1904 between Philadelphia and San 
Francisco presumably remained in Federal vaults. (#9049) 


Beautiful Near-Gem 1906-S Twenty 


1986 1906-S MS64 PCGS. Beautiful peach-red toning augments the 
charm of this lustrous and only lightly abraded near-Gem. The 
strike is precise save for slight blending on a portion of the shield 
stripes. Certified in a green label holder. PCGS has graded only 
three pieces finer (4/09).(#9051) 

1987 1907 MS63 NGC. Honey-gold lustrous surfaces exhibit sharply 
struck design features. A handful of minuscule marks precludes a 
higher grade.(#9052) 


Vibrant 1907-S Liberty Twenty, MS64 


1988 1907-S MS64 PCGS. Although the Philadelphia Mint struck 
various incarnations of Saint-Gaudens double eagles in 1907, San 
Francisco clung to the Fongacre design throughout its final year. 
A lustrous apricot-gold representative that has a well preserved 
reverse. Only two pieces have been certified finer by PCGS (4/09).

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PROOF LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

Fantastic 1856-0 Double Eagle Certified Specimen-63 by NGC 
Rarest O-Mint Double Eagle, Finest Known 
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1989 1856-0 SP63 NGC. Variety One. The status of the 1856-0 double eagle as the rarest New Orleans twenty, from 
a paltry mintage of 2,250 pieces, was established as long ago as the Atwater Sale (B. Max Mehl, 6/1946). In lot 
1338 of that celebrated catalog Mehl proclaimed, “1856 Strictly very fine; free from any nicks or dents. The rarest 
Double-Eagle of the New Orleans Mint. Smallest coinage, that of only 2250. Not in some of the largest collections of 
U.S. Gold. Not even in the recent Sale of ‘World’s Greatest Collection of U.S. Gold Coins.’ ” 

Many specialists believe that this is the single most important New Orleans double eagle in existence, 
and one of the most important O-mint coins of any denomination. The coin offered here is the finest 
example known by a wide margin. Its special characteristics have earned this coin the Specimen designation, 
certified as such by NGC. Doug Winter once believed this coin was a proof, but he later revised his opinion 
to coincide with the NGC designation. As an issue, the 1856-0 needs little introduction. It remains one of the 
few transcendent rarities among 19th century U.S. gold, recognized as such even by non-gold collectors. 

The 1856-0 is one of the classic rarities in U.S. gold coinage. It is both the rarest gold coin struck by the New Orleans 
Mint, and the rarest regular issue Liberty Head double eagle. The estimated number of survivors ranges from a conservative 
10-12 (Breen) to as high as 20-30 (Winter). The issue is very rare in AU grades, and the present coin is the only Uncirculated 
example known. The example in the Bell Collection (Stack’s, 12/1944), lot 899 was cataloged as Uncirculated, but that 
coin is believed to be the Eliasberg specimen, which graded AU50 in the sale of that storied collection. 

The present coin has an appearance unlike any other 1856-0 double eagle. While weakness is generally found on 
O-mint double eagles from this era, including the 1856-0, this coin shows an amazing full strike in all areas and fully 
reflective fields, somewhat different from the finish seen on other New Orleans twenties from this period. Each star has 
satiny luster and shows shadowing, as though impressed with an extra blow from the die. Liberty’s hair details and the stars 
above the eagle are equally well brought up. There is a bit of incomplete die polish along the top and bottom sides of the 
right wing. This is a common occurrence on branch mint proof dollars in the Morgan series, and while it is not entirely 
similar to a Philadelphia proof from this era, it is obviously a very special coin. Clearly, a great deal of care went into its 
production. The satiny luster over the devices plus the deeply mirrored fields produces a noticeable cameo contrast on each 
side. Even casual inspection reveals that this coin was produced differently from regular business strikes. 

This coin has been submitted to both major grading services. When the coin was featured in the Premier Auction Sale 
(Superior, 1/1995), the catalogers offered the following account: 

“Superior submitted the coin to PCGS for grading. In a conversation with PCGS’ principal shareholder, Mr. David 
Hall, Larry Goldberg was told by Mr. Hall that in his opinion the coin is definitely something special, completely unlike 
regular issue New Orleans double eagles of the period. Only because he (Hall) wanted to insure a conservative estimate 
was it graded Mint State 63 by PCGS. (The service eschews the terms ‘Proof’ or ‘Specimen’ designations on most 
branch mint issues except for the few documented Proofs of which the mint has a record).” 
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As a result of this policy, even though direct examination of the coin proves it was produced under controlled 
circumstances and it cannot be other than a special striking, PCGS would only certify it as an “MS63.” NGC, on 
the other hand, recognized the special nature of this piece and was willing to certify it as such. It is worth noting 
there are unquestionable proof New Orleans gold coins from this era: the unique 1844-0 half eagle and eagle that 
both trace their pedigree to the fabled Parmelee sale of 1890, and to George Seavey’s collection before that. 

The reason for the small mintage of New Orleans double eagles from 1854-1856 probably lies in 
the establishment of the San Francisco Mint, which began operations in 1854. Before that date, large 
amounts of bullion from the California gold fields were shipped to New Orleans for coinage. When 
the new facility came online, the flow of gold deposits to the New Orleans Mint was drastically reduced. 

Another factor in reducing the availability of this issue was the timing of its release into numismatic circles. Early 
double eagles were not valued as numismatic items at their time of issue. Coin collecting as a hobby did not become 
popular in the United States until after 1857, when the old large copper cents and half cents were discontinued. 
A wave of nostalgia for the “old coppers” transformed itself into a viable market for all older denominations. 
Unfortunately, double eagles were viewed as neither historic nor interesting pieces, since they had only been circulating 
since 1850. The 1856-0 was released only one year before the ground swell of enthusiasm for coin collecting took 
hold in the United States. The large intrinsic value of the coins also mitigated against casual collecting. 

A further complication for branch mint coins was the widespread unfamiliarity about mintmarks. 
Collectors regarded mintmarks as unimportant details and were content to save only one example of each 
date for their collections, paying no attention to which mint the specimen represented. Most advanced 
collectors simply ordered a proof from the Philadelphia Mint every year to represent the date. As late as 1893, 
Augustus Heaton (author of the seminal Mint Marks pamphlet in that year) would write he was unaware of any 
collector in this country who systematically collected large denomination gold coins by date and mintmark. 

In the early 20th century, only a few collectors such as John H. Clapp, Virgil Brand, and Waldo Newcomer 
collected double eagles systematically. In 1909 Edgar Adams published a list of U.S. gold coins and their values, 
but he did not even itemize the early double eagles, as there was no demand for them. Auction appearances of 
Liberty Head double eagles were decidedly rare, although the new Saint-Gaudens High Reliefs stirred some interest 
when they appeared. Collecting interest in the older twenties languished until the late 1930s, when collectors 
such as Louis E. Eliasberg, Sr. became interested in the coins as a way to invest legally in gold, after the federal 
government made it illegal for citizens to own stocks of that metal. By the time numismatists became interested 
in the early double eagles, the supply of nice coins had been exhausted for decades. The survival of a Mint 
State branch mint double eagle from the 1850s can only be regarded as a miracle by modern collectors. 

Recalling the initial appearance of this particular specimen in the numismatic marketplace, Marc Emory recalled: “New 
England Rare Coin Galleries was contacted by a family, then living in Vermont. They inquired if we would be interested in 
purchasing a proof 1856-0 double eagle. New England staff explained that no proofs were known of this issue. The party 
on the other end of the line patiently explained that, well, they had one, nonetheless. The New England staffer asked, 
rhetorically, or so he thought, if the prospective seller was a descendent of Bienvenu, the superintendent of the New Orleans 
Mint in the year 1856. All sarcasm was quickly forgotten when the seller on the phone responded, ‘Yes.’ ” 

In order to identify this important rarity, we point out the following surface irregularities which essentially “fingerprint” 
the coin. There are two small planchet flakes seen in the exergual area, one below the 8 in the date, the other at the top of 
the 5. Several others appear around stars 4, 5, 8, 10, and 13, and in the hair just above the bun. We stress that these are not 
post-striking imperfections, but small planchet flaws frequently found on proof gold coins from this period. On the reverse, 
a fine die crack runs from the rim through the D in the denomination and ends at the curve of the scroll. 

The answer to the questions about the exact circumstances surrounding the striking of this coin may still be found in the 
New Orleans Mint records from 1856. Unfortunately, mint records from that era are very sketchy, difficult to locate, and, 
in many cases, simply no longer exist. This piece is undoubtedly the highlight of the current sale. This is only the fourth 
appearance of this coin at public auction since its striking in 1856. When sold as part of The Eagle Collection in January 2002, 
this piece realized $310,500, which seems like a relative bargain today. In its next appearance, in the Long Beach Signature 
(Heritage, 6/2004), lot 6372, the coin bought a healthy $542,800. The current record for an 1856-0 double eagle belongs to 
the AU58 NGC-graded example sold in the Baltimore Collection (Heritage, 10/2008), lot 3018, which realized $576,150. 
Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth have included the 1856-0 double eagle in their list of 100 Greatest U.S. Coins. 

Ex: Purchased from the New Orleans Mint at the time of issue hy Mint Superintendent Charles Bienvenu; passed to Bienvenu s 
heirs; purchased by Marc Emory of New England Rare Coin Galleries directly from Bienvenu s family in 1979; sold by James

1990 1901 PR55 PCGS. One of 96 proofs made for this turn-of-the- 
century double eagle issue. Yellow-gold fields retain strong mirrors 
despite a degree of impairment. Judging from the contact marks 
and light rub visible on each side, this proof likely was spent and 
circulated briefly before being saved as special.(#9117) 


HIGH RELIEF DOUBLE EAGLES 



1991 1907 High Relief—Cleaned, Mount Removed—AN ACS. Unc 
Details, Net XF45. Light wear is evident on the lower reverse 
and on the chest and knee of the striding Liberty, but there are no 
remotely mentionable handling marks. Improper cleaning has had a 
minimal impact on the overall appearance of the piece, and minor 
rim damage is noted, where a jewelry mount has been removed. 
Although every worthy coin auction contains a few High Reliefs, 
such pieces have tremendous numismatic importance and are 
coveted by a formidable cross-section of collectors.(#9135) 

High Relief MCMVII Twenty 
Wire Rim, AU Details 


1992 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. AU 
Details. Friction is minimal on Liberty’s knee and on the crest of 
the eagle’s wing. The satiny luster is consistent although slightly 
diminished by a careful wipe, which has left the surfaces mildly 
bright and glossy. As always, a formidable example of the famous 
and low-mintage High Relief type.(#9135) 


Lustrous 1907 High Relief Twenty, AU55 


1993 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim AU55 PCGS. This is a minimally 
circulated representative of an ever-popular issue in the U.S. double 
eagle series. Both sides display the sharp definition that collectors 
associate with Saint-Gaudens’ High Relief design, this despite a 
little light friction over the high points. Rich olive and orange- 
gold colors are blended over features that are free of mentionable 
distractions save for a few moderate abrasions in the right obverse

Popular 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim Double Eagle, MS61 


1994 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS61 NGC. The luminous peach- 
gold surfaces of this High Relief specimen exhibit boldly struck 
motifs, making them appear to reach out to the observer. The 
wire rim is apparent along the right, left, and lower obverse and 
throughout most of the reverse. A few small surface and rim marks 
are visible on each side.(#9135) 
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Sharp, High-End MS 62 MCMVII 
High Relief Twenty, Wire Rim 




1995 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS62 PCGS. This specimen 
of the eternally popular High Relief double eagle design, here 
in the more-available Wire Rim version, presents a significant 
opportunity for some fortunate bidder. There are no visible contact 
marks on either side. The coin appears fully struck throughout, 
with good articulation on Liberty’s face, the torch, the panes of 
the Capitol building, the rock, her sandals, and the eagle on the 
reverse. Greenish-gold coloration predominates, although there is 
a hint of reddish-gold patina. The swirling die polish marks noted 
are characteristic of the issue. Although this piece numerically is 
only a tad higher than the median grade for all certified survivors at 
both NGC and PCGS, in terms of aesthetic appeal we believe it to 
be considerably finer.

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Gem MCMVII High Relief Twenty, Wire Rim 



1996 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS65 NGC. This is an issue 
that members of the collecting public never tire of, nor should 
they. While the High Relief coins are not rare in the strictest 
sense, they are simply beautiful, and for many—perhaps 
most—collectors, that is enough. That beauty is expressed in 
a timeless, classic elegance that no other U.S. coin conveys in 
quite the same way. As a testament to the undying artistry of 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens, the U.S. Mint in 2009 resurrected 
his design to offer a reduced-size, extra-thick version of the 
original 1907 Ultra High Relief coins, patterns which were 
issued in minuscule quantities (perhaps 16 to 22 coins). To 
quote from the Mint website, www.usmint.gov: 

“This [2009-dated] one-ounce, 24-karat gold coin is a 
triumph in coin design representing the culmination— 
more than a century in the making—of a partnership 
between a renowned artist, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 
and a visionary leader, President Theodore Roosevelt. 
The coin is a digitally reproduced version of Saint- 
Gaudens’ original ultra high relief 1907 Double Eagle 
gold piece, which was never released into circulation. 

“On the coin’s obverse, Saint-Gaudens shows Liberty, 
personified by a statuesque woman striding powerfully 
forward. A young eagle flying during a sunrise is depicted on 
the reverse. The original 1907 Double Eagle is considered 
by many the most beautiful coin ever made in the United 
States. But despite Saint-Gaudens’ artistic masterpiece, 
the minting process at the time did not allow for the mass 
production of ultra high relief coins, and Saint-Gaudens’ 
artistic vision was never fully realized.” 

Despite the “digital mapping” and other technologies now 
available at the Mint, the present cataloger and many others 
cannot help but feel disappointment over the smaller size of the 
new coins, although they have many other charms. It appears 
equally true today, as in 1907, that production of a large-size 
Ultra High Relief in any kind of production quantities would 
and will remain an unfulfilled dream. Many collectors will 
certainly opt for both coins, but the 1907 High Reliefs for 
many numismatists remain the gold standard for collectible 
examples of “the Saint’s” artistry. 

The present Gem specimen has silky, satiny surfaces that 
are absent the usual heavy reddish patina. The coin is primarily 
light green-gold throughout. There are faint, swirling die polish 
lines in the fields, a feature often seen on the issue. Strong 
magnification is needed to discern any contact marks or tiny 
planchet flakes, none of which are worthy of singular mention.

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Splendid 1907 Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle 
High Relief, Flat Rim MS65 




1997 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS65 PCGS. Long celebrated as 
the most beautiful regular-issue coins in American numismatics, 
the famous MCMVII High Relief Saint-Gaudens double eagles 
are known in both Wire Rim and Flat Rim varieties. Q. David 
Bowers believes the two varieties resulted from differences in 
milling and planchet diameter, and do not really constitute 
different die varieties. Whatever their origin, the dramatic 
physical differences were noted by numismatists at the time of 
issue, and the two types have historically been listed separately. 
It is believed that approximately one-third of the original 
mintage of 12,367 pieces was of the Flat Rim variety, but the 
Wire Rims have a higher survival rate. In the Encyclopedia 
of U.S. Gold Coins 1795-1933, Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth 
estimate the Flat Rim double eagles are nearly five times as 
scarce as the Wire Rim variety today. 

In the sale of the Keel, Griswold, and Johnson Collections 
(Henry Chapman, 2/1908), both varieties of the High Relief 
twenty were offered, illustrating how soon the difference was 
recognized. Lot 619 of the sale reads in part, “1907 1st issue, 
with the high or ‘Wire Edge.’ Uncirculated. Mint lustre. In 
great demand, selling now at $35 to $45.” Lot 620 reads, “1907 
$20 second issue, the same as last with the edge smooth made 
by using a flattening collar. Uncirculated. Mint lustre. In great 
demand, selling now at $35 to $40.” Notice Chapman believed 
a different collar was used to efface the wire rim feature. It 
is also interesting to observe that the Wire Rim variety was 
selling for a slightly higher price than the Flat Rim in 1908. 

The present coin is a magnificent specimen, fully struck, 
with bright, satiny luster. The surfaces are essentially pristine.

Roosevelt considered 
references to God on coinage sacrilegious, but Congress enacted 
such a requirement anyway, over his strenuous and well-reasoned 
objections.

2011 1908-S MS66 NGC. The 22,000-piece mintage of the 1908-S 
is one of the lowest in the Saint-Gaudens double eagle series, 
trailing only the Ultra High Relief and High Relief. As with 
many San Francisco dates, a large number of coins entered 
the channels of commerce. Of the 850 or so pieces certified by 
NGC and PCGS, the vast majority are in circulated grades. 

While the 1908-S is challenging in terms of the absolute 
numbers available, a fair number are seen in Mint State, 
especially the lower levels thereof. Approximately 165 pieces 
have been certified in the MS60 to MS62 grade range, and 
even Select and near-Gem specimens total about 75 coins. 
Gem-quality examples (MS65 to MS67), however, account for 
slightly more than 40 coins among the certified population. Of 
course, a number of these figures represent resubmitted coins. 

High-end Mint State examples of this issue are popular 
among gold collectors because of their strong visual appeal, 
as the 1908-S is known to generally have thick mint frost 
and rich coloration. The current Premium Gem offering fits 
this profile perfectly. Its frosted surfaces yield pleasing luster 
and honey-gold patina tinted with subtle mint-green and 
apricot. In addition, a well executed strike leaves virtually 
complete delineation on the design elements. Crispness shows 
on the panes of the Capitol building, for example, as well as on 
Liberty’s facial features, fingers, toes, and gown lines, and on 
the eagle’s plumage. A couple of faint marks on Liberty’s breast 
and one in the upper part of the eagle’s left wing are mentioned 
solely for identification purposes, as they do not detract in 
the least from the impeccably preserved surfaces. It may be 
some time before one again encounters a 1908-S twenty with 
the technical quality and aesthetic appeal of this specimen.

Most of the mintage for all 
three issues remained in Federal vaults, although bags of 1923-D 
double eagles were paid out. Prior to 1933, anyone who wanted 
a 1926-D could have obtained one for close to face value from 
the Treasury. But few numismatists could afford to collect the 
series, and it was only after the gold recall that interest in the 
denomination increased. By then, the 1926-D had proved to be 
among several late-date issues primarily melted by the Treasury. 

Over the years, a couple of hundred pieces emerged from foreign 
bank holdings. Most were like the present piece, lustrous and well 
struck but somewhat abraded from bag-stored peers. But no marks 
merit mention, save for a tick on the chin and a few faded scuffs

As a result, they 
were heavily circulated and they were saved, as the other reputable 
companies’ products were. This is an important distinction when 
studying this fascinating series. The rarest coins today were usually 
from companies that had low assay values and subsequent low 
acceptability in Gold Rush California. This coin is not unusual 
for a Wass, Molitor. While it is heavily abraded and shows signs of 
extensive wear, this is how many of these pieces are found because 
they were widely circulated as trusted stores of value. 

The surfaces show heavy marks on each side, most likely from 
contact with other heavy coins. The fields have a pronounced 
reddish tinge with lighter, yellow-gold accents over the high 
points of the devices.

Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 

Steve Ivy began collecting and studying rare coins in his youth, and as a teenager in 1963 began advertising coins for sale in national 
publications. Seven years later, at the age of twenty, he opened Steve Ivy Rare Coins in downtown Dallas, and in 1976, Steve Ivy 
Numismatic Auctions was incorporated. Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief numismatist, buying and selling 
hundreds of millions of dollars of coins during the 1970s and early 1980s. In early 1983, James Halperin became a full partner, and 
the name of the corporation was changed to Heritage Rare Coin Galleries. Steve's primary responsibilities now include management 
of the marketing and selling efforts of the company, the formation of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations 
with financial institutions. He remains intimately involved in numismatics, attending all major national shows. Steve engages in daily 
discourse with industry leaders on all aspects of the rare coin/currency business, and his views on grading, market trends and hobby 
developments are respected throughout the industry. He serves on the Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (and was immediate 
past president), is the current Chairman of The Industry Council for Tangible Assets, and is a member of most leading numismatic organizations. Steve's 
keen appreciation of history is reflected in his active participation in other organizations, including past or present board positions on the Texas Historical 
Foundation and the Dallas Historical Society (where he also served as Exhibits Chairman). Steve is an avid collector of Texas books, manuscripts, and 
national currency, and he owns one of the largest and finest collections in private hands. He is also a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is currently 
the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House of Texas. 

James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Jim Halperin and the traders under his supervision have transacted billions of dollars in rare coin business, and have outsold all other 
numismatic firms every year for over two decades. Born in Boston in 1952, Jim attended Middlesex School in Concord from 1966 to 
1970. At the age of 15, he formed a part-time rare coin business after discovering that he had a knack (along with a nearly photographic 
memory) for coins. Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, but after attending 
three semesters, he took a permanent leave of absence to pursue his full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim personally supervised the 
protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New England Rare Coin Galleries 
to the top of the industry in less than four years. In 1983, Jim's business merged with that of his friend and former archrival Steve Ivy. 
Their partnership has become the world's largest and most successful numismatic company, as well as the third-largest auctioneer in 
America. Jim remains one of the best "eyes" in the coin business today (he won the professional division of the PCGS World Series of Grading the last time 
he competed). In the mid-1980s, he authored "How to Grade U.S. Coins" (now posted on the web at www.CoinGrading.com), a highly-acclaimed text 
upon which the NGC and PCGS grading standards would ultimately be based. Jim is also a well-known futurist, an active collector of EC comics and early 
20th-century American art (visitwww.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist (he endows a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), 
and part-time novelist. His first fictional novel, "The Truth Machine," was published in 1996 and became an international science fiction bestseller, and 
was optioned for movie development by Warner Brothers and Lion's Gate. Jim's second novel, "The First Immortal," was published in early 1998 and 
immediately optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. 

Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age of 
10, he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer's table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew rapidly, 
and by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President and Manager of 
the firm's rare coin business. Today, as an owner and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing the firm's private 
client group and working with top collectors in every field in which Heritage is active. Greg has been involved with many of the rarest 
items and most important collections handled by the firm, including the purchase and/or sale of the Ed Trompeter Collection (the 
world's largest numismatic purchase according to the Guinness Book of World Records), the legendary 1894 San Francisco Dime, the 
1838 New Orleans Half Dollar, and the 1804 Silver Dollar. During his career, Greg has handled more than $1 billion of rare coins, 
collectibles and art, and provided expert consultation concerning the authenticity and grade condition of coins for the Professional Coin Grading Service 
(PCGS). He has provided expert testimony for the United States Attorneys in San Francisco, Dallas, and Philadelphia, and for the Federal Trade Commission 
(FTC). He has worked with collectors, consignors, and their advisors regarding significant collections of books, manuscripts, comics, currency, jewelry, 
vintage movie posters, sports and entertainment memorabilia, decorative arts, and fine art. Additionally, Greg is a Sage Society member of the American 
Numismatic Society, and a member/life member of the PNG, ANA, and most other leading numismatic organizations. Greg is also Chapter Chairman 
for North Texas of the Young Presidents' Organization (YPO), and is an active supporter of the arts. Greg co-authored "The Collectors Estate Handbook," 
winner of the NLG's Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the year. Mr. Rohan currently serves on the seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Dallas, in his second appointed term. 

E l Paul Minshull - Chief Operating Officer 

I As Chief Operating Officer, Paul Minshull's managerial responsibilities include integrating sales, personnel, inventory, security and MIS 
I for Heritage. His major accomplishments include overseeing the hardware migration from mainframe to PC, the software migration of 
I all inventory and sales systems, and implementation of a major Internet presence. Heritage's successful employee-suggestion program 
I has generated 200 or more ideas each month since 1995, and has helped increase employee productivity, expand business, and improve 
employee retention. Paul oversees the company's highly-regarded IT department, and has been the driving force behind Heritage's Web 
development, now a significant portion of Heritage's future plans. As the only numismatic auction house that combines traditional floor 
I bidding with active Internet bidding, the totally interactive system has catapulted Heritage to the top rare coin Web site (according to 
Forbes Magazine's "Best of the Web"). Paul came to Heritage in 1984. Since 1987, he has been a general partner in Heritage Capital 
Properties, Sales Manager, Vice President of Operations, and Chief Operating Officer for all Heritage companies and affiliates since 1996. 












Todd Imhof - Vice President 

Todd Imhof did not start collecting coins in his teens, unlike most professional numismatists. Shortly after graduating college, Todd 
declined an offer from a prestigious Wall Street bank to join a former high school classmate in his small rare coin firm in the Seattle 
area. In the mid-1980s, the rare coin industry was rapidly changing, with the advent of third-party grading and growing computer 
technologies; as a newcomer, Todd more easily embraced these new dynamics. In 1991, he co-founded Pinnacle Rarities, a firm 
specialized in servicing the savviest and most prominent collectors in numismatics. At 25, he was accepted into the PNG, and currently 
serves on its Consumer Protection Committee and its LegislationATaxation Issues Committee. In 1992, he was invited to join the Board 
of Directors for the Industry Council for Tangible Assets, later serving as its Chairman (2002-2005). 


Leo Frese - Vice President 

Leo has been involved in numismatics for nearly 40 years, a professional numismatist since 1971, and has been with Heritage for 
more than 20 years. He literally worked his way up the Heritage 'ladder/' working with Bob Merrill for nearly 15 years, then becoming 
Director of Consignments. Leo has been actively involved in assisting clients sell nearly $500,000,000 in numismatic material. Leo was 
recently accepted as a member of PNG, is a life member of the ANA, and holds membership in FUN, CSNS, and other numismatic 
organizations. 


Jim Stoutjesdyk - Vice President 

Jim Stoutjesdyk was named Vice President of Heritage Rare Coin Galleries in 2004. He was named ANA's Outstanding Young 
Numismatist of the Year in 1987. A University of Michigan graduate, he was first employed by Superior Galleries, eventually becoming 
their Director of Collector Sales. Since joining Heritage in 1993, Jim has served in many capacities. Jim's duties now include buying 
and selling, pricing all new purchases, assisting with auction estimates and reserves, and overseeing the daily operations of the rare 
coin department. 


Norma L. Gonzalez - VP of Auction Operations 

Norma Gonzalez joined the U.S. Navy in August of 1993 and received her Bachelor's Degree in Resource Management. She joined 
Heritage in 1998 and was promoted to Vice President in 2003. She currently manages the operations departments, including Coins, 
Currency, World & Ancient Coins, Sportscards & Memorabilia, Comics, Movie Posters, Pop Culture and Political Memorabilia. 


Debbie Rexing - VP - Marketing 

Debbie Rexing joined the Heritage team in 2001 and her marketing credentials include degrees in Business Administration and Human 
Resources from The Ohio State University. Debbie has worked across many categories within the company leading to her comprehensive 
and integrative approach to the job. She guides all aspects of Heritage's print marketing strategies - advertisements, brochures , direct 
mail campaigns, coordination of print buying, catalog design and production, The Heritage Magazine, and media and press relations. 


Ron Brackemyre - Vice President 

Ron Brackemyre began his career at Heritage Auction Galleries in 1998 as the Manager of the Shipping Department, and was promoted 
to Consignment Operations Manager for Numismatics in 2004.

4. Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”).

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

the provisions hereof or otherwise, that cannot be settled amicably within one (1) month from 
the date of notification of either party to the other of such dispute or question, which notice shall 
specify the details of such dispute or question, shall be settled by final and binding arbitration by 
one arbitrator appointed by the American Arbitration Association (“AAA”). The arbitration shall 
be conducted in Dallas, Dallas County, Texas in accordance with the then existing Commercial 
Arbitration Rules of the AAA. The arbitration shall be brought within two (2) years of the alleged 
breach, default or misrepresentation or the claim is waived. The prevailing party (a party that is 
awarded substantial and material relief on its claim or defense) may be awarded its reasonable 
attorneys fees and costs. Judgment upon the award rendered by the arbitrator may be entered 
in any court having jurisdiction thereof; provided, however, that the law applicable to any 
controversy shall be the law of the State of Texas, regardless of its or any other jurisdictions choice 
of law principles and under the provisions of the Federal Arbitration Act. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer.
